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THE  MINNESOTA   WAR  RECORDS   COMMISSION 

The  original  body  of  this  name  was  established  in  1918  to  collect 
and  preserve  the  records  of  Minnesota's  part  in  the  World  War.  The 
Minnesota  Historical  Society  had  laid  the  foundations  for  a  great 
state  collection  of  World  War  records,  but  the  new  field  was  a  vast 
one  and  it  was  felt  that  there  was  need  of  something  on  the  order  of 
the  familiar  wartime  "drive,"  conducted  by  a  statewide  organization, 
specially  created,  named,  and  financed  for  the  purpose.  Accordingly 
in  August,  1918,  the  Minnesota  Commission  of  Public  Safety,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  historical  society,  authorized  the  establishment  of  a 
body  to  be  known  as  the  Minnesota  War  Records  Commission,  and 
in  October  the  governor  made  the  following  appointments:  Dr.  Solon 
J.  Buck,  superintendent  of  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society,  chair- 
man; Dr.  Eugene  W.  Bohannon,  president  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  Duluth;  Mrs.  Marie  Brick,  librarian  of  the  St.  Cloud  Public 
Library;  the  Reverend  William  Busch,  professor  of  church  history, 

"  St.  Paul  Seminary,  St.  Paul ;  Charles  W.  Henke,  publicity  director, 
Minnesota  Commission  of  Public  Safety;  Dr.  John  D.  Hicks,  pro- 
fessor of  history,  Hamline  University;  the  Honorable  Gideon  S.  Ives, 
president  of  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society;  Herschel  V.  Jones, 
publisher  of  the  Minneapolis  Journal;  Gustaf  Lindquist,  secretary  to 

^  the  governor;  Walter  F.  Rhinow,  adjutant  general  of  Minnesota;  Dr. 

—Lester  B.  Shippee,  professor  of  American  history.  University  of 
Minnesota;  and  Willis  M.  West,  historian,  Grand  Rapids. 

With  modest  financial  assistance  from  the  public  safety  com- 
mission and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  historical  society,  the  new 
commission  organized  volunteer  committees  in  counties  throughout 
the  state  and  commenced  the  collection  of  records,  in  the  expectation 
that  the  next  legislature  would  make  permanent  and  substantial  pro- 
vision for  a  work  of  this  magnitude  and  importance.  The  nature  of 
the  material  to  be  collected  and  the  commission's  plans  for  the  contin- 
uation and  expansion  of  the  work  were  described  in  two  bulletins, 
widely  distributed,  entitled  A  Statewide  Movement  for  the  Collection 
and  Preservation  of  Minnesota's  War  Records  and  Minnesota's  Part 
in  the  War:  Shall  It  Be  Adequately  Recorded? 
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In  April,  1919,  the  commission  was  established  by  law  with  a 
somewhat  altered  personnel  and  with  extended  functions  {Laws,  Reg- 
ular Session,  1919,  Chap.  284).  The  membership  was  reduced  to 
nine,  four  ex  officio  members  and  five  appointed  by  the  governor,  and 
the  commission  has  continued  as  then  constituted  except  that  the  Hon- 
orable Gideon  S.  Ives  has  been  succeeded  as  president  of  the  Minne- 
sota Historical  Society  and  ex  officio  member  of  the  commission  by 
Frederic  A.  Fogg,  of  St.  Paul,  and  Colin  F.  Macdonald,  of  St.  Cloud, 
deceased,  has  been  succeeded  by  Frank  M.  Kaisersatt,  of  Faribault. 
The  principal  duties  originally  assigned  to  the  commission  by  law 
were,  first,  '*to  provide  for  the  collection  and  preservation  in  state  and 
local  war  records  collections  of  all  available  material  relating  to 
Minnesota's  participation  in  the  World  War,''  and,  second,  "to  pro- 
vide for  the  preparation  and  publication,  as  a  permanent  memorial 
record,  of  a  comprehensive  documentary  and  narrative  history  of  the 
part  played  by  the  state  in  the  World  War,  including  conditions  and 
events  within  the  state  relating  to  or  affected  by  the  war."  The  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  a  year  was  granted  by  the  state  for  the  work 
of  the  biennium  1919-1921. 

For  the  first  two  and  a  half  years  the  commission  had  all  it  could 
do  in  the  pursuit  of  its  original  object,  the  collection  of  records.  In 
that  period  there  was  assembled  a  mass  of  material  relating  to  the  war 
services  of  Minnesotans  and  of  Minnesota  organizations.  With  later 
additions,  the  state  war  records  collection  now  includes — besides  the 
local  newspapers,  books,  and  miscellany  accumulated  by  the  historical 
society  during  the  war — extensive  files  of  records  of  the  services  of 
soldiers,  sailors,  marines,  and  welfare  workers ;  published  reports  and 
files  of  the  official  correspondence  and  records  of  many  of  the  leading 
war  organizations  such  as  the  Minnesota  Commission  of  Public  Safety, 
the  War  Camp  Community  Service,  the  Military  Training  Camps  As- 
sociation, and  the  United  States  Employment  Service ;  a  great  deal  of 
the  printed  matter,  such  as  pamphlets,  bulletins,  and  circular  letters, 
which  formed  part  of  the  working  paraphernalia  of  every  large  war 
agency;  representative  collections  of  soldiers*  photographs,  war  let- 
ters, and  military  documents;  and  mementos  such  as  military  equip- 
ment and  insignia,  battlefield  trophies,  war  posters,  service  flags, 
lantern  slides,  and  motion  picture  films.  Under  the  law  all  of  this 
material  will  pass  ultimately  into  the  keeping  of  the  Minnesota  His- 
torical Society. 
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At  the  same  time  the  commission  encouraged,  and  continues  to  en- 
courage, its  county  committees  to  build  up  similar  collections  of  local 
war  records  for  permanent  preservation  in  courthouses,  libraries,  or 
other  local  depositories.  For  the  guidance  of  these  committees  the 
commission  issued  a  bulletin  (mimeographed)  entitled  County  War 
History  Prospectus  and  Guide  to  the  Collection  of  Material,  As  a 
result  a  number  of  the  committees,  notably  those  in  Benton,  Clay, 
Hennepin,  Le  Sueur,  Morrison,  Nicollet,  Nobles,  Polk,  Pope,  Ramsey, 
Rice,  St.  Louis,  and  Stevens  counties,  have  gathered  together  local  war 
records  collections  of  great  interest  and  value,  and  other  committees, 
including  those  of  Anoka,  Blue  Earth,  Chisago,  Jackson,  Martin, 
Mower,  and  Watonwan  counties,  have  published  or  assisted  in  the 
preparation  of  county  war  histories. 

In  1 92 1,  having  assembled  a  large  part  of  the  needed  material, 
the  commission  submitted  to  the  governor  and  the  legislature  a  tenta- 
tive plan  for  the  publication  of  a  comprehensive  history  of  Minnesota 
in  the  World  War  as  required  by  law.  This  plan  was  tacitly  approved 
and  the  commission's  appropriation  was  increased  to  ten  thousand 
dollars  a  year,  but  at  the  same  time  the  commission  law  was  amended 
so  as  to  provide  for  the  preparation  and  publication,  first,  of  a  history 
of  Minnesota  in  the  Spanish-American  War  and  the  Philippine  In- 
surrection {Laws,  1921,  Chap.  496).  The  amendment  was  proposed 
and  sponsored  in  the  legislature  by  Senator  Samuel  A.  Rask  and  Rep- 
resentatives Francis  J.  McPartlin,  John  B.  Pattison,  and  George 
Wicker — all  veterans  of  the  Spanish  war.  It  appeared  that  a  com- 
mission had  been  established  some  years  before  to  compile  and  pub- 
lish a  history  of  "Minnesota  in  the  Spanish  War,  1898-1899"  {Laws, 
1903,  Chap.  249),  but  that  owing  to  lack  of  funds  this  work  had  been 
left  unfinished.  It  was  felt  that  the  earlier  work,  considerably  broad- 
ened in  scope,  should  be  completed  before  similar  recognition  were 
given  to  the  veterans  of  the  later  conflict,  and  this  volume  is  the  result. 
Meanwhile  the  commission  has  commenced  work  upon  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  projected  World  War  history.  The  tentative  plan  already 
approved  by  the  legislature  calls  for  the  publication  of  an  eight-volume 
work — three  volumes  containing  the  names  and  brief  statements  of  the 
services  of  all  Minnesota  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines;  one  volume, 
a  history  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  Field  Artillery  (formerly 
the  First  Minnesota  Field  Artillery),  written  by  Lieutenant  Governor 
Louis  L.  Collins,  who  served  with  that  regiment ;  three  A^olumes  con- 
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taining  a  series  of  historical  narratives,  with  documentary  material, 
setting  fortli  the  story  of  Minnesota's  participation  in  the  war  in  all 
its  various  phases;  and  one  volume  summarizing  the  whole  story 
in  a  form  suitable  for  general  distribution.  The  volume  on  the 
One  Hundred  and  Fifty-first  Field  Artillery  will  be  the  first  of  the 
World  War  series  to  be  published,  and  others  will  follow  from  time 
to  time — all  depending  of  course  upon  continued  legislative  approval 
and  support. 


PREFACE 

When  the  duty  of  preparing  this  history  was  assigned  to  the 
Minnesota  War  Records  Commission,  it  was  supposed  that  the  work 
would  be  largely  a  matter  of  publishing  a  compilation  made  by  the 
Spanish  war  history  commission  of  1903,  to  which  reference  is  made 
in  the  foregoing  sketch  of  the  present  war  records  body.  Upon  ex- 
amination of  the  effects  of  the  earlier  commission,  it  appeared  that 
that  body  had  compiled  a  roster  of  the  four  Minnesota  regiments 
which  served  in  the  Spanish  war,  but  had  prepared  nothing  in  the 
way  of  a  narrative  history  or — because  it  was  not  then  required — of 
records  of  Minnesotans  in  other  branches  of  the  service.  Moreover, 
under  revised  plans  for  the  work,  the  roster  could  not  be  used  for 
publication  without  extensive  alterations  in  content  and  form.  It  was 
necessary,  therefore,  for  the  present  commission  to  make  practically 
a  new  start,  using  the  roster  compiled  by  the  earlier  commission  pri- 
marily as  an  aid  in  the  formulation  of  service  records  to  be  verified  by 
reference  to  the  original  sources,  the  muster  rolls. 

In  the  present  work  an  attempt  is  made  to  set  forth  in  readable 
form  an  accurate  and  well-rounded  account  of  Minnesota's  participa- 
tion in  the  Spanish- American  War  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection, 
with  a  roster  and  statistics  of  all  Minnesotans  who  served  in  the  army, 
the  navy,  or  the  marine  corps  at  any  time  during  the  period  from  April 
21,  1898,  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  hostilities  with  Spain,  to 
Jtily  4,  1902,  when  the  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  was  officially 
declared  to  have  been  suppressed. 

The  narrative  opens  with  accounts  of  events  leading  to  the  war 
with  Spain,  of  the  prominent  parts  taken  by  two  citizens  of  Minne- 
sota in  the  preliminaries  to  war,  and  of  the  preparations  begun  in 
Minnesota  in  anticipation  of  the  impending  conflict.  Then  follows 
the  history  of  Minnesota's  military  participation  in  the  war  and  the 
insurrection,  beginning  with  the  mobilization  and  muster  of  the  four 
volunteer  regiments  which  entered  the  United  States  service  from  and 
under  the  name  of  the  state  of  Minnesota ;  recounting  the  experiences 
of  each  of  these  regiments  in  camp  and  field ;  and  ending  with  a  chap- 
ter on  Minnesotans  in  other  branches  of  the  service,  which  includes 
brief  histories  of  three  outside  organizations  in  which  Minnesota  can 
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claim  a  special  interest.  In  the  final  chapter  are  given  accounts  of  the 
work  done  by  Red  Cross  societies  and  other  local  welfare  organiza- 
tions ;  the  part  taken  by  Minnesota  in  financing  the  war ;  wartime  de- 
velopments in  the  national  guard ;  and  war  issues  in  the  political  cam- 
paigns of  the  period — the  whole  concluding  with  a  brief  account  of  the 
part  taken  by  a  citizen  of  Minnesota  in  the  negotiation  of  the  treaty 
of  peace  with  Spain. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  narrative,  extensive  use  has  been  made  of 
a  variety  of  sources,  including  standard  works  relating  to  the  Spanish 
war  and  the  Filipino-insurrection;  reports  of  the  secretary  of  war  and 
other  government  publications ;  inspection  reports,  regimental  returns, 
and  other  material  relating  to  Minnesota  regiments,  transcribed  by  a 
representative  of  the  commission  from  the  original  documents  in  the 
archives  of  the  war  department ;  biennial  reports  of  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral of  Minnesota;  official  correspondence  and  other  manuscript 
records  of  the  offices  of  the  governor  and  the  adjutant  general ;  pub- 
lished histories  of  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Minnesota  regiments.; 
printed  and  manuscript  records  of  local  civilian  war  agencies ;  private 
correspondence  of  participants  in  the  events  described;  and  con- 
temporary local  newspapers. 

In  the  case  of  newspaper  material,  it  was  found  impracticable  to 
make  specific  citations  throughout,  but  it  should  be  stated  here  that  the 
files  of  a  number  of  local  newspapers  and  periodicals,  representative  of 
the  state  as  a  whole  or  of  various  localities  or  groups,  including  the 
Pioneer  Press,  the  Minneapolis  Journal,  the  5*^.  Paul  Globe,  and  the 
Duluth  Evening  Herald,  were  carefully  examined  and  calendared  both 
for  use  in  the  preparation  of  this  history  and  for  the  convenience  of 
any  who  desire  to  pursue  the  subject  further. 

The  roster  is  based  entirely  upon  official  records  in  the  office  of 
the  adjutant  general  of  Minnesota  and  in  the  government  archives  at 
Washington.  The  adjutant  general's  files  of  muster  rolls,  pay  rolls, 
field  reports,  and  other  original  records  furnished  the  material  for 
service  records  of  all  members  of  the  Minnesota  volunteer  regiments. 
The  records  of  Minnesotans  in  other  branches  of  the  service — the 
regular  army,  navy,  marine  corps,  United  States  volunteers,  and  vol- 
unteer regiments  of  other  states — were  compiled  under  the  direction 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  commission  from  muster  rolls,  enlistment 
papers,  and  other  records  in  the  archives  of  the  war  and  navy  de- 
partments. 
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The  search  for  the  records  of  individuals  in  the  government 
archives  was  a  task  of  considerable  magnitude  and  difficulty.  The 
lack  of  a  list  of  names  to  begin  with  and  the  fact  that  none  of  the 
files  to  be  consulted  was  arranged  by  states,  with  the  exception  of 
one  in  the  navy  department,  made  it  necessary  to  search  through  the 
records  of  thousands  of  individuals  including  nearly  the  entire  per- 
sonnel of  the  United  States  fighting  forces  of  the  period  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection.  But  a  thor- 
oughgoing canvass  was  made  of  all  accessible  government  files,  and 
the  result,  here  published  in  abridged  form,  is  believed  to  be  a  reason- 
ably complete  and  accurate  list  of  the  names  and  records  of  all  Minne- 
sotans  who  served  in  the  branches  named,  the  selection  having  been 
made  on  the  basis  of  residence  at  the  time  of  entry  into  service  begun 
during,  or  overlapping,  the  period  under  discussion.  An  exception 
must  be  noted,  however,  in  the  case  of  Minnesotans  in  the  regular 
army.  Owing  to  circumstances  which  cannot  be  briefly  explained,  it 
was  impossible,  in  going  through  the  government  files,  to  single  out 
the  records  of  those  Minnesotans,  presumably  few  in  number,  who 
were  not  natives  of  Minnesota  and  who  enlisted  outside  of  the  state. 
Information  is  also  lacking  as  to  those,  among  the  ones  whose  records 
were  obtained,  who  were  wounded  in  action,  the  war  department  hav- 
ing refused  access  to  the  records  of  such  casualties. 

Most  of  the  material  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  narrative, 
including  records  of  the  office  of  the  governor  and  correspondence  of 
the  adjutant  general,  is  to  be  found  in  the  library  of  the  Minnesota 
Historical  Society.  In  the  same  depository  will  be  found,  ultimately, 
all  material  acquired  by  the  commission,  including  the  records  obtained 
at  Washington.  The  muster  rolls  and  other  records  of  the  Minne- 
sota volunteer  regiments,  deposited  provisionally  with  the  commission, 
belong  to  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general. 

Of  those  who  have  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  this  volume, 
acknowledgements  are  due  to  Raleigh  M.  Pope,  of  Mora,  Minnesota, 
director  of  the  Washington  bureau  of  the  Minnesota  Soldiers' 
Bonus  Board,  who  supervised  the  compilation  of  records  of  Minne- 
sotans in  the  navy  and  the  marine  corps;  to  Newton  D.  Mereness, 
representative  at  Washington  of  the  National  Association  of  State 
War  History  Organizations  and  of  the  Conference  of  State  Historical 
Agencies  of  the  Upper  Mississippi  Valley,  who  ably  supervised  the 
greater  part  of  the  extensive  and  complicated  task  of  obtaining  from 
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the  records  of  the  war  department  material  for  the  history  of  Minne- 
sota units  and  service  records  of  Minnesotans  in  the  regular  and  vol- 
unteer armies ;  and  to  Elizabeth  H.  Buck,  Reola  Appel,  Beatrice  Bill- 
ing, and  Lillian  C.  Goodenow,  who  prepared  preliminary  drafts  of 
portions  of  the)  narrative.  Special  recognition  is  due  to  the  last 
named,  the  author's  regular  assistant,  for  her  untiring  devotion  to  the 
task  and  for  assistance  rendered  at  every  stage  of  the  work.

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L    THE  OUTBREAK  OF  WAR  WITH  SPAIN 

In  April,  1898,  the  United  States  resorted  to  war  with  Spain  as 
the  only  effective  means  of  putting  an  end  to  a  state  of  affairs  in  the 
neighboring  island  of  Cuba  which  had  long  since  become  intolerable 
to  this  country,  from  the  point  of  view  alike  of  its  Own  interests  and 
of  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  Cuban  people. 

For  years  Spanish  policy  in  Cuba  had  been  a  subject  of  growing 
concern  to  the  United  States.  Spain  continued  to  govern  her  depen- 
dency in  the  old  Spanish  colonial  tradition — exploiting  the  island,  in 
short,  for  the  benefit  of  the  mother  country  and  of  her  colonial  admin- 
istrators. The  Cubans  were  in  frequent  revolt:  between  1820  and 
1880,  there  was  not  a  decade  but  witnessed  some  insurrection  of  great- 
er or  less  scope  and  violence.  The  condition  of  the  native  population 
became  more  and  more  hopeless,  and  American  interests,  with  each 
recurrence  of  trouble,  increasingly  insecure.  So  grave  was  the  situa- 
tion during  the  bloody  "ten  years  war,'*  1868  to  1878,  that  the  United 
States  went  so  far  as  to  threaten  intervention,  though  action  was  post- 
poned, and  in  the  end  peace  came  through  exhaustion  on  both  sides 
and  promises  of  reform  from  Spain.  But  these  promises  proved  illu- 
sory, and  in  1895  revolution  broke  out  again. 

To  refrain  from  intervention  this  time  proved  more  than  ever 
difficult.  American  residents  in  the  island  were  more  numerous,  and 
American  interests  much  more  extensive  than  at  the  time  of  the  earlier 
struggles.  Furthermore,  the  belligerents,  seemingly  unable  to  reach 
a  decision  by  recognized  methods  of  warfare,  resorted  to  measures 
which  served  only  to  lay  waste  the  island,  paralyze  peaceful  occupation, 
and  reduce  the  population  to  starvation  and  misery.  Particularly  of- 
fensive to  the  American  people,  and  indeed  to  the  whole  civilized 
world,  was  the  "reconcentration"  policy  inaugurated  in  1896  by  the 
Spanish  general,  Weyler,  whereby  the  people  of  the  country  districts 
were  compelled  to  assemble  and  remain  in  the  garrisoned  towns,  there 
to  be  allowed  to  die  of  starvation  and  disease  by  the  thousand.  To- 
ward the  close  of  1897,  influenced  at  last  by  diplomatic  representations 
on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  the  Spanish  government  caused  a 
modification  of  the  order  of  concentration,  and  even,  during  the  win- 
ter of  1897-98,  attempted  certain  fundamental  reforms  in  the  govern- 
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ment  of  Cuba  under  a  seemingly  bona  fide  grant  of  autonomy.  But 
these  concessions  came  too  late:  the  Cubans  would  now  have  nothing 
short  of  absolute  independence,  and  the  deadlock  bade  fair  to  continue 
indefinitely. 

The  United  States,  holding  Spain  responsible  for  this  impasse, 
and  still  aroused  over  the  recent  barbarities  in  Cuba,  had  nearly  reached 
the  limit  of  patience,  when  two  incidents  occurred  which  shortly 
brought  the  nation  to  the  verge  of  war.  On  February  9  a  New  York 
newspaper  published  a  letter  written  by  De  Lome,  the  Spanish  min- 
ister to  the  United  States,  and  intercepted  in  the  mails  by  a  Cuban 
sympathizer,  in  which  President  McKinley  was  characterized  in  terms 
that  were  taken  as  an  insult  to  the  American  people.  Less  than  a 
week  later,  on  the  evening  of  February  15,  the  battleship  Maine,  which 
had  been  in  the  harbor  at  Havana  since  January  25,  was  destroyed 
by  an  explosion  which  sank  the  ship  and  took  the  lives  of  two  officers 
and  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  of  her  crew.  The  former  incident  had 
been  closed,  officially,  by  the  resignation  of  De  Lome  and  an  apology 
from  Spain  for  the  ''indiscretion"  of  her  minister;  but  the  Maine 
catastrophe  was  a  more  serious  matter.  Popular  excitement  ran  high, 
and  Congress,  with  responsibility  for  the  disaster  still  undetermined, 
voted  fifty  million  dollars  to  be  expended  by  the  President  "for  nation- 
al defense.*'  In  the  report  of  the  naval  court  of  inquiry,  submitted  to 
the  President  on  March  21,  it  was  held  that  the  primary  cause  of  the 
destruction  of  the  Maine  was  the  explosion  of  a  submarine  mine — by 
what  agency,  the  investigation  had  failed  to  reveal.  But  this  was 
enough:  the  suspicion,  amounting  to  conviction,  of  Spanish  complicity, 
together  witti  the  previous  hostile  feeling  toward  Spain,  produced  an 
overwhelming  popular  demand  for  war. 

Still  striving  in  the  midst  of  all  the  clamor  for  a  peaceful  solution 
of  the  fundamental  difficulty,  the  government  on  March  29  suggested, 
but  in  effect  demanded,  an  immediate  armistice  in  Cuba  and  the  insti- 
tution of  peace  negotiations  with  the  insurgents  under  the  mediatorship 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  But  these  demands  were  not 
fully  met,  and  the  President  announced  his  intention  of  laying  the 
whole  negotiations  before  Congress  on  April  6.  This,  of  course, 
meant  that  war  would  ensue,  for  Congress  was  in  a  temper  much 
more  hostile  than  that  of  the  President. 

On  the  sixth,  no  satisfactory  word  having  come  from  Spain,  the 
representatives  at  Washington  of  six  of  the  great  European  powers 
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appealed  to  President  McKinley  for  peace.  The  message  to  Congress 
was  deferred  until  April  ii — primarily,  as  it  appeared  later,  to  give 
Consul  General  Lee  at  Havana  more  time  in  which  to  get  American 
citizens  out  of  Cuba.  On  April  9  the  six  powers,  through  their  repre- 
sentatives at  Madrid,  urged  the  Spanish  government  to  listen  to  the 
request  of  the  Pope  and  grant  an  armistice  to  the  Cubans.  The  next 
day  the  Spanish  minister  at  Washington  reported  to  the  state  depart- 
ment that  hostilities  had  been  ordered  suspended,  and  that  after  May 
4,  when  the  Cuban  parliament  was  to  meet,  the  Cubans  would  have 
all  the  liberty  they  could  reasonably  expect.  But  President  McKinley, 
believing  this  to  be  but  another  move  to  gain  time,  and  unable  longer 
to  withstand  the  pressure  at  home,  on  the  appointed  day  transmitted 
his  message  to  Congress,  with  a  request  for  authority  and  power  to  se- 
cure peace  and  a  stable  government  in  Cuba,  if  necessary  by  forcible 
intervention. 

In  these  preliminaries  to  war,  two  citizens  of  Minnesota  took 
prominent  parts — Archbishop  John  Ireland,  as  an  emissary  of  the 
Pope,  working  in  the  cause  of  peace ;  and  United  States  Senator  Cush- 
man  K.  Davis,  as  chairman  of  the  Senate  committee  on  foreign  rela- 
tions, guiding  the  policy  of  the  body  in  Congress  most  responsible  in 
matters  of  peace  or  war. 

Early  in  April  Archbishop  Ireland  went  to  Washington,  unherald- 
ed, at  the  request  of  the  Holy  See.^  It  appears  that  the  Pope,  desirous 
only  of  helping  to  avert  war,  sought  to  use  his  good  offices  with  both 
Spain  and  the  United  States  for  the  arbitration  of  their  differences. 
Already  in  touch  with  Madrid,  he  stood  in  need  of  a  representative 
at  Washington  who  could  convey  his  suggestions  acceptably  to  the

Unfortunately  none  of 
these  sources  furnishes  explicit  and  reliable  information  for  a  more  intimate  account 
than  is  given  above.  Newspaper  reports  are  full  of  mere  conjecture,  and  the  arch- 
bishop's principal  public  utterance  on  the  subject — remarks  made  in  the  course 
of  a  sermon  later  published  in  the  Northwestern  Chronicle  for  May  6,  1898 — 
brought  out  merely  the  general  object  of  his  mission  and  the  spirit  in  which  it  was 
undertaken. 
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United  States  government,  and  also  inform  him  as  to  the  precise 
attitude  and  intention  of  America — presumably,  as  developed  later, 
for  his  guidance  in  exerting  his  great  influence  with  Spain.  For  this 
delicate  mission  he  chose  Archbishop  Ireland  because  of  the  Minnesota 
prelate's  American  citizenship,  undoubted  loyalty  to  his  country,  and 
friendly  personal  relations  with  the  President  and  members  of  the 
Cabinet.  Nor  was  there  lacking  in  the  one  thus  singled  out,  the  energy, 
tact,  and  moreil  courage  requisite  for  the  able  discharge  of  such  a  duty 
at  such  a  time. 

The  archbishop  was  courteously  received  in  Washington,  despite 
an  outcry  presently  raised  in  the  country  at  large  against  this  so-called 
papal  interference.  At  first  his  efforts  seemed  likely  to  succeed,  for 
he  reported  to  the  Pope  that  President  McKinley  desired  peace  and 
would  probably  accept  the  Pope's  offer  of  mediation.  Meanwhile,  the 
connections  which  the  archbishop  established  enabled  the  Pope  to  serve 
at  least  as  a  medium  for  indirect  exchanges  between  the  nations  at 
variance,  whereby,  it  was  hoped,  there  might  be  effected  what  now 
seemed  unlikely  of  accomplishment  through  the  ordinary  channels  of 
diplomacy.  But,  as  we  have  seen,  neither  the  President  nor  the  Pope 
could  prevail  against  a  nation-wide  enthusiasm  for  war,  coupled  with 
a  diplomacy  on  the  part  of  Spain  so  evasive  and  temporizing  as  to 
leave  the  advocates  of  peace  with  nothing  trustworthy  to  promise  from 
it.  On  April  ii,  the  day  on  which  the  President's  message  went  to 
Congress,  Archbishop  Ireland  journeyed  to.  Baltimore  to  confer  with 
Cardinal  Gibbons.  The  prelates  were  convinced  that  further  attempts 
to  avert  war  would  be  useless,  and  the  Pope  was  advised  to  that  effect. 
Nevertheless  the  archbishop  returned  to  Washington  and  continued  his 
efforts  until  the  warlike  intentions  of  Congress  found  unmistakable 
expression.  On  the  fifteenth  he  left  for  New  York,  his  mission  appar- 
ently concluded.  He  is  said  to  have  remarked  at  this  time — voicing 
sentiments  entirely  in  keeping  with  his  record  of  patriotic  service  be- 
fore and  since:  'T  have  labored  for  peace,  but  if  the  will  of  the  nation 
is  for  war,  I  pray  that  victory  alight  on  the  banners  of  my  country." 

The  story  of  the  part  taken  by  Senator  Davis  at  this  critical  time 
is  interwoven  with  the  history  of  congressional  action  leading  to  war. 
That  that  part  was  important,  let  the  facts  show ;  that  it  was  more 
important  than  was  generally  supposed,  the  testimony  of  his  colleagues 
bears  witness;  that  it  was  considered  of  first  importance  by  his  own 
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people,  who  knew  him  best,  is  expressed  tersely  in  the  observation  of 
ex-Governor  Andrew  R.  McGill  that  "the  occasion  found  the  man,  and 
he  is  the  man!"^ 

When  the  President's  message  of  April  ii  was  received  in  the 
Senate,  it  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  foreign  relations,  of  which, 
as  already  stated.  Senator  Davis  was  chairman.  The  committee  re- 
ported two  days  later,  presenting  an  effective  summary  of  the  case 
against  Spain  prepared  by  Mr.  Davis.  The  report  began  with  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  Maine  incident,  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  de- 
struction of  the  battleship  "was  compassed  either  by  the  official  act  of 
the  Spanish  authorities  or  was  made  possible  by  a  negligence  on  their 
part  so  willing  and  gross  as  to  be  equivalent  in  culpability  to  positive 
criminal  action."  This  affair,  however,  was  considered  as  but  a  single 
incident  during  three  years  of  strained  relations  between  Spain  and  the 
United  States  over  the  situation  in  Cuba — a  situation  which  the  re- 
port went  on  to  review  at  some  length,  together  with  precedents  and 
authorities  bearing  upon  the  course  to  be  taken  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  time  for  intervention  to  stop  the  war  and  free  the  Cubans 
had  arrived,  the  committee  declared.  "If  .  .  .  Spain  shall  choose  to 
regard  such  action  by  this  Government  as  a  cause  of  war,"  it  was  ob- 
served, "that  consequence,  however  deplorable,  will  be  accepted  by  the 
American  people  with  all  tlie  fortitude  that  confidence  in  the  justice  of 
their  action  can  inspire."  Concluding  with  a  statement  of  the  broad 
grounds  on  which  the  proposed  course  was  justified,  the  committee 
recommended  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  resolutions  recognizing  the 
independence  of  the  Cuban  people,  demanding  the  immediate  withdraw- 
al of  Spain  from  Cuba,  and  directing  the  President  to  use  the  entire 
land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  including  the  militia  of  the 
several  states,  to  such  extent  as  might  be  necessary  to  carry  the  resolu- 
tions into  effect.  A  minority  of  the  committee  brought  in  a  report  fa- 
voring, in  addition,  the  immediate  recognition  of  the  Cuban  republic.

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To  Senator  Davis  fell  the  difficult  task  of  bringing  the  resolutions 
to  an  early  vote.  That  Spain  must  withdraw,  or  be  ousted,  from  Cuba, 
the  Senate  was  practically  agreed,  but  that  the  insurgent  government 
should  be  recognized  at  once  by  Congress,  rather  than  by  the  Presi- 
dent at  his  discretion,  was  a  question  for  debate  which  threatened  to 
delay  interminably  the  main  business  in  hand.  Word  presently  came 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  of  prompt  action  taken  by  that 
body;  Senator  Penrose  read  a  telegram — "House  resolution  dishwa- 
ter; Davis  resolution  satisfactory;  remember  the  Maine'' )  the  country 
grew  increasingly  impatient  over  "the  criminal  waste  of  precious  time*' 
in  the  Senate;  but  still  the  senators  debated.  Meanwhile  Mr.  Davis 
sought  to  bring  matters  to  a  head,  though  disclaiming  any  intention  of 
trying  to  make  it  a  *'five-minute  question,"  as  at  first  intimated  by  one 
of  his  colleagues.  He  himself  took  no  part  in  the  debate.  At  the  close 
of  the  second  day,  April  14,  after  vain  attempts  to  fix  a  time  for  a 
vote,  Mr.  Davis  gave  notice  that  he  would  ask  for  a  continuous  session 
next  day  until  the  question  was  disposed  of.  This  apparently  sufficed: 
toward  the  end  of  a  twelve-hour  session  on  the  fifteenth,  it  was  agreed 
to  limit  debate  and  come  to  a  vote  before  adjournment  the  following 
day.  Finally,  on  April  16,  the  Senate  adopted  the  resolutions,  with 
the  addition  of  the  minority  amendment  recognizing  the  Cuban  repub- 
lic, and  of  a  fourth  clause — proposed,  but  not  prepared,  by  Mr.  Davis 
— asserting  the  determination  of  the  United  States,  when  the  pacifica- 
tion of  Cuba  should  be  accomplished,  to  leave  the  government  of  the 
island  to  its  people. 

But  the  House  was  yet  to  be  reckoned  with,  and  again  it  was  the 
Cuban  question  which  stood  in  the  way  of  prompt  agreement.  The 
lower  branch,  though  accepting  the  Senate  substitute  for  the  House 
measure  and  agreeing  to  its  main  provisions,  amended  the  Cuban  reso- 
lution by  eliminating  all  but  a  statement  to  the  effect,  merely,  that  the 
Cuban  people  "of  right  ought  to  be  free  and  independent." 

The  joint  resolution,  so  amended,  was  returned  to  the  Senate  on 
April  18.  Senator  Davis  at  once  took  the  floor  and  in  a  short  speech 
urged  concurrence  in  the  House  amendments.  "This  whole  question," 
he  said,  "has  been  subject  to  much  debate,  to  much  controversy,  and  to 
several  ultimatums.  In  the  meantime  the  indignity  inflicted  upon  this 
nation  by  the  destruction  of  the  Maine  has  remained  unchastised ;  in 
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the  meantime  many  lives  have  passed  away,  while  we  have  been  de- 
bating over  this  question.  .  .  .  We  have  now  arrived  at  a  time  when 
it  is  most  important  to  have  the  utmost  conciliation  of  views.  .  .  . 
In  regard  to  the  question  of  the  recognition  of  the  independence  of 
Cuba,  I  think  no  man  doubts,  I  think  no  man  has  any  right  to  doubt, 
that,  as  the  result  of  the  intervention  of  this  Government,  the  inde- 
pendence of  that  republic  will  follow  immediately."  Action  on  the 
main  issue,  he  argued,  should  not  be  delayed  further  by  controversy 
over  an  incidental  question  which  could  be  settled  ''tomorrow  or  the 
next  day,  or  in  a  week  from  now,  or  whenever  necessary."  But  the 
Senate  refused  concurrence. 

In  the  resulting  contest  between  the  two  houses — for  the  House 
was  just  as  insistent — Mr.  Davis,  as  one  of  the  managers  for  the  Sen- 
ate, was  in  a  position  to  urge  concessions  on  both  sides.  Reporting 
negative  results  from  the  first  conference,  he  stated  that  "there  was  no 
difficulty  in  agreeing  to  the  House  amendment  whereby  the  recognition 
of  the  Republic  of  Cuba  was  stricken  out,"  but  that  the  point  of  con- 
tention was  recognition  of  the  present  independence  of  the  Cuban  peo- 
ple, upon  which  the  Senate  conferees  insisted.  At  a  second  conference 
the  managers  for  the  House  yielded  the  latter  point,  and  in  the  early 
morning  hours  of  April  19,  at  the  close  of  a  session  continuing  from 
the  previous  day,  the  fateful  resolution  was  adopted  by  both  houses — 
in  precisely  the  form,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  in  which  it  had  come  from 
the  Senate  foreign  relations  committee,  except  for  the  addition  in  the 
Senate  of  a  clause  proposed  by  Mr.  Davis  and  agreed  to  without  di- 
vision. 

As  expected,  Spain  did  choose  to  regard  such  action  as  a  cause  of 
war,  and  anticipating  the  American  ultimatum  of  the  twentieth,  abrupt- 
ly severed  diplomatic  relations.  When  news  of  this  reached  Washington, 
Senator  Davis  was  at  once  called  into  conference  with  the  President, 
Judge  Day  of  the  state  department,  Senator  Lodge,  and  others,  to  map 
out  the  policy  of  the  United  States  with  special  reference  to  possible 
further  action  by  Congress.^  On  the  twenty-second  the  President 
ordered  a  blockade  of  Cuban  ports,  and  the  next  day  he  issued  a  call 
for  volunteers.  Congress  was  now,  at  the  request  of  the  President, 
to  make  formal  declaration  of  the  existence  of  war,  and  a  bill,  drafted

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by  Mr.  Davis,^  declaring  that  a  state  of  war  existed  and  had  existed 
since  April  21,  was  passed  and  approved  on  April  25. 

The  passage  of  the  war  resolution  was  hailed  in  Minnesota  with 
great  enthusiasm.  Public  sentiment,  as  reflected  in  the  local  newspa- 
pers, had  for  some  time  been  inclined  to  war,  the  chief  difference  in 
opinion  being  as  to  whether  or  not  the  President's  delay  in  declaring 
for  war,  his  patient  attempt  to  settle  matters  by  diplomatic  and  peace- 
ful means,  was  justified.  Of  course  the  division  in  newspaper  opinion 
to  some  extent  followed  party  lines.  The  Democratic  editors  were 
much  louder  for  intervention  and  more  incensed  at  the  wrongs  of 
Cuba  than  were  the  Republican  editors,  who  felt  more  or  less  impelled 
to  support  the  President's  course.  Independent  and  radical  journals 
were  in  the  main  less  interested  in  foreign  affairs  and  more  concerned 
in  the  impending  city  elections  and  the  discussion  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Populists  should  fuse  with  the  Democrats  in  the  state  elections  of 
the  coming  fall,  but  whenever  they  did  speak  of  Spanish  relations,  they 
were  more  bitter  in  discussing  the  administration's  cautious  procedure 
than  were  the  Democrats,  and  more  definitely  in  favor,  not  only  of  in- 
tervention, but  of  immediate  recognition  of  the  Cuban  republic. 

A  few  publications,  only,  ventured  to  raise  serious  doubt  as  to  the 
necessity  for  war.  "If  we  must  go  to  war,"  it  was  observed  in  one 
of  the  farm  journals,  ''we  should  first  be  dead  sure  that  we  have  ex- 
hausted all  honorable  means  to  prevent  it."  A  leading  trade  paper,  even 
after  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  reported  a  widespread  feeling 
that  the  war  might  have  been  avoided  and  that  the  desired  ends  might 
have  been  gained  by  some  less  hasty  method  of  redress.  But  for  the 
most  part,  when  the  die  was  cast,  the  doubtful  agreed  with  one  of  their 
own  number  who  declared  that  "Old  Glory  must  be  sustained,  and  all 
the  energies  of  the  country  must  be  put  forth  to  make  the  war  short, 
sharp  and  decisive." 

The  indications  are  that  the  plain  citizens  of  the  state  were  going 
about  their  business  as  usual,  but  with  an  undercurrent  of  excitement — 
after  the  destruction  of  the  Maine — growing  stronger  as  the  weeks  ad- 
vanced. 

At  first,  the  people  of  Minnesota,  in  common  with  others  remote 
from  the  scene,  were  but  dimly  conscious  of  the  tragedy  being  enacted 
at  the  nation's  doors.    They  had  had  rather  serious  difficulties  of  their

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own  during  the  hard  times  following  the  panic  of  1893,  and  their 
thoughts  were  naturally  centered  in  hopes  of  relief  and  the  return  of 
prosperity.  Newspaper  accounts  of  the  destitution,  famine,  and  dis- 
ease prevailing  among  the  helpless  noncombatant  elements  in  Cuba 
seemed  incredible;  people  were  slow  to  believe  these  stories,  even 
when  Senator  Davis,  who  was  in  a  position  to  know,  declared  that 
they  were  true  and  that  'less  than  half  the  truth"  had  been  publicly 
told.^  President  McKinley's  appeal  for  money  and  supplies  for  the 
sufjfering  reconcentrados,  in  December,  1897,  drew  some  attention  to 
the  subject,  and  doubtless  called  forth  many  a  generous  private  contri- 
bution from  Minnesota  which  went  unrecorded  to  swell  the  nation's 
bounty,  but  there  appears  to  have  been  no  immediate,  organized,  public 
response ;  a  benefit  entertainment  held  in  St.  Paul  as  late  as  February  6 
failed  even  to  pay  expenses.  Nor  was  there  much  conscious  thought, 
beyond  the  bare  possibility,  of  hostile  intervention  in  Cuba  as  the  ulti- 
mate means  of  providing  permanent  relief  for  our  oppressed  neigh- 
bors. There  was  a  stirring  of  martial  ardor  among  a  few  who  looked 
for  this  outcome,  and  a  quickening  of  activities  on  the  part  of  those! 
whose  business  it  was  to  prepare  for  such  a  contingency;  but  the  mass 
of  the  people,  though  not  altogether  unmoved,  continued  preoccupied 
with  more  immediate  concerns. 

It  remained  for  the  shock  of  the  catastrophe  in  Havana  harbor 
really  to  focus  attention  upon  the  situation  in  Cuba.  Aroused,  but  not 
at  once  certain  of  the  significance  of  the  Maine  affair,  people  first 
found  an  outlet  for  quickened  emotions  in  the  work  of  Cuban  relief. 
Accounts  of  events  and  conditions  in  Cuba,  hitherto  but  a  part  of  the 
day's  news,  now  filled  the  columns  of  the  local  papers;  at  church  serv- 
ices and  socials,  the  burning  Spanish  question  was  discussed ;  lectures 
on  "Cuba  and  the  Cubans"  were  advertised.  In  cities  throughout  the 
state,  the  mayors  organized  local  committees  to  co-operate  with  the 
Central  Cuban  Relief  Committee  in  New  York  which  had  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  following  his  Christmas  appeal.  A  St.  Paul 
newspaper  telegraphed  Clara  Barton,  president  of  the  national  Red 
Cross  organization,  for  information  as  to  the  most  urgent  needs  of 
the  work  in  Cuba,  and  for  suggestions  as  to  the  best  ways  of  utilizing 
the  organized  energies  of  the  local  women's  clubs  in  this  connection. 
In  response  to  the  reply  made  on  Miss  Barton's  behalf  by  the  central

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relief  committee — Miss  Barton  being  on  the  point  of  departure  for 
Cuba — the  various  civic  and  women's  organizations  threw  themselves 
with  renewed  enthusiasm  into  the  work  of  supplying  food,  clothing, 
and  medicines  for  the  helpless  victims  of  Spanish  misrule. 

Sympathies  thus  stimulated  in  turn  increased  the  animus  against 
Spain  now  arising  from  the  rapidly  growing  conviction  of  Spanish 
guilt  in  the  case  of  the  Maine,  Glaring  headHnes  and  long  accounts  in 
the  local  newspapers — reporting  successive  stages  in  the  Maine  investi- 
gation, in  the  fruitless  negotiations  with  Spain,  in  the  warlike  proceed- 
ings in  Congress — indicated,  step  by  step,  the  approach  of  war.  Na- 
tional guardsmen  began  to  look  to  their  arms  and  equipment.  Others, 
particularly  those  who  had  had  some  military  experience,  began  as 
early  as  February  to  raise  volunteer  units  for  war  service  with  the 
state  militia,  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  might  be ;  two  or  three  proposed 
to  raise  cavalry  troops,  and  one,  a  company  of  "wheelmen"  or  "bicycle 
troops."  Young  men  of  Duluth  and  vicinity  sought  state  and  federal 
recognition  for  a  naval  reserve  unit  organized  at  the  lake  port  early  in 
March.  By  the  middle  of  April,  scarcely  a  town  of  any  consequence 
in  the  state  but  had  its  national  guard  organization  or  had  raised  or 
offered  to  raise  its  quota  of  fighting  men.  Special  groups — university 
students,  Shattuck  graduates,  members  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  men 
of  foreign  birth  or  extraction  according  to  nationality,  and  others — 
formed  military  units  whose  services  were  presently  offered  to  the  gov- 
ernment. 

The  departure,  early  in  April,  of  groups  of  young  Minnesotans 
who  had  enlisted  in  the  navy  as  the  quickest  way  to  tlie  scene  of  action 
furnished  occasion  for  the  first  of  a  series  of  public  demonstrations 
which  also  serve  to  indicate  the  popular  frame  of  mind.  When  the 
government  called  in  a  cannon  which  had  been  lent  to  the  state  uni- 
versity, the  students  in  a  great  parade  escorted  the  gun  to  the  railroad 
station,  bearing  aloft  a  banner  with  "God  Save  McKinley"  on  one  side 
and  "To  *E11  with  Spain"  on  the  other.  News  of  the  severance  of  dip- 
lomatic relations  with  Spain  and  of  the  departure  of  the  American 
ambassador  from  Madrid  called  forth  expressions  of  patriotic  devo- 
tion at  numerous  mass  meetings  held  in  cities  and  towns  throughout 
the  state.  Elaborate  preparations  were  made  to  give  a  rousing  fare- 
well to  the  Third  United  States  Infantry,  a  regiment  long  stationed 
at  Fort  Snelling  and  now,  on  the  eve  of  war,  ordered  to  entrain  for 
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the  South.  Many  Minnesotans  had  entered  the  Third  during  its  ten 
years'  stay  in  this  state ;  it  was  hoped  that  the  regiment  would  be  al- 
lowed to  parade  through  the  streets  of  St.  Paul,  and  there  was  great  dis- 
appointment when  it  was  found,  at  the  last  moment,  that  this  could  not 
be  arranged ;  nevertheless  the  day  of  departure,  April  19,  found  crowds 
of  visitors  at  the  fort  to  see  the  entrainment,  hundreds  waving  fare- 
wells from  the  bluffs  along  the  right  of  way  into  St.  Paul,  and  thou- 
sands gathered  at  the  depot  in  that  city  for  a  last  glimpse  and  a  final 
Godspeed. 

Perhaps  the  place  where  the  war  sentiment  was  most  keenly  felt 
was  the  capitol  building  at  St.  Paul.  Military  enthusiasts,  increasing 
in  number  as  the  war  cloud  lowered,  began  early  in  the  year  to  bom- 
bard Governor  David  M.  Clough  and  Adjutant  General  Hermann 
Muehlberg  with  applications  for  commissions  in  the  troops  to  fight 
Spain;  with  questions  as  to  where  copies  of  "Military  Tactics"  and 
"Drill  Regulations'*  could  be  obtained;  with  requests  for  arms  to  be 
used  for  drill  purposes ;  and  with  offers  of  service  on  the  part  of  indi- 
viduals as  well  as  of  organizations  already  noted.  These  communi- 
cations, many  of  which  are  preserved  in  the  governor's  and  adjutant 
general's  correspondence  for  the  period,  are  interesting  as  showing  the 
different  elements  of  Minnesota's  population  united  in  a  common  pur- 
pose. The  foreign-born  rivaled  the  native  American  in  patriotism; 
many  of  the  letters  were  written  in  German  script,  beginning  with  the 
salutation,  "Freund  Muehlberg'' ;  not  a  few  were  signed  with  names 
of  evident  Scandinavian  origin;  one  was  from  a  German  who  had  been 
in  the  infantry  in  Saxony;  another  from  a  Norwegian  who  wanted  to 
join  the  navy,  having  "bin  four  years  un  the  ocean";  a  third  from  a 
man  who  had  been  an  engineer  in  the  Danish  army— all  eager  in  this 
crisis  to  serve  their  new  country.  Equally  responsive  with  those,  both 
native  and  naturalized,  who  came  from  the  humbler  walks  of  life, 
were  the  professional  men  and  women  of  the  state — civil  engineers, 
ex-army  men,  physicians,  nurses,  and  others — many  of  whom  made 
formal  tender  of  their  services.  Most  interesting  perhaps  are  the  let- 
ters from  Civil  War  veterans  expressing — oftentimes  on  the  part  of 
whole  posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic — a  sincere  desire  to 
be  of  use ;  they  offered  themselves  as  drill-masters,  as  artillery-men  for 
coast  defense  units,  as  candidates  for  any  position,  however  humble, 
in  which  the  country  could  make  use  of  them ;  "Give  me  a  chance  like 
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a  good  fellow/'  wrote  one  to  his  comrade,  the  adjutant  general,  '*just 
as  young  as  ever,  and  would  like  a  whack  at  them.*' 

Many  units  of  the  guard  also  formally  tendered  their  services  to 
the  adjutant  general  and  through  him  to  the  President.  They  had 
held  themselves  in  readiness  since  the  very  first  intimation  of  trouble, 
as  a  matter  of  course,  but  they  could  not  refrain  from  going  on  record, 
with  the  others,  as  eager  to  serve.  General  Muehlberg,  responding, 
addressed  the  guard  as  follows: 

It  is  with  feelings  of  gratitude  and  pride  that  the  Adjutant  General 
takes  this  method  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  offers — both  verbal  and  writ- 
ten— of  services  to  the  United  States,  should  the  same  be  required. 

The  splendid  spirit  manifested  by  you  demonstrates  that  your  labor 
as  soldiers  has  not  been  in  vain  and  that,  when  the  country  needs  you,  you 
are  ready  to  respond  and  willing  to  leave  your  homes  and  families,  lay 
aside  your  ordinary  occupations  and  do  what  men  may  to  uphold  the  dig- 
nity and  honor  of  our  country. 

Your  patriotism  has  been  the  prompter  of  your  action.  I  advise 
you  to  be  patient;  let  us  have  no  jingoism  or  other  unseemly  exhibition  of 
any  character ;  let  us  not  be  over  hasty  in  forcing  ourselves  vipon  the  no- 
tice of  our  Superiors  without  invitation.  But  rather  wait  with  calm  and 
dignified  determination  the  action  of  the  Government. 

Permit  me  once  more  to  thank  you  for  the  unsolicited  demonstration 
of  your  loyalty  and  devotion  to  your  country.® 

At  the  same  time  the  governor,  adjutant  general,  and  others  in 
authority  were  studying  the  situation  and  watching  the  course  of 
events  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  what  part  the  state  militia  might 
be  asked  to  play  in  the  event  of  war,  and  of  taking  prompt  action  when 
the  need  and  the  way  became  clear.  In  response  to  a  request  from  the 
governor,  General  Muehlberg  submitted  a  digest  of  federal  law  gov- 
erning the  militia,  the  principal  point  brought  out  being  that  the  mili- 
tia, as  such,  could  not  be  called  upon  for  foreign  service,  but  that  the 
guard  might  volunteer  for  service  in  the  United  States  Army  and 
thus,  without  change  in  organization  or  personnel,  become  subject  to

feel  sick  at  heart" 
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duty  either  at  home  or  abroad.'^  As  we  have  seen,  there  was  to  be  no 
difficulty  on  this  point  ^Jpth  the  national  guard  of  Minnesota,  and  it 
was  only  a  question  of  the  course  matters  took  at  Washington,  when 
and  how,  if  at  all,  decisive  measures  should  be  taken. 

The  guard  at  that  time  consisted  of  three  regiments  of  infantry, 
one  battalion  of  artillery,  and  a  medical  corps,  with  a  total  membership 
of  approximately  two  thousand  officers  and  men.  The  First  Regiment 
of  Infantry  was  commanded  by  Colonel  Charles  McC.  Reeve,  of  Minn- 
eapolis; the  Second  Regiment,  by  Colonel  Joseph  Bobleter,  of  New 
Ulm ;  the  Third  Regiment,  by  Colonel  Charles  A.  Van  Duzee,  of  St. 
Paul;  the  First  Battalion  of  Artillery,  by  Major  Elias  D.  Libbey,  of 
St.  Paul ;  and  the  Medical  Corps,  by  Dr.  John  F.  Fulton,  of  St.  Paul, 
surgeon  general  with  the  rank  of  brigadier  general, 

On  April  i6,  following  receipt  of  news  from  Washington  which 
indicated  the  early  passage  of  a  war  resolution  in  all  likelihood  includ- 
ing a  provision  for  calling  out  the  state  militia,  Governor  Clough,  Ad- 
jutant General  Muehlberg,  and  Brigadier  General  William  B.  Bend, 
commander  of  the  infantry  brigade  of  the  state  guard,  held  a  confer- 
ence, at  the  close  of  which  the  adjutant  general  at  the  direction  of  the 
governor  issued  the  following  order: 

The  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Infantry  Companies  and  Artillery 
Batteries  composing  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  will  immediately 
take  steps  to  recruit  their  commands  up  to  lOO  men  each.  All  recruits 
above  the  maximum  peace  footing  of  76  men  will  be  carried  upon  the 
muster  roll  as  provisional  recruits  to  be  discharged  in  case  their  services 
are  not  needed  for  jfield  service.  Ex-members  of  the  National  Guard 
will  be  preferred  for  this  service.^ 

The  order  was  sent  out  by  wire  and  by  mail.  It  meant  the  pro- 
visional enrollment  of  some  fifteen  hundred  additional  men.  In  com- 
menting upon  it  to  representatives  of  the  press,  General  Muehlberg 
stated  that  it  was  "merely  a  precautionary  measure,"  no  instructions 
on  the  subject  having  as  yet  been  received  from  the  national  govern- 
ment, but  the  probable  sequel  was  made  clear  in  his  further  observa- 
tions, which  concluded  with  the  prediction:  "From  present  indications 
we  may  expect  an  order  to  move  within  the  next  five  days."

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Company  commanders  hastened  to  be  th£  first  to  comply  with  the 

recruiting  order.  Captain  Edwin  S.  Bea1|  of  Company  D,  First 
Regiment,  St.  Paul,  at  once  issued  a  notice  that  he  wanted  "sixty  able- 
bodied  men,"  and  he  was  reported  as  "jubilant'*  over  his  company's 
being  "the  first  in  the  state  to  call  for  recruits."  The  same  day,  "less 
than  three  hours"  after  receiving  the  order,  Captain  Clement  S.  Ed- 
wards, of  Company  I,  Second  Regiment,  Albert  Lea,  wired  his  colonel, 
"Have  io6  Men."®  All  St.  Paul  units  were  brought  to  a  war  footing  by 
the  nineteenth,  and  others  followed  shortly.  The  somewhat  longer 
time  required  in  other  localities  was  variously  ascribed  to  delay  in 
reaching  former  guardsmen,  to  the  care  taken  in  the  selection  of  new 
men,  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  miUtia  would  receive  prefer- 
ence under  a  call  for  volunteers,  and  to  the  inclination  of  many  possible 
recruits  to  hold  off  in  the  hope  of  seeing  service  with  volunteer  units 
of  their  own  organization. 

Mounting  estimates  of  the  number  of  men  Minnesota  could  send 
to  war  in  case  of  need,  though  obviously  ending  in  extravagant  claims, 
indicate  a  much  more  general  willingness  to  serve  than  appeared,  or 
found  opportunity  for  expression,  at  this  time.  Upon  the  issuance  of 
the  guard  recruiting  order,  the  adjutant  general  expressed  the  belief 
that  at  least  five  regiments,  officered  and  manned  for  the  most  part 
by  national  guardsmen,  could  be  raised  in  Minnesota.  Three  days  of 
successful  recruiting  brought  the  statement:  "I  think  Minnesota  could 
raise,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  20,000  well  organized  troops." 
A  day  or  so  later.  Governor  Clough  telegraphed  in  reply  to  a  query 
from  a  New  York  newspaper,  "From  present  indications  I  would  say 
Minnesota  could  furnish  341,762  soldiers,  which  was  the  entire  vote 
cast  in  this  state  for  presidential  candidates  in  1896,"  or,  as  the  news- 
paper headline  put  it,  "One  Gun  for  Every  Ballot."^*^ 

Armories  throughout  the  state  became  centers  of  great  activity 
and  interest;  recruits,  including  many  former  guardsmen,  were  enrolled 
and  drilled;  uniforms,  guns,  and  other  equipment  were  overhauled; 
old  soldiers  dropped  in,  full  of  memories  of  the  days  of  *6i,  of  advice 
and  encouragement  for  the  young  would-be  fighters,  and  of  prophecy 
as  to  what  the  Yankees  would  do  to  the  Dons ;  daily  and  nightly  drills 
became  both  festive  and  solemn  occasions  as  hundreds  crowded  in  to 
watch  and  applaud  maneuvers  which  might  presently  be  employed  in 
earnest  on  the  field  of  battle.

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Guardsmen  everyivhere  discussed  the  probability  of  war  and  the 
prospects  of  the  guard's  being  called  out  or  accepted  as  organized  units ; 
the  progress  of  the  "volunteer"  bill,  then  under  consideration  in  Con- 
gress, was  followed  with  keen  interest ;  early  reports  that  the  militia's 
claims  to  priority  of  opportunity  might  be  ignored  under  a  general  call 
for  volunteers  drew  vigorous  protests;  equally  unwelcome  were  inti- 
mations, for  example,  that  the  state  soldiery,  if  called,  might  be  offi- 
cered by  men  from  the  regular  army.  Officers  of  the  guard  sought  to 
ensure  recognition  for  their  respective  commands  in  case  some,  but 
not  all,  of  the  state  troops  were  called:  "I  rely  upon  you,  General," 
wrote  Colonel  Bobleter  to  the  adjutant  general,  "to  see  that  the  Second 
regiment  goes  to  the  front  at  the  first  call.  My  regiment  may  not  now 
be  as  well  drilled  as  some  of  the  others,  but  I  will  have  them  in  just 
[as]  good  shape  in  a  week's  time,  and  in  all  other  respects  my  boys  are 
just  as  good  as  the  best  of  them" ;  according  to  a  Minneapolis  news- 
paper, Colonel  Reeve  of  the  First,  and  his  officers,  it  was  "whispered," 
were  "quietly  looking  out  for  the  interests  of  the  state's  best  regi- 
ment."^^  There  was  some  apprehension  lest  many  of  the  guardsmen,  in 
the  event  of  a  call,  might  fail  to  measure  up  to  army  standards  of  phys- 
ical fitness— state  regulations  never  having  required  an  examination  of 
guard  recruits — and  a  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  general,  Dr. 
Fulton,  that  the  unfit  be  weeded  out  at  once  by  state  authorities 
might  have  been  acted  upon  had  not  events  moved  too  fast. 

In  the  meantime  recruiting  went  steadily  forward.  Within  five 
days  from  the  beginning,  practically  all  units  of  the  guard  reached 
war  strength ;  most  companies,  with  the  approval  of  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral, and  probably  as  a  result  of  the  warning  implied  in  the  surgeon 
general's  suggestion,  continued  the  enrollment  of  provisional  recruits 
beyond  the  number  originally  required.  On  April  21,  the  day  it  was 
learned  that  war  was  a  certainty,  Governor  Clough  telegraphed  Presi- 
dent McKinley,  "Minnesota  can  furnish  you  three  first  class  regiments 
in  short  order:  Would  much  prefer  to  furnish  three  regiments,  if 
any,"  and  again  on  the  twenty-fifth,  "Supplementing^  my  message  of 
the  twenty-first  instant  I  also  tender  our  battalion  of  artillery  com- 
posed of  two  batteries  recruited  to  war  strength."^^

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On  April  23  President  McKinley  issued  a  call  for  one  hundred 

and  twenty-five  thousand  volunteers  to  be  drawn  from  the  several

the  secretary  of  war  wired  Governor  Clough  as  follows: 

The  number  of  troops  from  your  State  under  the  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, dated  April  23,  1898  will  be  three  regiments  of  infantry.  It  is  the 
wish  of  the  President  that  the  regiments  of  the  National  Guard  or  State 
Militia  be  used  as  far  as  their  numbers  will  permit  for  the  reason  that 
they  are  armed,  equipped  and  drilled.  Please  wire  as  early  as  possible 
what  equipments,  ammunition,  arms,  blankets,  tents,  etc.,  you  have  and 
what  additional  you  will  require.  Please  also  state  when  troops  will  be 
ready  for  muster  into  United  States  [service].    Details  to  follow  by  mail. 

To  this  the  governor  at  once  replied  in  detail,  indicating  that  for 
three  regiments  of  a  total  strength  of  thirty-six  hundred  men  the  state 
could  supply  from  stores  then  on  hand  about  half  the  required  number 
of  rifles  (Springfield,  caliber  .45,  with  seventy-five  thousand  rounds  of 
ball  cartridges),  gun  slings,  bayonets,  belts,  haversacks,  blanket  bags, 
and  canteens ;  considerably  less  than  half  the  required  number  of  tents, 
blankets,  overcoats,  blouses,  trousers,  campaign  hats,  caps,  leggings, 
and  meat-ration  cans;  and  very  little  in  the  way  of  rubber  blankets, 
eating  utensils,  and  miscellaneous  camp  equipment.  The  troops,  how- 
ever, he  stated,  were  ready  for  muster  at  once. 

On  the  same  day,  the  twenty-fifth,  the  governor  issued  the  follow- 
ing proclamation: 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  declared  that  war 
exists  between  the  United  States  and  the  Kingdom  of  Spain;  and 

Whereas,  the  President,  recurring  in  this  extremity  to  the  only  re- 
course left  him,  the  patriotism  of  the  people  who  through  four  great  wars 
have  ever  proved  themselves  true  to  the  cause  of  law  and  free  institutions,

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has  issued  a  requisition  to  me  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  for 
three  regiments  of  infantry  to  support  the  Government ; 

Now  Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  law  and 
to  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  I,  D.  M.  Clough, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  do  hereby  give  notice  that  volunteers 
will  be  received  at  the  City  of  Saint  Paul  for  three  regiments  of  infantry, 
twelve  companies  each.  In  making  the  above  call,  preference  will  be  given 
to  the  organized  National  Guard  of  this  State.  The  term  of  service  is  for 
two  years  unless  sooner  discharged. 

At  the  same  time  the  news  was  flashed  to  the  expectant  guards- 
men in  the  form  of  an  order  from  the  adjutant  general: 

In  obedience  to  orders  this  day  received  from  the  Honorable  Secre- 
tary of  War  calling  upon  the  State  of  Minnesota  for  three  regiments  of 
Infantry  as  volunteers  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  two  years  or  less, 
and  as  the  three  National  Guard  Regiments  of  Infantry  of  this  state  have 
signified  their  desire  of  entering  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  volun- 
teers, the  First,  Second  and  Third  Regiments  of  Infantry  of  the  National 
Guard,  State  of  Minnesota,  will  immediately  make  preparations  to  report 
at  these  headquarters  upon  receipt  of  telegraphic  orders  which  will  be 
issued  later.^ 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  governor  called  for  regiments  of 
twelve  companies  each.  He  did  so  in  accordance  with  provisions  of 
the  so-called  Hull  army  re-organization  bill  which  became  law  the  next 
day,  April  26,  and  under  which  every  regiment  of  infantry  in  the 
United  States  service  during  the  war  was  to  consist  of  three  battalions 
of  four  companies  each.  On  this  basis  the  Minnesota  troops  would 
be  short  eight  companies,  the  First  and  Second  Regiments  then  having 
but  ten  companies  each,  and  the  Third,  but  eight.  To  make  good  the 
deficiency,  however^  the  governor  had  only  to  choose  the  best  drilled 
and  equipped  of  the  many  independent  volunteer  organizations  which 
had  long  been  looking  for  just  such  an  opportunity,  and  which  now 
pressed  forward  with  their  claims.  The  governor  also  appointed  officers 
for  the  regiments  thus  newly  constituted,  in  general  following  the  rule 
of  re-appointing  the  national  guard  officers  then  in  command,  of  filling 
by  promotion  of  guardsmen  the  few  staff  positions  created  by  the 
new  battalion  formation,  and  of  appointing  as  officers  of  the  new  com- 
panies the  men  who  had  organized  them  or  who  had  been  elected  by 
the  companies  themselves. 

In  the  meantime  field  and  staff  officers  of  the  three  regiments 
were  summoned  to  state  headquarters  to  assist  in  the  mobilization.

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The  question  of  the  place  of  rendezvous  was  settled,  with  the  approval 
of  the  war  department,  in  favor  of  the  state  fair  grounds,  a  site 
conveniently  located  midway  between  the  business  centers  of  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis.^  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  various  companies  from  their  home  stations,  and  busy 
hours  were  spent,  in  the  short  time  allowed,  in  the  preparation  of  the 
camp  site  and  the  purchase  and  assembling  of  needed  supplies.  Word 
was  received  from  Washington  at  this  time  that  the  state  would  be 
re-imbursed  for  all  necessary  expenditures  in  the  assembling  and  main- 
tenance of  the  volunteers  up  to  the  time  when  they  should  be  mustered 
into  federal  service,  after  which  it  was  expected  that  the  government 
would  assume  direct  responsibility. 

Under  date  of  April  28,  General  Muehlberg  issued  the  following 
order — instructions  to  the  same  effect  having  apparently  been  sent  out 
by  wire  the  day  before : 

The  First,  Second  and  Third  Regiments  of  Infantry,  N.  G.  S.  M., 
are  hereby  ordered  to  report  at  St.  Paul,  Friday  morning,  April  29th,  1898, 
not  later  than  eleven  o'clock,  with  one  day's  cooked  rations  in  the  haver- 
sacks. 

Another  order  of  the  same  date,  referring  to  the  regiments  now 
as  "Minnesota  Volunteers,*'  contained  the  following  announcements: 

I. — The  First,  Second  and  Third  Regiments  of  Infantry,  Minnesota 
Volunteers,  will  march  from  the  Capitol  at  St.  Paul  at  eleven  o'clock  on 
Friday  morning,  April  29th,  1898,  to  the  Fair  Grounds. 

II. — The  camp  at  the  Fair  Grounds  is  named  "Camp  Ramsey"  in 
honor  of  Hon.  Alexander  Ramsey. 

III. — The  camp  will  be  under  command  of  Col.  Joseph  Bobleter.** 

It  is  perhaps  needless  to  add  that  the  camp  was  named  in  honor 
of  a  man,  then  still  living,  who  had  served  as  the  first  governor  of  the 
Territory  of  Minnesota,  governor  of  the  state  during  the  Civil  War, 
United  States  senator,  and  secretary  of  war  under  President  Hayes. 
Command  of  the  camp  was  assigned  to  Colonel  Bobleter  of  the  Second 
Regiment,  because  the  state  brigade  formation,  under  which  Brigadier 
General  Bend  would  normally  have  taken  charge,  was  dissolved  in  the 
transition  from  state  to  federal  service,  and  Colonel  Bobleter  was  the 
ranking  guard  officer  of  next  highest  grade.  Also,  in  all  matters  af- 
fecting the  three  regiments  while  still  under  state  control,  the  Second

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Regiment  was  to  take  precedence  of  the  others  by  virtue  of  the  seniori- 
ty of  its  commanding  officer. 

The  mobilization  was  everywhere  accompanied  by  great  demon- 
strations in  honor  of  the  volunteers.  In  the  outlying  portions  of  the 
state,  where  last  farewells  must  be  said  at  once,  the  occasion  was 
marked  by  special  ceremony;  cities  and  towns  were  decorated  with 
flags  and  bunting;  receptions  and  banquets  were  held,  with  speech- 
making  and  presentation  of  sums  of  money  or  other  tokens  of  esteem; 
volunteers  marched  in  parade  to  the  depots,  escorted  by  the  veterans  of 
'6i  and  others;  and  troop  trains  pulled  out  amidst  the  playing  of  bands, 
ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  whistles,  and  booming  of  cannon. 

At  St.  Paul  the  troops  were  accorded  an  almost  continuous  ova- 
tion, from  the  time  when  the  first  out-of-town  company  arrived  at  the 
station  shortly  after  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  on  the  twenty-ninth, 
to  the  moment  when  the  last  soldier  had  passed  through  the  gates  at 
the  fair  grounds  that  afternoon.  The  companies,  upon  arrival  in  the 
city,  were  marched  to  the  meeting  places  of  their  respective  regiments, 
and  thence,  when  all  had  assembled,  including  of  course  the  St.  Paul 
companies,  to  parade  positions  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Capitol — the  build- 
ing on  Wabasha  between  Tenth  and  Exchange  streets  later  known  as 
the  Old  Capitol.  Shortly  before  noon  the  regiments  formed  in  line, 
with  Colonel  Bobleter  and  the  Second  Regiment  in  the  lead,  and  the 
march  to  Camp  Ramsey  began.  With  colors  flying  and  bands  playing, 
the  troops  set  out  in  column  of  fours  along  a  narrow  lane  through 
crowds  of  cheering  spectators,  passing  in  review  before  the  governor 
and  his  staff  in  front  of  the  Capitol,  and  continuing  along  Wabasha  to 
University  Avenue,  where  they  took  up  the  long  march  westward  to 
Snelling  Avenue,  and  northward  to  the  fair  grounds.  The  governor 
and  his  staff,  after  extricating  themselves  with  difficulty  from  the 
crowds  closing  in  upon  the  rear  of  the  marching  column,  hastened  for- 
ward and  reached  the  fair  grounds  in  time  for  a  final  review  of  the 
troops  as  they  entered  upon  the  scene  of  their  new  activities.^ 

News  of  the  mobilization  was  at  once  telegraphed  to  the  war  de- 
partment, and  the  governor  presently  received  notice  that  the  follow- 
ing officers  of  the  regular  army  had  been  detailed  to  duty  with  the

Snelling,  to  serve  as  examining  officer;  Captain  Samuel  M.  Swigert, 
Second  Cavalry,  as  mustering  officer ;  and  Lieutenant  Harry  A,  Leon- 
haeuser.  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  as  quartermaster  and  commissary. 

While  awaiting  the  arrival  of  these  officers,  the  troops  at  Camp 
Ramsey  entered  upon  a  daily  round  of  instruction,  drill,  and  routine 
duty  which  was  to  continue  with  little  interruption,  except  during  ex- 
amination and  muster,  throughout  the  seventeen  days  spent  there.  The 
Second  Regiment,  to  which  was  allotted  the  national  guard's  limited 
supply  of  tents,  encamped  on  the  slight  eminence  east  of  the  race  track 
later  known  as  "Machinery  Hill,"  while  the  First  and  the  Third  occu- 
pied twelve  of  the  large  stock  barns.  The  daily  routine  included  five 
hours  of  strenuous  drill ;  there  was  the  usual  unvarying  round  of  mis- 
cellaneous, and  oftentimes  uninspiring,  tasks  to  be  performed ;  but  the 
discipline  was  not  rigid,  and  diversion  was  found  in  impromptu  ball 
games,  trips  on  leave  to  the  neighboring  cities,  and  otherwise  as  duties 
permitted.  Inevitably  there  was  some  sickness ;  most  of  the  time  it  was 
very  windy  and  the  nights  were  cold ;  many  suffered  from  colds,  and 
several  cases  of  ophthalmia  developed ;  there  were  also  cases  of  measles, 
pneumonia,  and  meningitis ;  but  on  the  whole  the  health  of  the  troops 
was  good.  Sunday  was  visitors'  day;  relatives  and  friends  then 
flocked  to  the  camp  by  the  thousand  laden  with  good  things  to  eat  and 
other  welcome  comforts;  they  came,  not  only  from  the  Twin  Cities 
but  from  all  parts  of  the  state,  taking  advantage  of  excursion  rates  and 
special  trains  provided  by  the  railroads  for  these  occasions;  on  the 
second  Sunday,  according  to  a  contemporary  newspaper  estimate,  the 
visitors  in  camp  numbered  fully  forty  thousand,  about  fifteen  thousand 
of  whom  came  from  outside  the  Twin  Cities. 

On  May  4,  through  an  order  issued  by  General  Muehlberg,  the 
regiments  were  renumbered  beginning  where  the  numbering  of  the 
Minnesota  volunteer  regiments  in  the  Civil  War  left  off.  This  was 
done  in  accordance  with  the  wishes,  if  not  wholly  at  the  instance,  of 
veterans  of  the  old  First,  Second,  and  Third  Regiments  who  desired 
to  keep  intact  the  historic  associations  surrounding  these  names.  The 
new  volunteer  regiments  were  therefore  designated  as  follows:  the 
Second — under  the  rule  of  precedence  explained  above — ^became  the 
'Twelfth  Regiment  Infantry,  Minnesota  Volunteers" ;  the  First,  the 
"Thirteenth" ;  and  the  Third,  the  "Fourteenth"— under  the  command, 
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respectively,  of  Colonels  Bobleter,  Reeve,  and  Van  Duzee,  the  officers 
hitherto  in  charge.® 

Physical  examination  of  the  volunteers  began  the  same  day  under 
the  supervision  of  Major  Harvey.  There  were  some  3,755  officers 
and  men  to  be  examined.'^  This  number  had  been  enrolled  originally 
on  the  supposition  that  regiments  of  at  least  one  hundred  enlisted  men 
to  the  company  would  be  required,  but  it  had  since  appeared  that  the 
war  department  would  accept  at  this  time  only  eighty-one  enlisted  men 
to  the  company,  or  a  total  for  the  three  regiments  of  3,096  officers  and 
men.  At  least  659  of  the  volunteers,  therefore,  would  have  to  be  sent 
home  whether  they  passed  the  physical  tests  or  not.  As  it  turned  out, 
however,  this  surplus  was  very  largely  accounted  for  by  rejections 
which  would  have  been  made  in  any  event  in  the  course  of  the  physical 
examinations.  Exact  statistics  are  not  available,  but  the  company  pay 
rolls  for  this  period  shed  some  light  on  the  subject.  From  these  rec- 
ords it  appears  that  thirteen  companies  were  found  to  be  more  or  less 
short  of  enough  able-bodied  men  to  make  up  their  quotas;  seventeen 
companies  reached  full  strength,  but  apparently  with  none  to  spare; 
and  only  six  companies  can  be  said  with  certainty  to  have  dismissed 
men — some  sixty  in  all — who  were  acceptable  but  for  whom  there  was 
no  place  in  those  companies.  Men  so  dismissed  did  not  then  join  other 
companies  in  sufficient  numbers  to  make  up  the  shortages  there,  with 
the  result  that  altogether  some  691,  or  more  than  the  necessary  num- 
ber, were  turned  away,  and  a  few  new  recruits  were  required  to  bring 
the  regiments  to  the  stipulated  strength.  At  muster,  with  a  total  en- 
rollment of  3,092  officers  and  men,  the  regiments  still  lacked  four  of 
reaching  the  full  quota. 

The  mustering  process  followed  closely  upon  the  examinations. 
Colonel  Bobleter  and  members  of  his  staff  were  mustered  at  once,  and 
the  general  muster  of  the  regiments  by  companies  began  on  May  6. 
The  ceremony  was  simple  but  impressive:  each  company  was  drawn  up 
in  turn  in  the  vicinity  of  camp  headquarters,  where  the  company  com-

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mander  was  questioned  as  to  the  character  of  the  men  presented  and 
the  mustering  officer,  Captain  Swigert,  made  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  line;  the  roll  was  then  called,  and  as  each  man  responded  to  his 
name  he  stepped  over  to  a  position  where  the  company  now  formed  in 
double  line  facing  a  group  of  officers  headed  by  Captain  Swigert; 
there,  with  heads  uncovered  and  right  hands  upraised,  after  listening 
to  the  reading  of  the  pledge  whereby  they  were  to  swear  allegiance  to 
the  United  States,  faithful  service  against  all  its  enemies,  and  obedi- 
ence to  the  orders  of  the  President  and  of  the  officers  appointed  over 
them,  the  volunteers  took  the  oath  in  chorus ;  and  finally,  after  acknowl- 
edging their  signatures  on  the  muster  roll,  the  men  were  dismissed — 
full-fledged  soldiers,  now,  in  the  army  of  the  United  States.  One 
after  another  all  of  the  companies  went  through  this  ceremony,  the 
last  being  sworn  in  on  May  8.  So  promptly  had  the  whole  process  of 
recruiting,  mobilization,  examination,  and  muster  been  carried  through 
that  Minnesota  achieved  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  state  in  the 
Union  to  have  its  full  quota  of  regiments  under  the  first  call  mustered 
into  the  volunteer  army.^ 

During  all  this  time  there  was  naturally  much  speculation  as  to 
where  the  three  regiments  would  be  sent.  At  first  it  was  assumed  that 
Cuba  would  be  the  scene  of  their  entrance  upon  active  service ;  then, 
following  Dewey's  victory  at  Manila  on  May  i,  it  was  rumored  that 
they  might  be  sent  to  the  Philippines;  a  later  report  had  it  that  the 
Twelfth  would  be  sent  to  Chickamauga  National  Park,  Georgia,  the 
Thirteenth  to  Washington,  and  the  Fourteenth  to  the  Philippines  if 
needed. 

The  first  official  notice  of  the  government's  plans  for  the  Minne- 
sota troops  appears  to  have  been  received  by  the  governor  on  May  7 
in  a  telegram  from  the  secretary  of  war: 

It  is  the  intention  to  order  to  Camp  George  H.  Thomas,  Chickamauga 
National-Park,  Georgia,  the  first  regiment  infantry  of  your  State  which 
shall  first  be  completely  equipped.  Every  eflFort  should  be  exerted  to  com- 
plete as  fast  as  possible  each  regiment  in  turn  rather  than  all  simultane- 
ously. Report  by  telegraph  when  first  regiment  will  be  ready,  also  any 
subsequent  changes  in  date  as  to  when  regiment  will  be  ready. 

But  on  the  ninth  the  secretary  of  war  telegraphed  again:

Referring  to  my  telegram  of  May  7th,  you  are  informed  that,  owing 
to  changed  condition,  the  destination  of  troops  of  your  State  mentioned 
therein  has  been  changed  from  Camp  George  H.  Thomas,  Georgia  to 
Tampa,  Fla.  and  will  be  sent  there  provided  your  troops  are  uniformed, 
armed  and  equipped  ready  for  service. 

Whether  or  not  the  federal  authorities  again  changed  their  minds, 
none  of  the  Minnesota  regiments  was  as  yet  equipped  as  described,  and 
nothing  came  of  the  project. 

Definite  directions,  however,  were  shortly  forthcoming.    On  May 

12  the  adjutant  general  of  the  army  wired  the  governor  as  follows: 

In  fitting  out  the  expedition  for  the  Philippines,  Secretary  War  de- 
sires that  one  infantry  regiment  for  your  state  be  placed  enroute  for  San 
Francisco  soon  as  it  is  able  to  travel.  I  mean  by  this  that  it  is  hardly  to 
be  expected  to  be  fully  armed  and  equipped  but  as  much  so  as  resources 
will  admit.  Clothing,  camping  and  garrison  equipment  to  await  regiment 
in  San  Francisco.    Please  acknowledge  receipt. 

Though  no  particular  regiment  was  named,  it  now  appeared  that 
the  Thirteenth  was  slated  for  this  assignment,  and  the  governor's  se- 
lection was  a  foregone  conclusion.  "This  is  the  mission  for  which 
Col.  Reeve  has  been  praying,"  it  was  observed  in  a  local  newspaper, 
and  the  account  went  on  to  say  that  the  colonel  and  other  members 
of  the  Thirteenth,  with  the  support  of  the  governor  and  of  the  Minne- 
sota delegation  in  Congress,  had  been  industriously  petitioning  officials 
of  the  war  department  for  such  an  opportunity  ever  since  it  was  learned 
that  troops  might  be  sent  to  the  Philippines.^  Whatever  the  inspi- 
ration of  the  call,  the  Thirteenth  was  undoubtedly  the  best  equipped 
and  drilled  of  the  three  regiments  at  that  time,  and  its  selection  ap- 
pears to  have  been  taken  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Orders  for  the  other  regiments  came  the  next  day  immediately 
following  another  telegraphic  announcement  from  the  secretary  of 
war: 

Two  regiments  of  infantry  of  your  state  having  been  mustered  into 
service  will  be  ordered  today  to  proceed  to  Chickamauga,  Ga.  It  is  de- 
sired that  the  State  authorities  furnish  all  supplies  possible  in  way  of 
clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage  and  all  appurtenances  for  a  soldier 
in  the  field,  including  tents  which  are  much  needed.  On  arrival  at  Chick- 
amauga, these  troops  with  those  of  other  states  will  be  thoroughly  equipped 
and  moved  to  the  front.  This  was  found  to  be  better  than  to  attempt 
to  thoroughly  equip  the  regiments  at  the  State  rendezvous.  Ordnance, 
quartermaster  and  subsistence  departments  are  concentrating  at  Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn.,  supplies  to  meet  situation.

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With  the  first  intimation  that  the  state  would  be  expected  to  out- 
fit its  troops,  every  effort  was  made  to  supply  the  men  with  the  things 
necessary  to  their  health  and  comfort  at  least.  The  government  now 
subsisted  and  paid  the  volunteers,  but  attempted  little  more  for  the 
present.  About  two-thirds  of  the  men  were  provided  with  arms  and 
equipment  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  national  guard,  and  while 
much  of  this  equipment  was  old  and  worn  it  would  do  at  least  until 
the  regiments  arrived  at  the  government  camps.  Further  arming  of 
the  troops  had  to  be  left  to  the  government,  but  the  governor  and  the 
regimental  quartermasters  at  once  placed  rush  orders  for  large  addi- 
tional supplies  of  tents,  blankets,  clothing,  shoes,  and  miscellaneous 
camp  equipment,  and  so  much  of  this  material  as  could  be  obtained  on 
short  notice  was  assembled  and  distributed  among  the  soldiers  before 
they  left.  Though  not  then  fully  equipped  in  these  respects,  the  troops 
appear  to  have  been  amply  supplied  for  their  journeys  and  able  to 
make  shift  at  the  army  camps  until  the  regulation  accouterments  were 
forthcoming. 

The  departure  of  the  regiments  was  delayed  a  few  days  pending 
the  completion  of  arrangements  for  transportation  and  the  receipt  of 
needed  equipment  about  due  to  arrive.  But  what  with  drill,  which 
continued  with  little  abatement,  with  preparations  for  an  early  move, 
and  with  leave-takings,  the  interval  passed  quickly  enough.  As  each 
day  might  be  the  last,  and  as  there  was  to  be  no  parade  or  other  gen- 
eral formality  on  the  day  of  departure,  visiting  friends  and  delegations 
daily  thronged  the  camp  to  say  farewells  to  loved  ones  or  to  stage  for- 
mal demonstrations  in  honor  of  the  volunteers.  The  Thirteenth  Regi- 
ment, composed  almost  entirely  of  men  from  neighboring  cities  and 
bound  on  a  mission  which  appealed  greatly  to  the  popular  imagination, 
received  the  lion's  share  of  attention:  a  committee  of  citizens  came  out 
from  St.  Paul  and  with  appropriate  ceremony  presented  the  regiment 
with  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  regimental  fund  and  money  for  the 
purchase  of  a  state  flag;  Minneapolis,  not  to  be  outdone,  in  like  manner 
contributed  upwards  of  four  thousand  dollars ;  and  the  fund  was  fur- 
ther swelled,  informally,  by  contributions  from  individuals,  including 
a  gift  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  from  James  J.  Hill  of  St.  Paul. 
To  the  Fourteenth,  the  St.  Paul  committee  presented  four  hundred  dol- 
lars and  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  state  flag,  because  the  regiment 
was  commanded  by  a  St.  Paul  man  and  one  of  its  companies  had  been 
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raised  by  another  resident  of  that  city.  The  Twelfth,  composed  large- 
ly of  men  from  distant  parts  of  the  state,  was  not  similarly  honored  as 
a  regiment  at  this  time,  but  considering  that  popular  recognition  of 
the  state's  troops  was  accorded  on  a  strictly  community  basis,  the  com- 
panies of  the  Twelfth,  as  well  as  most  companies  of  the  Fourteenth, 
had  had  their  day  when  they  left  their  home  towns. 

Monday,  May  i6,  was  the  time  finally  set  for  the  departure,  and 
all  three  regiments  set  off  on  that  day.  The  Twelfth  got  away  first, 
but  with  little  ostentation,  for  one  of  the  ceremonial  presentations  in 
honor  of  the  Thirteenth  was  in  progress  at  the  time;  the  regiment 
simply  struck  tents,  packed  up,  and  marched  away  to  the  Snelling  Av- 
enue crossing  of  the  Minneapolis  and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  where  it  entrained  and  left  for  the  South 
shortly  after  noon.  The  Fourteenth  was  next  to  leave,  entraining 
later  in  the  afternoon  at  the  fair  grounds  depot,  and  receiving  the 
cheers  of  the  large  crowd  gathered  at  camp  to  witness  the  departure 
of  the  Thirteenth.  To  the  latter,  the  home  regiment  of  the  Twin 
Cities,  were  accorded  two  great  informal  demonstrations — one  when 
the  regiment  entrained  that  evening  at  the  camp,  and  another  when  the 
troop  trains  passed  through  the  union  depot  in  St.  Paul  where  other 
crowds  had  been  waiting  for  hours  for  a  last  glimpse  of  the  Thirteenth. 
By  nine  o'clock  Camp  Ramsey  was  deserted,  and  the  first  Minnesota 
troops  were  on  their  way — the  Thirteenth  to  San  Francisco  and  the 
Philippines,  and  the  Twelfth  and  the  Fourteenth  to  Camp  Thomas,  en 
route,  it  was  hoped,  to  Cuba. 

On  May  25  President  McKinley  issued  a  second  call  for  volun- 
teers, under  which  Minnesota  was  to  furnish  additional  troops.  Her 
precise  quota  was  not  announced  for  some  days,  but  according  to  the 
war  department's  first  estimate,  this  state  would  be  asked  to  furnish 
1,723  men,  or  about  two  regiments,  and  the  governor  laid  his  plans 
accordingly. 

It  presently  appeared,  however,  that  before  any  new  regiment  or 
regiments  could  be  organized,  the  three  Minnesota  regiments  already 
in  service— together  with  other  state  troops  in  the  field — would  have  to 
be  brought  up  to  the  full  legal  strength  of  one  hundred  and  six  enlisted 
men  to  the  company.  But  the  occasion  for  this  was  not  made  clear 
when,  on  May  27,  the  secretary  of  war  dispatched  the  following  tele- 
gram— apparently  the  first  official  word — to  Governor  Clough: 
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It  is  estimated  that  about  nine  hundred  and  ninety  enlisted  men  will 
be  required  to  fill  to  the  maximum  the  organizations  already  in  service 
from  your  state.  It  is  desired  to  know  how  far  you  will  be  able  to  furnish 
the  above  number. 

To  this  the  governor  replied  on  the  twenty-eighth: 

Minnesota  acted  in  exact  accordance  with  your  letter  of  April  twenty- 
fifth  in  regard  to  number  of  men  to  be  mustered  into  each  company  in 
first  call.  I  don't  want  it  understood  that  shortage  was  any  mistake  of 
mine.  Sent  home  one  thousand  men  that  mustering  officer  would  not  ac- 
cept. However,  will  be  pleased  to  furnish  shortage  of  nine  hundred  and 
ninety  men  and  as  many  more  as  you  see  fit  to  call.  Minnesota  is  most 
loyal  state  in  Union  and  ready  and  willing  to  furnish  fifty  thousand  troops 
on  short  notice  and  equip  them  outside  of  arms  and  uniforms.  Give  us  all 
you  possibly  can.    Boys  anxious  to  go  to  the  front. 

The  explanation  followed  in  a  telegram  received  the  next  day 

from  the  adjutant  general  of  the  army: 

Under  first  call  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  men,  it 
was  contemplated  that  the  number  of  original  organizations  called  for 
should  have  the  maximum  strength  stated  below,  but  on  account  of  ad- 
ditional organizations,  having  to  be  accepted,  this  maximum  had  to  be  re- 
duced to  eighty-one  enlisted  men  per  company  of  infantry.  The  maxi- 
mum above  contemplated  is  one  hundred  and  six  enlisted  men  per  com- 
pany of  infantry.  .  .  .  Secretary  of  War  bids  me  say  it  is  now  the  wish 
of  the  President  to  apply  in  accordance  with  the  law  so  much  of  second 
call  for  seventy-five  thousand  as  may  be  necessar}^  to  fill  organizations  al- 
ready in  service  from  your  State  to  the  maximum  just  stated.  The  Secre- 
tary War  bids  me  say  that  recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  to  make  and 
superintend  under  army  regulations  enlistments  for  this  purpose  of  the 
number  of  men  wired  you  May  twenty-seventh.  Please  name  one  or 
more  competent  field  officers  of  respective  regiments  already  in  service 
from  your  state  to  be  detailed  under  orders  from  war  department  for  this 
duty. 

So  it  was  that  recruiting  parties,  one  from  the  Thirteenth  at  San 
Francisco  and  one  each  from  the  Twelfth  and  the  Fourteenth  at  Chick- 
amauga,  returned  to  Minnesota  to  obtain  some  three  hundred  addi- 
tional men  for  each  regiment  in  the  cities  and  towns  whence  the  regi- 
ments, or  their  several  companies,  originally  came.  The  party  from 
San  Francisco  arrived  in  the  Twin  Cities  on  June  lo,  and  with  the  ad- 
vantage of  recruiting  in  a  restricted  and  populous  area,  made  up  its 
quota  in  a  few  days,  the  new  recruits  leaving  in  a  body  on  the  fifteenth 
amidst  the  cheers  of  hundreds  gathered  to  see  them  off.  The  parties 
from  the  Twelfth  and  the  Fourteenth  arrived  in  the  state  on  June  13, 
and  breaking  up  into  details,  made  the  rounds  of  the  widely  scattered 
company  stations  of  these  regiments,  sending  the  new  recruits  to  Camp 
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Thomas  in  squads  of  twenty-five  or  more  as  fast  as  enlisted,  and  com- 
pleting the  work  in  a  little  over  two  weeks.  Altogether  some  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four  recruits  were  obtained  at  this  time,  and  it  was 
said  that  large  numbers  were  turned  away,  especially  of  those  apply- 
ing for  places  in  the  Thirteenth. 

In  the  meantime  the  governor  was  overwhelmed  with  applications 
for  opportunities  to  serve  in  any  new  companies  or  regiments  which 
might  be  organized  when  the  state's  full  quota  under  the  second  call 
became  known.  If  infantry  were  called  for,  as  was  most  likely,  there 
would  now  be  no  national  guard  units  to  be  taken  over,  and  the  field 
would  be  clear  for  citizens  desirous  of  securing  commissions  and  for 
volunteer  companies  already  on  the  governor's  waiting  list  or  now  in 
process  of  organization.  Officer  material  appears  to  have  been  particu- 
larly abundant,  one  of  the  press  accounts  facetiously  observing  that 
if  the  governor  could  furnish  fifty  thousand  troops — as  he  had  stated 
in  the  telegram  quoted  above — ^he  could  find  officers  for  half  a  million. 
As  for  the  rank  and  file,  indications  pointed  to  a  superabundance  of 
companies,  if  not  of  men:  according  to  newspaper  accounts  there  were 
a  hundred  provisional  companies  organized  or  organizing  at  that  time, 
and  the  number  was  undoubtedly  large.  Most  of  these  companies 
were  raised  on  a  community  basis,  but  some  were  organized 
among  special  groups  such  as  former  guardsmen,  members  of  the 
Sons  of  Veterans,  Negroes,  Franco-Americans,  Irish- Americans,  and 
Scandinavian-Americans — the  last  named  making  considerable  head- 
way in  the  organization  of  an  entire  regiment ;  representatives  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias,  also,  proposed  to  raise  a  regiment  among  the 
members  of  that  organization. 

For  over  three  weeks  the  governor  stood  siege  from  these  patri- 
otic petitioners  while  awaiting  word  from  Washington  which  would  en- 
able him  to  answer  definitely.  For  a  time  it  looked  as  though  only  a 
few  new  companies  would  be  accepted,  on  account  of  the  large  number 
of  men  required  to  fill  the  absentee  regiments.  Such  being  the  case, 
the  Minnesota  companies  would  doubtless  be  joined  with  companies 
from  some  other  state  or  states  in  a  regiment  perhaps  to  be  placed 
under  the  command  of  outsiders.  Against  this  the  governor  was  pre- 
pared to  protest:  "if  the  war  department  wants  me  to  furnish  25,000 
men,"  he  was  quoted  as  saying,  "I  am  sure  that  there  are  enough  loyal 
citizens  in  the  state  to  do  it,  but  when  it  comes  to  getting  up  a  mongrel 
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regiment,  which  can  claim  no  particular  state  for  its  home,  I  am  sure 
that  would  be  a  diflficult  proposition.*'^*^ 

Apprehension  on  this  point  was  relieved  upon  receipt  of  a  tele- 
gram from  the  secretary  of  war,  dated  June  i8,  which  contained  the 
following  announcement,  together  with  detailed  instructions  which 
need  not  be  quoted  here: 

Under  the  President's  second  call  May  twenty-fifth  eighteen  hundred 
ninety-eight  after  filling  to  the  maximum  the  organizations  already  in  U.  S. 
service  from  your  state  you  are  requested  to  furnish  one  regiment  of 
infantry.  .  .  .  The  mustering  officer  Capt.  Samuel  Swigert  ordered  from 
Lexington,  Ky.,  has  been  directed  to  confer  with  your  representative  con- 
cerning details  affecting  comfort,  shelter,  subsistence  of  organizations  & 
the  order  in  which  they  should  be  mobilized  for  muster.  .  .  . 

As  the  governor  interpreted  this  request,  the  new  regiment  could 
not  to  be  organized  until  recruiting  for  the  old  regiments,  then  still  in 
progress,  was  completed.  Whether  or  not  he  also  felt  bound  by  the 
instructions  to  withhold  the  mere  announcement  of  his  decision  as  to 
the  make-up  of  the  regiment,  such  announcement  was  in  fact  not 
forthcoming  until  the  way  was  clear  for  the  assembling  of  the  compa- 
nies over  two  weeks  later,  though  he  had  previously  indicated  that 
should  a  full  regiment  be  called  for,  Colonel  John  C.  Shandrew, 
formerly  commanding  officer  of  the  Third  Regiment,  National  Guard, 
would  be  placed  in  command.  As  for  the  rest,  and  particularly  his 
choice  of  companies,  all  that  the  governor  would  say  for  the  time  be- 
ing was  that  his  selections  would  be  as  widely  distributed  as  possible 
and  would  favor  communities  not  already  represented  in  the  state's 
fighting  forces.  When  all  was  in  readiness  for  the  mobilization,  offi- 
cial announcement  was  made  of  the  appointment  of  Colonel  Shandrew 
and  other  officers,  and  of  the  selection  of  companies  distributed  as  fol- 
lows: three  from  Minneapolis,  one  from  St.  Paul,  one  from  Duluth, 
and  one  each  from  Kandiyohi,  Meeker,  Nobles,  Pipestone,  Polk,  Rock, 
and  Traverse  counties. 

On  July  4,  all  recruits  for  the  absentee  regiments  having  left  the 
state,  General  Muehlberg  issued  the  following  order: 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  made  another  call  for  troops 
upon  the  Governor  of  this  State  to  consist  of  one  regiment  of  Infantry.  ^ 

Confident  that  patriotism  will  in  the  future,  as  heretofore,  distinguish 
our  citizens  and  that  whenever  the  necessity  for  additional  troops  shall 
exist,  all  Minnesotians  will  cheerfully  and  promptly  rally  and  respond  to 
the  call,  the  Governor  directs  the  immediate  organization  of  one  regiment

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of  Infantry  to  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  for  two 
years  or  during  the  war,  to  be  designated  as  the  "Fifteenth  Regiment  In- 
fantry, Minnesota  Volunteers." 

Said  regiment  shall  consist  of  twelve  companies,  with  the  following 
Field  &  Staff  officers : — i  Colonel,  i  Lieutenant  Colonel,  2  Majors,  i  Ad- 
jutant, I  Quartermaster,  i  Surgeon,  2  Assistant  Surgeons,  i  Chaplain,  i 
Sergeant  Major,  i  Quartermaster  Sergeant,  i  Chief  Musician,  2  Princi- 
pal Musicians,  3  Hospital  Stewards. 

Each  company  shall  consist  of: — i  Captain,  i  First  Lieutenant,  i 
Second  Lieutenant,  i  First  Sergeant,  i  Quartermaster  Sergeant,  4  Ser- 
geants, 12  Corporals,  2  Musicians,  i  Artificer,  i  Wagoner,  84  Privates. 

The  regiment  raised  under  this  order  will  be  mobilized  in  St.  Paul. 
The  necessary  transportation  for  officers  and  men  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Adjutant  General. 

No  pay  will  be  allowed  to  officers  or  men  until  they  are  mustered  into* 
the  service  of  the  United  States.^^ 

The  officers  and  organizations  for  whom  this  order  was  meant, 
having  already  received  informal  instructions  to  report  at  Camp  Ram- 
sey as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  issuance  of  the  formal  notice,  be- 
gan to  assemble  at  the  fair  grounds  the  next  day,  and  all  had  reached 
camp  by  the  morning  of  the  seventh.  The  scenes  of  April  28  and  29 
were  re-enacted  in  the  home  towns  of  the  companies  which  came  from 
a  distance,  but  no  special  occasion  was  made  of  the  arrival  of  the 
troops  in  St.  Paul  and  at  Camp  Ramsey.  Here,  the  gathering  of  the 
citizen-soldiers  of  the  Fifteenth  at  this  late  date  naturally  lacked  the 
elements  of  novelty,  urgency,  and  expectation  which  had  appealed  to 
the  popular  imagination  when  the  first  troops  were  assembled  and,  as 
it  were,  rushed  off  to  war.  Perhaps,  too,  the  later  mobilization  was 
overshadowed  by  the  second  decisive  American  victory,  the  destruction 
of  the  Spanish  fleet  off  Santiago  on  July  3,  news  of  which  was  received 
on  the  very  day  of  the  order  for  the  assembling  of  the  Fifteenth. 
None  could  yet  say  that  the  new  regiment  would  not  get  into  the  fight 
before  the  finish,  but  it  began  to  look  that  way,  and  the  Fifteenth  was 
thus  shorn  at  the  very  outset  of  something  of  the  glamor  of  prospective 
martial  achievement.  Yet  it  was  not  to  be  without  its  share  of  atten- 
tion from  the  home  folks,  accompanied  doubtless  by  tacit  recognition 
of  the  patriotism  of  the  men  who  entered  upon  and  continued  in  a 
service  which  promised  little  satisfaction  or  distinction  other  than  that 
of  duty  well  done. 

In  the  matter  of  equipment  and  material  comforts,  the  new  regi- 
ment fared  much  better  than  the  others.    The  governor  had  ordered

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tents,  blankets,  cooking  utensils,  and  other  camp  equipage  for  two  full 
regiments  in  anticipation  of  the  second  call,  and  the  companies  of  the 
Fifteenth  were  amply  provided  with  equipment  of  this  sort  when  they 
took  up  their  quarters  at  Camp  Ramsey  on  the  site  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Twelfth  Regiment.  Uniforms,  arms,  and  other  accouterments 
supplied  by  the  government  presently  arrived,  and  by  the  eighth  the 
regiment  was  fully  equipped  for  its  duties. 

The  few  days  now  remaining  before  the  regiment  was  mustered 
into  the  United  States  service  were  filled  with  much  the  same  sort  of 
activities  and  experiences  as  had  characterized  the  life  here  of  the  regi- 
ments which  had  gone  before.  More  was  to  be  learned,  espe- 
cially in  the  matter  of  strict  conformance  to  regulations,  for  most  of 
the  new  volunteers,  both  officers  and  men,  had  had  no  military  experi- 
ence and  were  wholly  unaccustomed  to  the  rigid  routine  of  army  life. 
Difficulty  in  the  suppression  of  "blind  pigs,"  even  within  the  camp 
grounds,  indicated  the  prevalence  of  a  diversion  not  unknown  to  the 
older  regiments  but  now  for  the  first  time  attracting  public  attention. 
A  steadily  growing  sick-list  of  men  suffering  from  colds  and  digestive 
disorders  caused  some  apprehension,  and  measures  were  taken  to  pre- 
vent a  further  increase  in  the  latter  class  of  ailments  by  changing  the 
source  of  the  water  supply  and  by  cautioning  the  men  against  drinking 
too  much  water  when  heated.  But  on  the  whole  the  discipline  and; 
health  of  the  regiment  were  good,  and  all  stuck  loyally  to  the  task  in 
hand  except  a  few  who  deserted  just  prior  to  muster.  There  was  still 
some  hope  that  the  regiment  would  see  active  service,  and  this  hope 
was  immensely  strengthened  by  reports,  of  supposed  official  origin, 
that  the  Fifteenth  would  shortly  be  called  upon  to  join  an  expedition 
to  Cuba  aimed  at  the  capture  of  Havana. 

Meanwhile  the  examination  and  muster  of  the  companies  pro- 
ceeded as  with  the  other  regiments,  except  that  the  examinations  were 
conducted  by  the  regiment's  own  surgeons,  and  the  muster  was  in 
charge  of  First  Lieutenant  Thomas  Q.  Donaldson,  Jr.,  of  the  Eighth 
United  States  Cavalry.  The  examinations  commenced  on  July  6,  and 
the  muster,  on  the  eighth,  but  the  work  proceeded  slowly  because  over 
three  hundred  recruits  had  yet  to  be  obtained.  Some  of  the  companies 
were  short  of  men  when  they  came  to  camp,  and  others  were  reduced 
below  the  required  strength  by  rejections  on  physical  grounds.  Ac- 
cording to  newspaper  reports — no  official  records  being  available — the 
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number  of  enlisted  men  originally  assembled  was  1,138,^^  and  this 
number  was  reduced  by  rejections  at  the  rate,  it  is  estimated,  of  about 
one  in  seven.  But  one  after  another  the  companies  were  gradually 
brought  to  their  full  strength,  making  a  total  for  the  regiment  of  46 
officers  and  1,280  men.  The  muster  by  companies  was  completed  by 
the  sixteenth,  but  there  were  still  some  vacancies  to  be  filled,  and  the 
muster  of  the  regiment  as  a  whole  was  delayed  until  the  eighteenth.  On 
that  day  the  Fifteenth  was  assembled  in  an  open  space  at  camp,  the  roll 
was  called,  and  without  further  ceremony  the  regiment  was  formally 
accepted  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

So  it  was  that  Minnesota  furnished  four  regiments  of  infantry 
in  the  war  with  Spain.  The  subsequent  history  of  the  regiments  is 
given  in  detail  in  the  following  chapters.  Three  of  them,  after  spend- 
ing long  weeks  in  various  camps  in  the  United  States  without  the 
longed-for  opportunity  to  get  into  action,  were  mustered  out  follow- 
ing the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  August — the  Twelfth  on  November 
5,  the  Fourteenth  on  November  18,  and  the  Fifteenth  on  March  27, 
1899.  The  more  fortunate  Thirteenth  won  distinction  in  the  far-off 
Philippines  at  the  battle  of  Manila  and  in  the  first  campaigns  against 
the  insurgent  Filipinos,  remaining  in  the  service  until  October  3,  1899. 
But  all  had  their  dangers  to  face,  whether  bullets  or  disease,  and  out 
of  a  total  of  22y  officers  and  5,123  enlisted  men  in  the  four  regiments, 
93  lost  their  lives  in  the  service:  4  were  killed  in  action;  i  officer  and 
2  men  died  of  wounds  received  in  action ;  2  officers  and  78  men  died  of 
disease;  and  6  men  died  from  other  causes.    Only  16  deserted.

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In  response  to  the  first  call  of  the  President  for  volunteers  in  the 
war  with  Spain,  the  Second  Regiment,  National  Guard,  State  of  Minn- 
esota, together  with  the  other  infantry  regiments  of  the  state  militia, 
was  assembled  at  Camp  Ramsey,  State  Fair  Grounds,  St.  Paul,  on 
April  29,  1898,  and  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States 
on  May  6  and  7  as  the  Twelfth  Regiment  Infantry,  Minnesota  Vol- 
unteers. 

Colonel  Joseph  Bobleter,  of  New  Ulm,  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War 
and  for  many  years  prominent  in  the  national  guard,  commanded  the 
regiment.  The  lieutenant  colonel  was  Captain  Frank  B.  McCoy,  an 
officer  of  the  regular  army  who  had  served  for  years  with  the  Third 
United  States  Infantry  at  Fort  Snelling,  and  who  had  been  closely  as- 
sociated with  the  national  guard  of  this  state  in  his  capacity  as  in- 
spector and  instructor  representing  the  war  department  here.  John 
Lind,  of  New  Ulm,  who  was  destined  to  become  governor  of  the  state, 
was  quartermaster  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant.  The  regiment 
was  drawn  largely  from  the  southern  portion  of  the  state,  its  com- 
panies being  distributed  as  follows:  A,  New  Ulm;  B,  Faribault;  C, 
Winona ;  D,  Fairmont ;  E,  Winona ;  F,  Spring  Valley ;  G,  Austin ;  H, 
St.  James ;  I,  Albert  Lea ;  K,  Waseca ;  L,  St.  Paul ;  and  M,  Blue  Earth 
City.  Companies  L  and  M  were  added  to  the  regiment  just  prior  to 
the  mobilization  when  it  was  learned  that  regiments  of  twelve  com- 
panies each  would  be  required.  Company  L  being  raised  by,  and  re- 
cruited from  the  membership  of,  the  St.  Paul  camp  of  the  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans. At  muster  the  regiment  numbered  50  officers  and  982  men,  of 
whom,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  198  were  men  of  foreign  birth — Scan- 
dinavians, Germans,  and  Poles  predominating. 

On  May  16,  after  sharing  in  experiences  incident  to  the  mobiliza- 
tion, training,  and  muster  of  all  the  troops  at  Camp  Ramsey,  as  al- 
ready related,  the  Twelfth  entrained  for  the  South  under  orders  to

to  resume  their  warlike  preparations,  many  miles  from  home  but  one 
stage  nearer  the  desired  goal — the  battle  line.  Every  town  along  the 
route  through  southern  Minnesota  turned  out  to  cheer  the  regiment 
on  its  way,  and  at  Albert  Lea  the  men  were  served  with  hot  coffee,  sup- 
plemented in  the  case  of  the  home  company  of  that  place  with  lunches 
and  other  gifts.  On  the  way  through  Iowa,  Missouri,  Illinois,  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee,  and  Mississippi,  the  regiment  shared  in  full  measure 
the  hospitality  everywhere  shown  all  soldiers  bound  for  the  front:  at 
Waterloo,  Vinton,  and  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  at  St.  Louis,  and  at  points 
farther  south,  committees  of  citizens  welcomed  the  regiment  as  if  it 
were  their  own,  and  sped  the  men  on  their  way  laden  with  gifts  of 
provisions,  fruit,  cigars,  and  the  like.  Food,  especially,  was  most  wel- 
come, for  the  official  travel  rations  included  only  coffee,  bread,  and 
canned  meats. 

The  latter  part  of  the  journey  was  somewhat  tedious  owing  to  de- 
lays occasioned  by  the  congestion  of  incoming  troop  trains,  and  the  last 
ten  miles  or  so  had  to  be  covered  on  foot  in  heavy  marching  order,  but 
good  humor  prevailed  and  the  boys  made  the  best  of  the  situation. 
Arrived  at  camp  late  in  the  evening  on  the  nineteenth,  without  tents 
and  with  only  such  provisions  as  the  quartermaster,  John  Lind,  had 
been  able  with  some  difficulty  to  haul  overland  with  two  teams,  the 
regiment  was  directed  to  a  spot  near  the  old  Alexander  house  on  the 
battlefield  of  Ghickamauga,  and  there,  after  a  supper  of  baked  beans, 
hardtack,  and  coffee,  the  men  bivouacked  for  the  night  under  the  open 
sky.  The  next  day  the  regiment  was  reported  ready  for  duty,  and  as  the 
volunteer  regiments  were  assigned  to  brigades  and  divisions  in  the 
order  of  their  arrival  at  camp,  the  Twelfth  Minnesota  fell  into  place 
as  part  of  the  First  Brigade,  Third  Division,  First  Army  Gorps.     At

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the  same  time  Colonel  Bobleter  was  placed  in  provisional  command  of 
the  brigade  and,  shortly  thereafter,  of  the  division,  and  command  of 
the  regiment  during  its  first  month  at  camp  fell  to  Lieutenant  Colonel 
McCoy. 

The  Minnesota  men  found  themselves  members  of  a  great  military 
force  assembled  amidst  surroundings  fraught  with  memories  of  the 
war  between  the  states.  Camp  George  H.  Thomas — named  after  the 
Union  general  otherwise  known  as  the  "Rock  of  Chickamauga" — was 
the  largest  mobilization  and  training  center  in  the  United  States  at  this 
time :  before  the  month  was  out  there  were  gathered  here  some  sixty 
thousand  volunteers  from  all  parts  of  the  Union.  The  camp  was  lo- 
cated on  the  battlefield  of  Chickamauga,  in  northwestern  Georgia,  a 
few  miles  southeast  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  Early  in  the  nineties 
this  battlefield  had  been  converted  into  a  national  park,  which,  together 
with  its  approaches  marking  the  lines  of  battle  to  the  north  around 
Chattanooga  and  including  the  sites  of  the  battles  of  Lookout  Moun- 
tain and  Missionary  Ridge,  is  known  as  the  Chickamauga  and  Chatta- 
nooga National  Military  Park.  The  Chickamauga  section  of  the  park, 
embracing  at  that  time  an  area  of  some  ten  square  miles,  ^was  thought 
to  be  an  ideal  location  for  the  assembling  of  large  numbers  of  troops  in 
preparation  for  projected  campaigns  in  Cuba  and  other  Spanish  terri- 
tories to  the  south:  the  railroad  which  usually  carried  sight-seers  to 
the  park  could  be  used  for  transporting  men  and  supplies  from  the 
trunk  line  at  Chattanooga ;  the  country  was  rolling,  with  a  pitch  suf- 
ficiently sharp  to  afford  good  drainage;  a  supply  of  pure  water  was 
available;  and  fever,  the  scourge  of  camps,  particularly  in  southern 
latitudes,  had  hitherto  been  practically  unknown  in  this  region.  Some 
five  thousand  acres  of  the  tract  were  wooded,  but  the  undergrowth 
had  been  cleared  away,  and  it  was  here,  in  shaded  but  partially  sunlit 
areas,  that  the  troops  encamped,  leaving  the  open  spaces  for  drill  and 
maneuvers. 

The  Twelfth  Minnesota  was  encamped  near  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  park,  about  half  a  mile  north  of  Chickamauga  Creek  and,  dur- 
ing most  of  the  time,  between  the  encampments  of  the  Fifth  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  First  South  Carolina  regiments  of  volunteer  infantry. 
With  the  latter  command  there  was  a  great  deal  of  fraternizing  and  of 
rejoicing  that  the  North  and  the  South  now  fought  side  by  side  in 
defense  of  the  United  States.    The  regiment  soon  began  to  know  the 
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real  hardships  of  war — the  monotony  of  camp  life  and  camp  food,  the 
dullness  of  inactivity  varied  by  the  dullness  of  drill.  To  be  sure  there 
was  novelty  for  a  time  in  maneuvers,  inspections,  parades,  reviews, 
and  practice  battles — all  conducted  on  a  scale  so  much  greater  than 
was  possible  at  Camp  Ramsey — and  the  men  doubtless  recognized  the 
need  for  a  thorough  mastery  of  their  duties,  but  the  seemingly  endless 
repetitions  were  bound  to  pall,  and  there  was  always  the  natural  long- 
ing for  real  action. 

The  daily  round  of  drill  and  of  guard  and  police  duty  troubled  the 
soldiers  less,  apparently,  than  the  rations  with  which  they  were  served. 
The  men  of  the  Twelfth  did  not  take  such  strenuous  measures  as  did 
a  Wisconsin  regiment,  which  refused,  in  protest  at  the  food,  to  eat  or 
drill,  but  they  found  ways  and  means  of  calling  attention,  at  least,  to 
the  situation.  In  a  letter  published  in  the  Pioneer  Press  on  June  6, 
the  chaplain  of  the  regiment,  the  Reverend  Ezra  C.  Clemans,  related 
the  following  incident: 

At  breakfast  on  Tuesday  [May  31]  the  men  of  the  companies 
marched  with  plate  and  cup,  as  usual,  for  their  rations,  but  instead  of 
going  to  their  tents  to  eat  it,  they  marched  in  solemn  procession  to  the 
hospital  tent,  and  each  man  showed  the  surgeons  what  they  had  for  break- 
fast. On  each  plate  was  a  boiled  potato  with  the  skin  on,  a  slab  of  hard- 
tack, a  piece  of  fat  pork,  and  in  each  cup  a  half-pint  of  black  coffee. 
Some  of  these  boys  came  from  the  best  homes  of  Minnesota,  and  could 
not  be  hired  to  eat  such  a  breakfast  at  home.  .  .  .  Let  it  be  understood 
that  neither  Col.  McCoy  nor  Quartermaster  Lind  are  responsible  for  the 
rations.  If  it  was  in  the  power  of  either  of  these  officers  the  boys  of  the 
Twelfth  Minnesota  would  be  properly  fed.^ 

Many  were  the  complaints  and  imprecations  hurled  at  the  com- 
missary, and  some  of  the  soldiers  even  went  so  far  as  to  protest  to 
their  congressmen  about  the  food. 

These  complaints,  among  the  men  of  the  Twelfth,  at  least,  did  not 
make  so  much  of  spoiled  food — though  it  was  asserted  that  some  of 
the  bacon  served  was  bad — as  they  did  of  the  unsuitable,  unappetizing, 
and  unvarying  character  of  the  rations  furnished.  For  the  first  week 
or  so,  at  least,  the  objections  were  well  founded,  the  breakfast  menu  de- 
scribed by  the  chaplain  being  served  three  times  a  day.  But  these  con- 
ditions were  improved  somewhat:  fresh  meat  was  served  on  May  26 
for  the  first  time,  and  by  June  6  meat  was  being  served  every  other 
day,  and  loaves  of  bread  every  day.     "For  a  while  flour  was  served,*'

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wrote  the  chaplain,  "and  the  bread  made  by  some  of  the  company 
cooks  could  have  been  used  to  make  cannon-balls  of.*'  Later  on,  when 
conditions  were  most  favorable,  the  issues  of  the  commissary  appear 
to  have  been  mainly  pork,  bacon,  fresh  beef,  corned  beef,  salt  pork, 
potatoes,  rice,  beans,  hard  bread,  and  coffee — not  what  a  modern  dieti- 
tian would  prescribe  as  an  ideal  ration  for  a  hot  climate. 
Canned  tomatoes  and  onions  were  among  the  items  allowed  by  the 
government  in  the  ration,  but  they  do  not  seem  to  have  been  obtainable 
through  the  regular  channels  at  Camp  Thomas.  Of  course  the  com- 
panies could,  and  did  to  a  certain  extent,  purchase  vegetables  with  com- 
pany funds,  and  it  is  not  altogether  improbable  that  there  were  Minne- 
sotans  among  those  enterprising  spirits  reported  to  have  made  ''certain 
savory  additions  to  company  mess,  .  .  .  not  down  on  the  list  of  army 
rations,  such  as  turkeys,  suckling  pigs,  chickens  and  other  things 
found  in  Georgia  farmyards."  ^ 

With  the  food  improving,  the  men  grew  more  cheerful.  Drill 
was  becoming  somewhat  monotonous,  water  for  drinking  and  bathing 
was  scarce,  the  heat  and  dust  were  terrific,  and  equipment  and  pay 
were  slow  in  coming,  but  there  were  compensations  of  which  a  great 
deal  more  was  made  than  of  discomforts  necessarily  incident,  most 
of  them,  to  the  business  in  hand.  With  a  colonel  proud  of  his  regi- 
ment and  anxious  to  make  it  the  best  fighting  unit  in  the  volunteer 
army,  and  with  an  experienced  army  officer  in  temporary  command, 
the  regiment  appears  early  to  have  gained  a  reputation  for  proficiency 
and  military  precision  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.  Then  there 
were  boxes  received  from  patriotic  citizens  and  societies  of  the  home 
towns  of  the  various  companies — boxes  of  books  and  food  and  clean 
linen — and  sums  of  money  sent  to  swell  the  company  funds  or  to  buy 
ice  and  medicines  for  the  sick.  There  were  opportunities  for  occasion- 
al trips  to  Chattanooga,  Lookout  Mountain,  and  other  places  of 
interest  near  by,  and  there  was  always  the  hope  that  soon 
the  regiment  would  exchange  the  monotony  of  camp  for  the  excite- 
ment and  activity  of  service  in  the  field. 

In  June,  as  already  related,  a  party  consisting  of  one  officer  from 
each  battalion  and  one  man  from  each  company  returned  to  Minnesota 
to  secure  recruits  needed  to  bring  the  regiment  to  the  strength  now 
required  by  the  war  department.    Not  all  who  wanted  to  could  go  on

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this  mission,  but  the  coming  of  men  fresh  from  the  home  towns  was 
something  for  all  to  look  forward  to,  and  toward  the  end  of  the  month, 
when  the  recruits — some  three  hundred  in  all — ^began  to  arrive,  there 
was  no  doubt  a  certain  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  "veterans'*  in 
the  initiation  of  their  new  comrades  into  the  mysteries  of  life  in  an 
army  camp. 

In  the  midst  of  these  varied  activities  and  interests  came  the  first 
faint  warning  of  the  gravest  danger  that  the  regiment  was  to  encoun- 
ter: by  June  30  there  were  three  sure  cases  and  eight  suspected  cases 
of  typhoid  fever  among  the  men  of  the  Twelfth. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  camp  sanitation,  one  element  in  the 
physiography  of  Chickamauga  Park  was  not  properly  considered  by 
those  who  chose  it  as  a  camping  ground  for  the  large  numbers  to  be 
assembled  there.  That  element  was  its  soil.  The  whole  region  is  un- 
derlaid by  magnesium  limestone,  which  crops  out  at  the  surface  in 
places,  and  which  is  elsewhere  covered  by  a  layer  of  impermeable  clay 
varying  in  depth  from  a  few  inches  to  many  feet  A  few  medical 
officers  had  criticized  the  soil  here,  but  apparently  not  soon  enough 
nor  vigorously  enough  to  keep  the  war  department  from  choosing  this 
site.  In  August,  1898,  after  the  damage  was  done,  the  inspector  of 
sanitation  wrote  in  his  report:  "Magnesium  limestone  and  clay  are 
regarded  by  competent  authorities  as  one  of  the  worst  combinations 
possible  for  camping  ground."^ 

The  soil  at  Chickamauga  Park  was  no  doubt  partially  responsible 
for  the  prevalence  and  spread  of  disease  there.  One  probable  effect 
was  the  contamination  of  some  of  the  many  wells  in  the  park  by  the 
seepage  of  surface  drainage  through  rifts  in  the  limestone.  A  more 
serious  matter  was  the  widespread  infection  of  the  surface  soil,  which 
was  clay  and  practically  non-absorbent.  The  rains  of  summer,  instead 
of  washing  impurities  into  some  depth  of  soil,  merely  spread  them 
farther  over  the  surface,  and  this,  with  the  help  of  flies  and  of  the 
dust  raised  in  dry  weather,  carried  contamination  throughout  the 
camp.  These  evils  were  further  aggravated  by  a  shortage  of  disinfec- 
tants, requisitions  for  which  were  not  honored  by  the  surgeon  general's 
office  on  the  ground  that  proper  policing  of  the  camp  would  render 
disinfectants  unnecessary — a  position  partly,  but  far  from  wholly,  jus- 
tified under  conditions  obtaining  at  Camp  Thomas.

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Water  for  washing  and  bathing  was  piped  from  Chickamauga 
Creek  to  the  various  regimental  camping  grounds.  This  water  was  of 
dubious  quality,  to  say  the  least,  and  the  troops  were  warned  against 
drinking  it  without  filtering  or  boiling,  but  apparently  a  good  deal 
of  it  was  used  without  these  sanitary  precautions. 

The  Twelfth  Minnesota  was  exceptionally  unfortunate  in  its  lo- 
cation. This  and  other  conditions  affecting  the  health  of  the  regiment 
were  later  described  by  Captain  William  H.  Caine,  assistant  surgeon, 
as  follows: 

The  location  of  our  camp  at  Chickamauga  was  poor.  The  south  end 
of  the  ground  occupied  by  us  as  a  camp  site  was  20  feet  higher  than  the 
remaining  portion,  causing  in  time  of  rain  storms  a  flooding  of  two-thirds 
of  the  camp  with  the  filth  coming  from  the  higher  ground.  The  soil  did 
not  exceed  2  inches  in  depth  and  was  mostly  clay,  with  underlying  rock. 
Sinks  could  not  be  properly  constructed,  and  they  were  not  carefully  po- 
liced. The  refuse  from  the  kitchens  was  dumped  into  the  company  sinks. 
I  have  seen  large  pieces  of  decomposing  meat  and  vegetables,  old  shoes, 
and  portions  of  clothing  in  mess  sinks,  with  but  a  sprinkling  of  earth  on 
top.  The  water  supply  was  insufficient  to  give  the  men  enough  for  drink- 
ing purposes  and  for  cleanliness  of  person.  The  water  had  to  be  hauled 
in  barrels  8  miles,  and  this  was  of  a  poor  quality,  forming  a  sediment  on 
standing.  There  was  but  little  of  the  water  used  before  boiling.  The  heat 
was  intolerable  from  the  day  we  arrived  until  our  departure,  the  daily  aver- 
age temperature  from  5  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m.  in  hospital  tent  being  about  100**  F. 
After  8  p.  m.  there  was  a  heavy  dew,  causing  tents  and  bedclothing  to 
become  very  damp,  mold  to  form  on  shoes  and  rust  on  guns  and  side 
arms,  if  at  all  exposed  to  this  dampness.  Rain  fell  daily  for  a  period  of 
five  weeks  in  showers,  filling  up  depressions  in  the  ground,  and  afterwards 
green  fungi  formed  on  the  surface  of  the  water  and  on  the  earth  upon 
which  the  water  had  stood.  Men  who  bathed  in  Chickamauga  Creek  al- 
most invariably  became  sick  in  consequence  thereof.  The  cooks  were 
careless  in  having  too  much  grease  in  all  kinds  of  meat,  beans,  and  mush. 
The  bacon  issued  was  frequently  bad.  Maggots  held  high  carnival  in  the 
sinks.  Camps  were  in  too  close  proximity  to  each  other.  The  atmos- 
phere was  laden  with  the  odor  emanating  from  insanitary  sinks  and  un- 
clean men.  .  .  .  ^ 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  small  wonder  that  the  sick-list  of 
the  regiment  mounted  higher  and  higher.  By  August  7  there  was  a 
constant  sick-rate  of  thirteen  per  cent.  Colonel  Bobleter  later  ex- 
plained this  high  rate  as  resulting  from  the  extreme  care  taken  by  the 
regimental  surgeons,  who  reported  a  man  sick  and  kept  him  under 
observation  however  minor  his  ailment,  whereas  in  many  other  regi-

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ments  such  a  man  would  be  excused  from  drill  but  would  not  be  carried 
on  the  sick-list.  It  appears,  however,  that  many  men  who  were  really 
sick  did  not  report  to  the  surgeons  early  enough:  one  member  of  the 
regiment,  who  had  been  on  sick-report  but  two  days,  died  of  typhoid 
fever  forty-eight  hours  after  entering  the  hospital,  and  others  similarly 
infected  weakened  their  resistance  by  drilling  and  going  about  their 
regular  duties  during  the  early  stages  of  the  disease.  The  more  seri- 
ous cases,  including  the  victims  of  typhoid,  were  treated  in  the  division 
hospital,  which  was  organized  and  administered  by  the  regiment's  own 
chief  surgeon,  Major  Thomas  C.  Clark.  If  the  men  of  the  Twelfth 
did  not  receive  the  best  of  care  here,  it  was  largely  because  of  the 
over-crowded  condition  of  the  hospital,  the  shortage  of  trained  order- 
lies and  nurses,  and  the  difficulty  in  securing  medicines  and  proper 
food — circumstances  over  which  Major  Clark  and  his  assistants  had 
little  control. 

Authorities  differ  both  as  to  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
developed  among  the  men  of  the  Twelfth  and  as  to  the  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause.  During  the  regiment's  stay  at  Camp  Thomas 
and  at  the  other  camps  occupied  later,  the  regimental  surgeons  re- 
ported, in  all,  144  cases.  But  the  Walter  Reed  board,  examining  the 
hospital  records  later,  counted  as  probable  additional  cases  289  which 
the  surgeons  had  diagnosed  as  follows :  malaria,  202 ;  indigestion,  49 ; 
undetermined  fever,  31 ;  diarrhea,  4;  colitis,  i ;  catarrhal  jaundice,  i ; 
and  gastritis,  i.  In  other  words,  the  board  reported  a  total  of  433 
recognized  and  probable  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  regiment,  320  of 
which  developed  at  Chickamauga.  Again,  according  to  the  regimental 
records  the  number  of  deaths  from  typhoid  during  the  regiment's  pe- 
riod of  service  was  14,  but  the  Walter  Reed  board — omitting  one  case 
which  apparently  belongs  to  some  other  regiment — placed  the  figure 
at  18.  All  things  considered,  it  seems  probable  that  the  board's  con- 
clusions the  more  nearly  approximate  the  truth.  Medical  officers, 
generally,  the  board  explained,  failed  to  recognize  typhoid  in  many 
cases,  not  necessarily  from  lack  of  professional  skill,  but  rather  be- 
cause ''the  regimental  medical  officer  had  the  majority  of  these  cases 
under  observation  for  so  short  a  time  that  with  the  means  at  his  com- 
mand it  was  quite  impossible  in  a  large  percentage  of  cases  to  make  a 
positive  diagnosis."  The  very  large  number  of  cases  in  the  Twelfth 
diagnosed  by  the  regimental  surgeons  as  malaria  is  especially  open  to 
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question,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  surgeons  in  the  southern  regiments 
encamped  at  Chickamauga,  with  previous  experience  of  malaria,  made 
no  such  percentage  of  diagnoses  of  that  disease. 

Meanwhile,  among  the  men  who  remained  well,  there  was  the 
daily  question:  when  would  the  regiment  be  ordered  into  active  serv- 
ice ?  Regular  army  officers  repeatedly  observed  that  a  thorough  train- 
ing of  the  volunteers  would  take  some  months,  but  June  had  witnessed 
the  departure  for  service  in  Cuba  of  a  number  of  volunteer  units  of 
the  Third  Army  Corps,  also  encamped  at  Chickamauga,  and  rumor  as 
to  the  probable  movement  of  other  troops  was  rife.  Newspaper  dis- 
patches, not  much  more  reliable  than  camp  gossip,  were  eagerly  read 
and  discussed,  but  the  days  dragged  on  without  much  solid  encourage- 
ment. On  July  13  Colonel  Bobleter  telegraphed  to  Governor  Clough 
urging  him  to  use  his  influence  to  secure  for  the  Twelfth  the  coveted 
opportunity  for  service  in  the  field.  Then  came  the  news  of  the  sur- 
render of  Santiago,  and  the  rejoicing  of  the  men  over  the  national 
victory  was  tempered  with  fear  lest  it  mean  no  active  service  for  their 
regiment.  But  the  war  was  not  yet  over,  and  spirits  were  presently 
revived  by  reports  that  the  corps  commander.  Major  General  John  R. 
Brooke,  was  to  be  ordered  to  Porto  Rico  with  a  force  drawn  from 
among  the  troops  at  Camp  Thomas.  It  was  confidently  believed  that 
the  general  would  take  the  Twelfth  Minnesota  with  him  for  he  was  re- 
ported to  have  said  that  this  regiment  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  whole 
First  Corps.  By  the  twentieth  of  July,  Quartermaster  Lind  had  re- 
ceived complete  equipment  for  the  regiment  so  that  it  could  have  gone 
anywhere  into  active  service  at  a  moment's  notice. 

But  by  July  19  the  hopes  of  all  but  the  most  optimistic  were  finally 
dashed.  The  newspapers  received  in  camp  that  day  reported  that  only 
the  First  and  Second  Divisions  of.  the  First  Army  Corps  would  be  tak- 
en for  the  Porto  Rican  expedition,  and  this  was  interpreted  by  some 
to  mean  not  only  that  the  Twelfth  Minnesota  would  not  be  included, 
but  that  it  had  just  missed  its  chance,  being  the  first  regiment  of  the 
first  brigade  of  the  division  next  in  line  of  choice.  On  this  subject 
the  chaplain  wrote: 

Owing  to  the  regiment  leaving  Camp  Ramsey  on  the  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Louis  Railroad,  and  going  down  through  Iowa,  Missouri,  Illinois, 
Kentucky,  and  Tennessee,  to  Corinth,  Miss.,  then  eastward  to  Chatta- 
nooga, most  of  the  roads  being  only  two  streaks  of  rust  and  a  ri^ht  of 
way,  the  regiment,  after  a  seventy-two-hours*  journey,  arrived  in  Chatta- 
nooga twenty-four  hours  behind  time.    Had  the  regiment  gone  via  Chi- 
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cago,  Chattanooga  would  have  been  reached  a  day  earUer  and  it  would 
have  been  assigned  to  the  First  division  of  the  First  army  corps,  and  now 
would  be  one  of  the  favored  few  to  go  to  Puerto  Rico.® 

Then  black  depression  settled  over  the  regiment,  especially  as  a 
later  rumor  had  it  that  the  Fourteenth  Minnesota  would  go  into  for- 
eign service  but  the  Twelfth  would  not  be  taken  because  of  its  large 
and  growing  number  of  sick.  There  were  big  reviews  and  sham  bat- 
tles, but  the  men  must  have  been  little  cheered  by  these  exercises  when 
they  felt  that  they  would  never  have  an  opportunity  to  use  their  experi- 
ence on  a  field  of  battle.  That  the  regiment  nevertheless  stuck  loyally 
to  its  duty,  no  matter  how  inglorious  and  seemingly  futile  the  task,  is 
shown  by  the  official  report  of  an  inspection  made  on  August  lo,  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  the  discipHne  of  the  regiment  was  "most  ex- 
cellent," and  that  the  officers,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  con- 
sidered "a  little  lax,"  were  "exceptionally  efficient"  '^ 

Two  days  later,  on  August  12,  came  the  signing  of  the  peace  pro- 
tocol and  the  suspension  of  hostilities  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain.  In  all  probability  the  armed  conflict  was  over,  and  the  thoughts 
of  the  men  of  the  Twelfth  began  to  turn  toward  home.  The  officers, 
apparently,  would  have  been  glad  to  have  the  regiment  sent  to  Cuba  or 
Porto  Rico  even  after  the  hope  of  fighting  was  gone,  but  the  men  were 
almost  unanimous  in  desiring  to  leave  the  service  and  get  home.  To 
correct  an  impression,  which  somehow  had  gotten  abroad,  that  the 
volunteers,  generally,  were  anxious  to  continue  in  the  service,  men  of 
the  Twelfth,  in  common  with  like-minded  men  of  other  regiments, 
took  steps  to  make  their  sentiments  known.  The  newspapers  at  home 
published  letters  from  privates  protesting  against  being  kept  in  the 
service  to  do  garrison  duty  or  "to  clean  up  the  filth  in  Cuba."  As  one 
put  it — 

We  enlisted  to  do  active  service  for  our  country  in  the  hour  of  need. 
We  have  endured  the  monotonous  drills  here  on  the  clay  hills  of  Georgia 
when  regiments  which  were  not  our  equals  went  to  the  fronts  while  we 
were  compelled  to  remain  here.  Now,  we  do  not  want  to  do  garrison  duty, 
and  fully  95  per  cent  of  the  Twelfth  Minnesota  want  to  be  returned  to 
their  homes.® 

On  August  19  a  petition  was  started  through  the  regiment  to  se- 
cure the  signatures  of  men  who  felt  this  way,  but  the  officers,  it  was

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said,  refused  to  permit  its  circulation  and  threatened  court-martial  for 
those  who  signed.  This  seemed  to  the  privates  to  be  a  blow  at  the 
rights  of  free  speech  and  petition,  though  it  is  quite  probable  that,  as 
the  officers  later  explained,  they  acted  in  the  belief  that  such  a  petition 
would  be  extremely  unsoldierly  and  would  make  the  regiment  a 
laughing-stock  in  the  army.  But  the  letters  were  not  without  their 
effect,  for  the  people  of  the  state  became  aroused,  and  political  influence 
was  brought  to  bear  to  secure  an  early  release  for  the  Minnesota  men. 

In  the  meantime  the  government  had  at  last  heeded  the  warnings 
of  those  who  declared  conditions  at  Camp  Thomas  to  be  dangerous 
to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  troops,  and  had  commenced  the  removal 
of  large  numbers  of  the  soldiers  to  other  camps.  The  Twelfth  Minne- 
sota was  ordered  to  Camp  Hamilton,  five  miles  north  of  Lexington, 
Kentucky.  On  August  23,  the  regiment,  shattered  in  health  and 
spirits,  left  Chickamauga  and  proceeded  by  rail  to  its  new  station 
where  it  arrived  the  next  day. 

There  were  nine  regiments  in  the  new  camp,  the  Twelfth  Minne- 
sota being  brigaded  with  the  Fifth  Pennsylvania  and  the  Fifth  Mis- 
souri. All  the  tents  were  floored ;  the  water  supply  was  abundant  and 
good ;  there  was  adequate  provision  for  the  disposal  of  refuse ;  and  in 
other  respects  the  laying  out  of  the  new  camp  showed  that  some  les- 
sons had  been  learned  in  the  old.  Reveille  came  at  five-thirty  in  the 
morning,  an  hour  later  than  at  Camp  Thomas,  and  though  there  were 
still  two  drill  periods  a  day,  the  work  was  not  fatiguing.  Sickness  still 
persisted  in  the  regiment,  but  it  was  believed  that  the  men  afflicted  had 
brought  the  infection  with  them  from  Camp  Thomas  for  the  number 
of  new  cases  diminished  and  the  health  of  the  command  seemed  grad- 
ually to  improve.  Early  in  September  the  sick  were  returned  to  Minn- 
esota on  a  hospital  train  sent  by  the  state,  and  this  proof  of  the  state's 
solicitude  for  its  soldiers  improved  the  spirits  of  both  sick  and  well. 
Moreover  the  return  of  the  regiment  itself  seemed  imminent.  Governor 
Clough  had  telegraphed  to  the  secretary  of  war;  the  Minnesota  men 
at  the  Capitol  had  used  their  influence ;  and  presently  there  came  as- 
surance that  the  Minnesota  regiments  would  not  be  held  in  service  to 
do  garrison  duty.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  government 
had  at  any  time  contemplated  using  the  volunteers  of  any  states  for 
this  purpose.  Some  who  had  already  been  fighting  in  Cuba,  Porto 
Rico,  and  the  Philippines  were  held  there  for  a  time  pending  the  ar- 
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rival  of  regulars  sent  to  relieve  them,  but  there  was  no  reason  for 
sending  volunteer  regiments  from  the  United  States  to  do  duty  for 
which  the  regulars  were  better  qualified  and  sufficiently  numerous. 

At  home  active  preparations  were  begun  for  the  reception  of  the 
Twelfth.  Word  had  been  received  at  New  Ulm  that  the  regiment 
would  be  sent  there  to  be  mustered  out,  and  arrangements  were  made 
accordingly.  The  county  fair  grounds^  the  use  of  which  was  donated 
by  the  Brown  County  Agricultural  Society,  were  promptly  put  into 
shape  for  the  accommodation  of  the  soldiers:  the  grounds  were  lev- 
eled, fences  taken  down,  water  pipes  laid,  and  windows  in  the  exhibition 
building,  which  was  to  be  used  as  a  hospital,  repaired.  But  while  these 
and  other  preparations  were  going  forward,  efforts  were  being  made, 
on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Winona,  particularly,  to  have  the  several  com- 
panies of  the  regiment  sent  to  their  own  home  towns  to  be  mustered 
out.  According  to  press  dispatches,  Congressman  James  A.  Tawney, 
of  Winona,  sent  a  telegram  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  army  urg- 
ing, apparently  with  success,  that  the  six  companies  from  his  district, 
including  two  from  Winona,  be  allowed  to  go  direct  to  their  homes 
and  be  mustered  out  there.  Thereupon  Colonel  Bobleter  wired  the 
adjutant  general  that  the  men  were  unanimous  for  going  to  New 
U^Im,  and  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  split  up  the  regiment  into 
fragments  for  mustering  out.  When  the  congressman  heard  that  Colo- 
nel Bobleter's  view  of  the  matter  had  been  accepted,  he  wired  a  pro- 
test to  the  adjutant  general  saying  that  this  move  was  made  merely 
"for  the  glory  of  the  colonel  or  for  the  profit  of  the  people  of  New 
Ulm."  This  naturally  upset  the  people  of  New  Ulm  who  had  gone 
ahead  and  made  contracts  for  provisions  and  other  things  necessary 
for  the  entertainment  of  the  troops,  but  they  had  no  need  to  fear  for 
the  last  decision  stood.  Apparently  the  whole  affair  was  a  tempest  in 
a  teapot  growing  out  of  commercial  rivalry  between  business  firms  of 
Winona  and  New  Ulm,  and  it  was  readily  forgotten  when  the  boys 
returned. 

Meanwhile  the  Twelfth  had  received  the  welcome  order  to  move, 
and  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morning  on  September  15,  the  regiment 
left  for  home,  traveling  by  way  of  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis,  Chicago, 
and  Dubuque  to  St.  Paul,  where  it  arrived  early  in  the  morning  on  the 
seventeenth.  Here  a  committee  of  interested  citizens  met  the  soldiers 
as  they  were  transferring  from  the  Great  Western  to  the  Minneapolis 
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and  St.  Louis  Railway,  and  served  them  a  breakfast  of  hot  coffee  and 
bread  before  they  entered  upon  the  last  stage  of  their  journey.  At 
New  Ulm  the  whole  population  had  turned  out  to  honor  the  returning 
soldiers.  Captain  Burg's  battery,  a  private  artillery  organization  of 
that  city,  began  the  firing  of  a  salute  of  thirteen  guns  as  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  troop  train  pulled  into  the  station  at  noon.  The  Great 
Western  band  played  patriotic  airs;  the  members  of  the  local  post  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  stood  in  the  place  of  honor  on  the 
station  platform,  heads  bared  and  colors  flying,  to  receive  the  veterans 
of  another  war;  and  all  around  surged  a  crowd  of  friends  and  rela- 
tives, waiting  to  welcome  the  soldiers  home. 

Then,  following  the  arrival  of  the  last  battalion  at  one-thirty,  the 
regiment  marched  to  the  county  fair  grounds,  where  a  bountiful  din- 
ner prepared  by  the  women  of  New  Ulm  awaited  them,  and,  as  a 
local  newspaper  put  it,  'They  went  to  the  tables  with  a  cheer;  they 
left  them  satisfied."  ®  Camp  was  then  laid  out,  but  it  was  late  in  the 
evening  before  the  tents  and  other  baggage  arrived.  Sunday,  the 
eighteenth,  there  was  dress  parade,  and  the  new  station  was  formally 
called  Camp  Mueller,  in  honor  of  the  first  lieutenant  of  Company  F, 
Louie  Mueller,  of  New  Ulm,  who  had  died  of  typhoid  fever  September 
I.  On  Monday  the  camp  was  inspected  and  the  troops  were  reviewed 
by  Governor  Clough,  General  Muehlberg,  and  others  who  had  come 
down  from  St.  Paul  to  greet  the  regiment. 

A  few  days  more  and  there  came  the  long-desired  release  from 
service — not  final,  to  be  sure,  for  it  was  only  a  thirty-day  regimental 
furlough  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  men  would  have  to  return  for 
the  muster-out — but  it  meant  that  most  of  the  soldiers  could  go  home 
to  see  their  families  after  an  absence  of  nearly  five  months,  and  could 
luxuriate  in  the  newly  prized  comforts  to  be  found  there.  A  provi- 
sional company  of  men  who  volunteered  for  the  service  remained  as  a 
guard  for  government  property  at  Camp  Mueller,  but  the  others  left 
for  their  homes  on  September  21,  their  transportation  home  and  back 
being  paid  by  the  state  with  money  drawn  from  the  militia  fund.  As 
each  company  reached  its  home  town,  it  was  met  by  a  repetition  of  the 
welcome  the  regiment  had  received  at  New  Ulm :  bands  played,  bun- 
ting fluttered  from  all  the  buildings,  schools  and  business  houses  were 
closed,  and  the  whole  town  gathered  to  welcome  its  soldiers.

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The  regiment  assembled  again  at  Camp  Mueller  on  October  20; 

on  the  twenty-eighth  it  was  reviewed  by  Brigadier  General  John  M. 

Bacon,  commanding  the  department  of  Dakota,  who  is  reported  to 

have  praised  the  troops  warmly  to  Colonel  Bobleter ;  and  on  November 

5  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Before  parting  with  his  officers  and  men,  Colonel  Bobleter  addressed 

them,  in  part,  as  follows: 

The  history  of  the  Twelfth  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry  is  made 
up.  It  is  not  what  you  or  I  would  have  liked  to  have  made  it,  but  the  fault 
was  not  ours — the  opportunity  was  not  given.  You  can  return  to  your 
homes  and  truthfully  say  that  you  served  in  one  of  the  best  regiments  in 
the  volunteer  army  of  the  United  States  during  the  American-Spanish 
war  of  1898,  The  discipline  of  the  regiment  has  always  been  good,  and 
the  arduous  duties  you  so  cheerfully  performed  at  Camp  Geo.  H.  Thomas, 
Chickamauga  Park,  Ga.,  fitted  you  well  for  any  kind  of  service.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  I  firmly  believe  that  you  would  have  given  a  good  ac- 
count of  yourselves  in  action,  had  the  opportunity  been  presented.  Many 
of  you  have  suffered  with  disease,  19  of  your  comrades  have  laid  down 
their  lives  while  in  the  service  of  their  country,  and  you  are  entitled  to 
and  will  receive  just  as  much  credit  as  the  men  who  were  at  the  "front." 
When  asked  what  part  you  took  in  the  war,  make  answer:  "I  obeyed 
orders."  ^"^ 

Altogether  there  were  enrolled  with  the  Twelfth  55  officers  and 
1,284  men,  of  whom  49  officers  and  1,216  men  were  members  of  the 
regiment  when  mustered  out  The  casualties  were:  i  officer  and  17 
men  who  died  of  disease;  i  drowned;  i  suicide;  and  5  deserters.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  number  of  deserters  in  all  state 
volunteer  regiments  in  the  United  States  service  during  the  war  was 
17.25  per  regiment.*^

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The  story  of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  has  already  been  told  in 
print  by  members  of  the  regiment  itself  in  a  number  of  well-written 
and  generally  accurate  accounts  which  deal  with  the  subject  from 
various  points  of  view  and  at  some  length.  Nothing  written  now 
can  take  the  place  of  these  first-hand,  spirited  narratives,  but  the 
main  outlines  of  the  story  may  be  given  here,  together  with  an  oc- 
casional added  bit  of  information  or.  of  documentary  evidence  which 
previous  narrators  perhaps  did  not  have  at  hand.  ^ 

The  old  First  Regiment,  National  Guard,  State  of  Minnesota, 
formed  the  nucleus  of  the  regiment  which,  as  already  related,  was 
mobilized  with  the  other  guard  regiments  at  Camp  Ramsey,  St.  Paul, 
on  April  29,  1898,  and  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  for  the  war  with  Spain  on  May  7  under  the  state-given  desig- 
nation, the  Thirteenth  Regiment  Infantry,  Minnesota  Volunteers. 
This  regiment  was  the  special  pride  of  the  Twin  Cities  whence  most 
of  its  members  were  drawn — Companies  A,  B,  F,  I,  and  L  coming 
from  Minneapolis;  C,  D,  E,  and  H,  from  St.  Paul;  G,  from  Red 
Wing;  K,  from  Stillwater;  and  M,  from  St.  Cloud.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  two  companies,  L  and  M,  were  new,  having 
been  raised  and  added  to  the  original  ten  when  the  First  was  re- 
organized for  war  service.  The  personnel  of  the  regiment,  which 
at  muster  numbered  50  officers  and  979  men,  was  of  a  high  order; 
Colonel  Charles  McC.  Reeve  and  the  other  officers  were  substantial 
citizens  most  of  whom  had  devoted  much  time  for  years  past  to  the 
development  of  the  guard,  and  particularly  of  the  First  Regiment; 
about  twenty  per  cent  of  the  enlisted  men  had  had  national  guard 
training,  and  the  whole  rank  and  file  was  made  up  very  largely  of 
professional  men,  business  men,  tradesmen,  and  college  and  university

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students — young  men  in  the  way,  at  least,  of  attaining  settled  occu- 
pation and  established  position  in  their  several  communities.  "Nearly 
all,"  writes  Lieutenant  Tew,  "felt  capable  of  dignifying  shoulder 
straps,  but  as  there  were  not  commissions  enough  to  go  around, 
patriotism  forbade  any  hesitation  in  taking  up  the  duties  of  private 
soldiers.**  ^ 

There  was  great  rejoicing  in  the  barn-barracks  of  the  Thirteenth 
at  Camp  Ramsey  on  May  12  when  the  regiment  received  orders  to 
join  an  expedition  to  the  Philippine  Islands  to  assist  in  extending 
the  conquest  begun  by  Admiral  Dewey  in  his  destruction  of  the 
Spanish  fleet  in  Manila  harbor  on  May  i.  This  was  the  very  assign- 
ment which  the  regiment  had  sought.  All  over  the  country,  says  a 
noted  war  correspondent,  there  had  been  a  "scramble**  for  an  oppor- 
tunity to  join  this  expedition,  and  it  was  no  small  distinction  for  the 
Thirteenth  Minnesota — one  which  served  to  put  the  regiment  on  its 
mettle  from  the  outset — to  be  included  among  the  very  few  volunteer 
organizations  selected  for  this  mission.  ^

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May  1 6  saw  the  regiment  on  its  way.  If  tjiere  were  heavy  hearts 
among  the  crowd  left  behind  as  the  long  trains  pulled  out,  there  was 
little  outward  sign.  Smiles  and  cheers  and  waving  flags  helped  to 
conceal  the  serious  side  of  what  the  boys  looked  upon  as  a  great  ad- 
venture. The  long  train  ride  across  the  country  was  a  triumphal 
progress:  the  war  spirit  was  strong  in  the  land  at  that  time  and  the 
soldier's  uniform  was  the  open  sesame  to  generous  hearts. 

Arrived  at  San  Francisco  on  the  twenty-first,  the  regiment 
marched  to  Camp  Merritt,  a  temporary  mobilization  center  adjoining 
Golden  Gate  Park,  where  it  was  to  be  outfitted  and  otherwise  pre- 
pared for  the  Philippine  campaign.  Fortunately  the  stay  here  was 
not  to  be  a  long  one  for  the  camp  proved  to  be  unhealthful.  The 
training  begun  at  Camp  Ramsey  was  resumed  with  renewed 
vigor.  The  work  was  hard,  but  it  was  not  all  work.  The 
Minnesota  boys  soon  became  favorites  in  the  city  as  well  as  in 
camp.  Daily,  San  Francisco  moved  out  to  Camp  Merritt  and  com- 
pany streets  were  gay  with  visitors.  Guard  mount  was  always  a 
drawing  feature.  Homes  in  the  city  were  thrown  open  to  men  as 
well  as  to  officers,  and  California  hospitality  became  more  than  a 
tradition.  Flowers  and  fruit  and  daily  invitations  sweetened  army 
fare  and  softened  the  wrench  of  home-leaving.  On  June  17  the 
regiment  gave  an  exhibition  drill  for  the  benefit  of  the  California 
Red  Cross,  and  drew  from  a  local  paper  the  comment:  "Very  fine 
looking  men  those  Minnesota  boys,  well  equipped  and  excellently 
drilled.  They  are  an  example  of  what  volunteers  may  be  and  are 
surpassed  by  few  regulars."  ^  The  twentieth  was  marked  by  the  ar- 
rival of  re-enforcements  from  home  in  the  shape  of  some  three 
hundred  new  men,  obtained,  as  already  described,  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  regiment  to  the  strength  last  required  by  the  war  de- 
partment. 

After  five  weeks  of  varied  life  at  Camp  Merritt  came  the  welcome 
order  to  embark.  Two  expeditions  had  already  set  off  for  the  Philip- 
pines, and  now  a  third,  of  which  the  Thirteenth  was  to  be  a  part,  was 
preparing  to  leave  with  Major  General  Wesley  Merritt,  commander 
of  all  the  expeditionary  forces.  On  June  26  the  regiment — with  the 
exception  of  the  new  recruits,  who  were  to  remain  in  training  for  a 
time^ — broke  camp  and  embarked  on  the  steamship  City  of  Para.

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The  streets  on  the  way  to  the  docks  were  crowded  with  people  cheer- 
ing the  boys.  Yachts,  small  steamers,  and  boats  of  all  kinds,  char- 
tered by  groups  of  admirers,  passed  and  repassed  near  enough  to  the 
transport  to  bombard  the  passengers  with  fruit  and  farewell  messages. 
Anchor  was  weighed  on  the  twenty-seventh  and  the  voyage  to  the 
old  world  which  was  yet  so  amazingly  new  to  the  boys  of  the 
Thirteenth  was  begun  with  happy  auguries.  As  the  fleet — the  City 
of  Para  and  four  other  transports — steamed  toward  the  Golden  Gate, 
whistles  screamed,  cannon  boomed,  bands  played,  and  the  crowd 
along  the  shore  shouted  farewells,  while  numerous  small  boats  fol- 
lowed the  transports  on  the  first  miles  of  the  journey. 

There  was  much  monotony  and  real  discomfort  in  this  forty-day 
floating  home  on  the  City  of  Para.  The  men  were  quartered  in  the 
portion  of  the  ship  known  as  the  "black  hole" — the  lower  deck,  fitted 
with  long  rows  of  bunks  three  tiers  high  and  close  together,  hot  and 
badly  ventilated.  The  army  rations  lacked  variety  and  were  badly 
cooked.  The  water  condensers  were  too  small  to  supply  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  good  water.  It  would  be  too  much  to  say  that  there  was 
no  grumbling,  but  it  was  far  from  general  and  soon  gave  place  to 
a  realization  and  acceptance  of  war's  conditions.  Seasickness  was  an 
almost  universal  malady,  but  after  the  second  night,  when  the  wind 
quieted  and  the  ocean  became  literally  pacific,  life  took  on  a  happier 
hue.  The  long  hot  days  on  a  breathless  sea  were  varied  with  many 
diversions,  and  cool,  beautiful  evenings  brought  real  enjoyment. 
There  were  physical  exercises  followed  by  shower  baths  from  a  big 
rubber  hose  on  deck,  band  concerts  and  improvised  theatricals,  books 
and  magazines  provided  by  the  friends  at  home,  a  Bible  class,  a  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  and  Sunday  services  conducted  by  the  chaplain.  Among  ap- 
preciated gifts  toward  the  comforts  of  the  voyage  was  a  box  of  sheets, 
pillowcases,  and  pajamas  for  the  hospital  ward,  and  a  store  of  jellies, 
jams,  preserves,  and  the  like,  which  proved  their  value  when  to  sick 
and  half-sick  boys  to  "taste  like  home"  was  to  have  magic  power  of 
healing. 

At  Honolulu  on  July  5  came  the  first  touch  with  alien  scenes  and 
people.  The  city  surrendered  before  assault  was  attempted  and  to 
the  captors  gave  its  best.  Every  resident,  white  and  native,  seemed 
anxious  to  offer  expression  of  good  will. 

On  the  eighth  the  regiment  started  on  the  last  and  longest  lap  of 
the  voyage,  leaving  four  of  its  members — two  of  whom  were  never  to 
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resume  their  travels — in  the  hospital  at  Honolulu.  Inevitably  before 
many  days  the  long  monotony  on  shipboard  began  to  tell  on  the  spirits 
of  the  troops  and  in  turn  to  affect  the  health  of  the  command.  The 
sick-list  grew  from  day  to  day,  and  the  serious  side  of  the  undertaking 
was  further  brought  home  to  the  men  by  the  burial  at  sea  of  one  of 
their  comrades.  But  at  length,  on  the  twenty-third,  the  Ladrone  Is- 
lands were  passed,  and  when  the  boys  awoke  on  the  twenty-ninth  the 
hills  of  Luzon  were  in  distant  view.  On  Sunday,  July  31,  the  fleet 
steamed  into  Manila  harbor  to  the  music  of  cheers  from  Dewey's 
ships  at  anchor  there.  Here  indeed  was  a  sight  to  revive  drooping 
spirits:  eight  American  battleships  and  a  dozen  transports  rode  at 
anchor,  with  despatch  boats  and  tugs  circling  around,  while  here  and 
there  above  the  waters  of  the  harbor  rose  the  masts  of  the  sunken 
Spanish  ships — symbols  of  an  empire  crumbling  and  an  empire  build- 
ing. 

The  City  of  Para  anchored  off  Cavite  about  seven  miles  south  of 
Manila.  The  southwest  monsoon  was  blowing  and  a  high  and  dan- 
gerous surf  made  it  impossible  to  undertake  the  disembarkation  until 
August  7,  when  a  landing  was  made  at  Paranaque  about  half  way 
between  Cavite  and  Manila.  Even  then  the  operation  was  an  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  one,  and  one  in  which,  according  to  disinterested 
and  competent  observers,  the  Minnesota  colonel  and  his  men  dis- 
played exceptional  resourcefulness  and  efficiency.^  From  Paranaque 
the  regiment  marched  northward  a  mile  and  a  half  along  the  beach 
to  Camp  Dewey,  where  the  earlier  arrivals  had  taken  up  their  quarters 
in  a  peanut  field — the  only  large  piece  of  solid,  open  ground  in  a  region 
full  of  rice  swamps  and  bamboo  thickets.  Here  for  a  day  or  two 
the  Thirteenth  was  to  rest  and  recuperate  as  best  it  might  in  the  rain 
and  mud  and  humid  heat  of  the  tropical  rainy  season  and  with  scant 
supplies  of  water  and  provisions.  There  Was  little  complaint  for 
Manila  had  not  yet  fallen  and  everyone  knew  there  would  soon  be 
real  work  to  be  done. 

The  city  was  held  by  a  force  of  over  thirteen  thousand  Spanish 
troops,  but  for  three  months  it  had  been  at  the  mercy  of  Dewey's 
squadron,  and  communication  and  supplies  had  been  cut  off  not  only 
by  sea  but  also  by  land  where  a  force  of  some  twelve  thousand  in-

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surgent  Filipinos  had  pressed  in  from  all  sides  and  was  now  threat- 
ening the  Spanish  outer  defenses.  Dewey  had  refrained  from  attack 
pending  the  arrival  of  an  American  land  force  strong  enough  to  oc- 
cupy the  city  after  its  capture,  and  in  the  meantime  the  Filipinos  had 
taken  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  their  long  struggle  for 
independence. 

Like  the  Cubans,  the  Filipinos  had  been  in  more  or  less  constant 
rebellion  against  their  Spanish  rulers  for  years.  In  May,  shortly 
after  the  naval  battle  of  Manila,  Don  Emilio  Aguinaldo,  one  of  the 
exiled  leaders  of  a  recent  uprising,  returned  to  the  islands  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  American  naval  authorities  raised  an  insurgent 
force  which  presently  completed  the  blockade  of  the  city.  He  also 
proclaimed  an  independent  government  with  headquarters,  first  at 
Cavite,  and  later,  when  the  Americans  desired  to  occupy  Cavite,  at 
the  neighboring  town  of  Bacoor.  Up  to  a  certain  point,  the  objects  of 
the  besieging  forces  coincided,  both  seeking  the  overthrow  of  the 
Spanish  power  in  the  Philippines;  but  the  Filipinos  aimed  at  inde- 
pendence, not  a  mere  change  of  masters,  while  the  Americans,  acting 
under  instructions  from  a  cautious  home  government,  contemplated 
taking  full  control  for  the  time  being  without  making  any  promises 
as  to  the  ultimate  disposition  of  the  islands.  The  assistance  already 
rendered  by  the  Filipinos  had  not  been  unwelcome,  but  so  far  from 
desiring  insurgent  participation  in  the  impending  capture  and  sub- 
sequent control  of  the  city  of  Manila,  the  Americans  sought  as  tactfully 
as  possible  to  avoid  it.  In  like  manner  it  was  their  duty,  if  only  for 
humanity's  sake,  to  prevent  armed  insurgents  from  entering  the  city 
in  the  wake  of  the  American  army  for  the  rebels  had  many  old  scores 
to  settle  and  would  probably  indulge  in  barbarous  reprisals  if  given  a 
chance.  The  Americans,  therefore,  had  not  only  to  deal  with  the 
Spaniards,  but  to  out-maneuver  and  control  the  insurgents  without 
incurring  their  hostility.  In  this  the  Americans,  with  remarkable 
forbearance,  were  to  succeed,  though  the  insurgents  were  everywhere 
underfoot,  as  it  were,  and  their  presence  was  to  occasion  a  more  de- 
termined resistance  on  the  part  of  the  Spaniards  than  would  other- 
wise have  been  offered. 

The  American  land  force  now  numbered  over  ten  thousand  men, 
organized  as  the  Second  Division,  Eighth  Army  Corps,  and  assembled 
for  the  most  part  at  Camp  Dewey.    The  only  approaches  to  the  city 
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to  the  north  were  along  the  open  beach  and  the  Calle  Real,  a  road 
skirting  the  bay  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the  shore  at 
this  point,  and  along  a  parallel  road,  less  than  half  a  mile  farther  in- 
land, running  northward  through  the  villages  of  Pasay  and  Cingalon 
and  bounded  on  the  east  by  impassable  rice  swamps.  Cutting  across 
these  approaches  at  right  angles,  about  half  way  between  the  camp 
and  the- walled  portion  of  the  city  of  Manila,  were  the  Spanish  outer 
defenses — a  line  of  earthworks  extending  from  Fort  San  Antonio  de 
Abad  on  the  coast  to  Blockhouse  No.  14  commanding  the  Pasay  road, 
and  thence  northeast  and  north  around  the  city.  The  Americans  first 
to  arrive  had  established  a  line  of  trenches  from  the  beach  to  the 
Pasay  road  about  two  miles  north  of  the  camp  and  within  a  few 
hundred  yards  of  the  Spanish  position,  whence  a  desultory  fire  had  been 
directed  against  the  invaders.  It  was  here,  on  the  night  of  August 
10,  that  the  boys  of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  had  their  first  taste  of 
actual  warfare.  To  be  sure  the  firing  had  ceased  for  the  time  being, 
but  none  could  tell  what  the  next  move  of  the  enemy  might  be,  and 
the  Thirteenth  had  to  stand  guard  through  the  long  night,  in  rain  and 
water  and  mud,  ready  for  any  eventuality. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  third  expedition,  the  American  command- 
ers were  in  a  position  to  take  action.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Spaniards 
would  yield  peaceably  in  the  face  of  certain  defeat,  and  they  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  but  Spanish  military  tradition  forbade 
surrender  without  some  show,  at  least,  of  resistance.  In  the  morning 
on  August  13,  therefore,  the  fleet  opened  fire  on  the  forts  and  on  the 
trenches  south  of  the  city,  while  on  land  the  Second  Brigade,  under 
Brigadier  General  Francis  V.  Greene,  advanced  along  the  beach  and  the 
Calle  Real  upon  Fort  San  Antonio,  and  the  First  Brigade,  under  Brig- 
adier General  Arthur  MacArthur,  with  a  battalion  of  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  in  the  lead,  advanced  along  the  Pasay  road  toward  Block- 
house No.  14  and  Cingalon.  Among  the  opposing  leaders  it  had  been 
"understood*'  that  no  serious  opposition  would  be  encountered,  but 
that  the  city  would  capitulate  after  having  had  a  taste  of  the  gimfire 
from  the  fleet  and  the  artillery.  Thus,  in  the  main,  it  turned  out,  but 
on  the  right,  along  the  Pasay  road  and  especially  at  Cingalon,  a  real 
fight  developed  in  which  men  of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  took  a 
leading  part.  This  portion  of  the  front  could  not  be  effectively  shelled 
from  the  harbor;  the  Spaniards  here  supposed  they  were  dealing 
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primarily  with  insurgents ;  and  the  white  flag  flown  from  the  city  wall 
shortly  before  noon  was  not  visible  to  the  combatants,  the  struggle 
continuing  for  a  time  even  after  the  surrender. 

Colonel  Reeve's  report  to  the  acting  assistant  adjutant  general  of 
the  brigade  briefly  records  the  experience  of  his  regiment  on  this 
occasion: 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  orders  received  from  Gen.  Arthur  Mac- 
Arthur,  commanding  the  First  Brigade,  Second  Division,  Eighth  Army 
Corps,  I  moved  with  my  regiment,  comprising  three  battalions  of  four 
companies  each,  from  Camp  Dewey  at  6:30  a.  m.  August  13,  and  marched 
through  the  town  of  Passai  along  the  direct  road  to  Manila.  At  7 :45  a.  m. 
I  arrived  at  the  general  line  of  our  earthworks,  where  I  was  directed  to 
leave  the  Second  and  Third  battalions,  consisting  of  Companies  C,  H,  D, 
E,  and  I,  F,  B,  and  A,  and  proceeded  with  the  First  Battalion,  consisting 
of  Companies  K,  L,  M,  and  G,  to  a  position  on  the  extreme  left  of  the 
First  Brigade,  where  we  occupied  an  abandoned  line  of  insurgent  earth- 
works directly  in  front  and  to  the  left  of  Spanish  blockhouse  No.  14. 
At  about  10:20  I  was  directed  to  bring  up  the  Second  Battalion,  and  at 
10:30  I  advanced  with  the  First  and  Second  battalions  past  our  earth- 
works, throwing  out  a  strong  line  of  skirmishers  from  Companies  K  and 
L.  Near  blockhouse  14  I  was  directed  to  detach  one  company  (M)  to- 
ward the  blockhouse,  in  which  vicinity  and  scouting  to  the  front  they 
remained  during  the  entire  action.  I  here  threw  out  two  lines  of  skir- 
mishers in  my  front  under  command  of  Captain  Masterman,  Company  K, 
and  First  Sergeant  Head,  of  Company  L,  both  of  which  were  withdrawn 
after  a  time,  joining  the  main  column  before  arriving  at  Cingalon.  With 
the  remaining  seven  companies  we  proceeded  in  column  of  fours  along 
the  main  road,  assisting  the  Astor  Battery  to  move  their  guns  over  the 
earthworks  at  the  burning  magazine  [a  blockhouse  just  south  of  Cingalon 
had  been  fired,  causing  a  continuous  explosion  of  small-arms  ammunition 
stored  there].  Immediately  after  passing  this  point  I  was  ordered  under 
heavy  fire  to  throw  out  a  company  to  protect  the  left  flank,  and  Company 
D  was  detached  for  this  purpose. 

We  reached  the  church  at  Cingalon  with  six  companies  of  the  First 
and  Second  battalions,  and  being  in  advance  of  other  troops  I  was  com- 
manded to  throw  out  a  line  of  skirmishers  to  the  right  and  front  and  to 
establish  a  point  in  the  road,  immediately  in  our  front,  along  which,  we 
had  been  advancing.  A  detachment  of  Company  K  was  thrown  out  to 
the  right;  detachments  of  Companies  C  and  H  to  the  left,  and  the  point 
established  in  the  road  under  Lieutenant  Lackore,  of  Company  L,  with 
8  men  and  a  sergeant,  100  yards  from  the  Spanish  earthworks.  These 
men  remained  in  position  in  the  road  and  under  such  cover  as  they  could 
obtain  until  warned  that  the  [Astor]  battery  were  about  to  fire  from  a 
point  50  yards  in  their  rear.  When  they  were  withdrawn  to  the  side  of 
the  road,  and  the  firing  increasing  greatly,  Lieutenant  Lackore  was  or- 
dered back  by  Captain  Spear,  of  Company  E,  for  reenforcements.  Com- 
pany G,  Captain  Seebach,  was  sent  forward  and  strengthened  the  line 
already  formed.     With  the  failure  to  discharge  the  guns,  after  assisting 
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the  artillery  to  get  the  pieces  out  of  the  road,  the  line  fell  back  about  lOO 
yards  from  the  front,  to  the  crossroad  by  the  church.  Captain  Bjorn- 
stad  and  a  portion  of  Company  H,  occupying  a  position  to  the  left  and 
directly  across  the  road  in  advance  of  the  crossroad  at  the  church,  main- 
tained their  position  until  the  command  "Cease  firing"  was  given  [about 

1:30]. 

The  Third  Battalion,  owing  to  some  confusion  of  orders,  and  Com- 
pany M,  detached,  did  not  arrive  at  the  front  during  the  action,  although 
Companies  I  and  F  were  exposed  to  a  plunging  fire  from  the  Spanish 
line,  losing  i  man  killed  and  3  wounded. 

Owing  to  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  ground,  covered  as  it  was  with 
a  dense  growth  of  tropical  vegetation,  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  observe 
the  individual  conduct  of  the  men  under  my  command.  Exposed  to  a 
vyithering  fire  from  an  unseen  enemy,  all  did  their  duty  with  coolness, 
intelligence,  and  courage,  being  inspired  by  the  example  of  the  general 
commanding,  whose  utter  disregard  of  personal  danger  prevented  what 
otherwise  might  have  proved  a  serious  disaster.  In  this  connection  I 
desire  to  commend  the  ponspicuous  daring  of  Captain  Bjornstad  (severe- 
ly wounded),  the  bravery  of  Captains  Seebach  (severely  wounded),  Spear, 
and  Metz ;  of  Lieutenants  Lackore,  Trowbridge,  Bunker,  Falk,  and  Garce- 
lou ;  of  Sergeant-Major  Loye,  and  the  intelligent  dispositions  made  under 
heavy  fire  by  Captains  Masterman  and  Morgan. '^ 

The  following  enlisted  men  also  received  special  mention  in  a 
memorandum  accompanying  the  report: 

Privates  W.  D.  Bowen,  Company  F;  Berndt,  Company  C;  Peake, 
Company  G;  Thorsel,  (wounded).  Company  F;  Widman,  A.  J.  Weidle, 
W.  J.  Worthington,  L.  H.  Wallace  (wounded)  and  Corporal  E.  O. 
Cowden,  all  of  Company  H.® 

The  Thirteenth  had  indeed  had  its  **baptism  of  fire.**  Major 
Arthur  M.  Diggles,  writing  to  the  Pioneer  Press,  said:  **We  were,  in 
fact,  exposed  to  the  heaviest  firing  of  the  battle.  .  .  .  Some  of 
our  men  were  on  the  fighting  line  during  the  whole  day,  and  for 
bravery  and  endurance  they  deserve  the  highest  praise.**^  Nor — as 
might  be  inferred  from  most  of  the  accounts — did  the  front  line  en- 
dure all  the  hardships  and  risks,  according  to  comments  appearing 
from  time  to  time  in  letters  written  home  by  Second  Lieutenant  Carl 
L.  Stone,  of  Company  F,  Third  Battalion.  "We  had  a  fight,  of 
course,"  he  wrote  on  the  sixteenth,  "and  I  know  what  it  is  like  to  have 
some  one  shoot  a  million  hornets  or  wasps  at  you.  .  .  .  The 
worst  of  it  was  that  we  in  our  battalion,  which  was  in  support,  had  to

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lie  back  and  take. the  whole  fire  of  the  Spanish  and  never  fire  a  shot 
in  return."  Continuing  later — "when  we  were  ordered  up  we  got  in 
to  the  swamp  and  the  woods  and  all  the  time  under  a  heavy  fire  that 
went  over  the  heads  of  those  in  front  As  the  Spaniards  were  firing 
high  all  the  time  most  of  the  fire  was  over  our  heads  even,  but 
enough  was  going  low  to  instantly  kill  the  trumpeter  of  I  company,  and 
to  get  Hanson  of  F.  through  the  shoulder  and  Little. of  F.  through 
the  leg/'  "The  fact  is  it  was  not  much  of  a  fight,"  was  his  last  com- 
ment, "but  only  the  absolute  inability  of  the  Spaniards  to  hit  anything 
except  by  the  merest  accident,  prevented  our  regiment  being  cut  all 
to  pieces,  as  we  had  the  fire  of  over  2000  infantry  men  and  five  field 
guns  directed  against  us  for  forty-five  minutes.  At  that,  we  had  no 
one  fatally  hurt  in  the  front  line."^** 

The  number  of  casualties  in  the  Minnesota  regiment  was  greater 
than  that  of  all  other  regiments  combined — if  two  disabled  by  the 
heat,  and  one  by  accident,  are  counted.  Archibald  R.  Patterson,  bu- 
gler of  Company  I  and  one  of  the  old  members  of  national  guard  days, 
was  shot  and  instantly  killed  while  the  Third  Battalion  was  advancing 
from  Blockhouse  No.  14  to  Cingalon  church;  Sergeant  Charles  Burn- 
sen,  of  Company  G,  died  three  days  later  from  wounds  received  at 
this  time,  while  the  number  of  others  wounded  included  three  officers 
and  nineteen  men — a  total  of  twenty-six  members  of  the  regiment 
killed  or  disabled  during  the  action. 

Said  General  MacArthur  in  his  report: 

The  combat  of  Singalong  can  hardly  be  classified  as  a  great  military 
event,  but  the  involved  terrain  and  the  prolonged  resistance  created  a  very 
trying  situation,  and  afforded  an  unusual  scope  for  the  display  of  mili- 
tary qualities  by  a  large  number  of  individuals. 

The  cool,  determined,  and  sustained  efforts  of  Colonel  Reeve,  of 
the  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  contributed  very  materially  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  discipline  and  marked  efficiency  of  his  regiment. 

The  splendid  bravery  of  Captains  Bjornstad  and  Seebach,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Lackore,  of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  all  wounded,  and,  finally, 
the  work  of  the  soldiers  of  the  first  firing  line  ...  all  went  to  make 
up  a  rapid  succession  of  individual  actions  of  unusual  merit."

The  peace  protocol  with  Spain  had  been  signed  the  day  before  the 
battle,  but  news  of  it  did  not  reach  Manila  until  August  i6.  There- 
after, while  the  final  peace  was  being  negotiated,  it  became  the  duty 
of  the  American  commander — Major  General  Elwell  S.  Otis  presently 
succeeding  General  Merritt — to  preserve  order  and  protect  life  and 
property,  restraining  insurgent  activities  against  the  Spaniards,  and 
pursuing  as  conciliatory  a  course  as  possible  toward  all.  This  became 
increasingly  difficult  as  Aguinaldo  and  his  officers  became  more  and 
more  arrogant.  Upon  the  fall  of  Manila,  Aguinaldo  had  demanded 
joint  occupation;  this  was  denied,  and  bands  of  insurgents  which  in- 
fested Malate,  Ermita,  and  other  outlying  districts  were  requested, 
finally  under  threat  of  force,  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  city.  Agui- 
naldo then  accused  American  representatives  of  broken  faith  and  the 
relations  between  the  American  and  the  insurgent  forces  became  ex- 
ceedingly strained.  The  insurgent  capital  was  moved  from  Bacoor  to 
Malolos  on  the  Manila  and  Dagupan  Railway  about  twenty  miles  north 
and  west  of  Manila,  where  the  insurgent  leaders  organized  an  under- 
mining campaign,  issuing  edicts,  proclamations,  and  manifestoes  in- 
tended to  discredit  the  motives  of  the  Americans  and  foment  antag- 
onism. They  continued,  also,  to  strengthen  their  lines,  misconstruing 
the  conciliatory  attitude  of  the  Americans  as  a  sign  of  weakness. 
Meanwhile  the  American  troops  remained  in  the  city  as  its  guardians, 
endeavoring  to  protect  people  and  property  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  capitulation. 

After  the  battle  of  Manila  the  Thirteenth  was  quartered  for  a  few 
days  in  Malate,  the  southernmost  suburb  of  the  city,  doing  outpost 
duty.  On  August  22,  the  regiment  was  assigned  to  the  Separate  Bri- 
gade, Eighth  Army  Corps,  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  Robert 
P.  Hughes,  becoming  part  of  the  provost  guard,  or  military  police, 
of  Manila.  In  this  service  the  regiment  was  to  continue  for  seven 
long  months,  the  several  companies  being  distributed  over  the  city — 
some  in  the  walled  town,  and  others  in  the  surrounding  districts,  in- 
cluding the  Tondo,  Binondo,  Santa  Cruz,  Quiapo,  Sampaloc,  and  San 
Miguel  districts  north  across  the  Rio  Pasig  from  the  walled  city,  and 
the  southern  suburbs,  Paco  and  Ermita.  Colonel  Reeve,  "for  gal- 
i^Alger,  The  Spanish- American  War,  339  (New  York  and  London,  1901). 
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lant  and  meritorious  services  in  the  campaign  of  Manila/*  was  pro- 
moted brigadier  general  and  appointed  deputy  provost  marshal  and 
chief  of  police  of  Manila,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Frederick  W.  Ames, 
promoted  colonel,  assuming  command  of  the  regiment  September  24. 

The  policing  of  the  city  was  an  assignment  uncoveted  but  of  im- 
mense importance.  It  required  and  developed  the  highest  qualities 
of  the  soldier — courage,  alertness,  and  resourcefulness.  It  meant  pro- 
tecting the  city  from  evils  seen  and  unseen,  from  physical  assault  and 
moral  deterioration.  The  town  was  unknown  to  the  men  and  the  large 
majority  of  the  population  was  unfriendly  to  the  newcomers.  The 
customs  of  the  town  were  strange,  and  the  language,  incomprehensible. 

From  the  very  outset,  also,  there  was  constant  danger  of  attack, 
covert  or  open,  by  insurgents  or  insurgent  sympathisers:  as  Lieuten- 
ant Stone,  writing  home  five  days  after  the  occupation  of  the  city, 
phrased  it — "we  are  not  positive  yet  that  we  are  not  going  to  have 
trouble  with  the  insurgents,  they  are  very  sore  at  us  for  not  letting 
them  come  in  and  'raise  cain.*  ..."  But  the  Thirteenth  and 
other  American  troops  soon  demonstrated  their  ability  to  handle  the 
situation:  reporting  to  the  war  department  upon  his  departure  from 
the  islands,  General  Merritt  said: 

.  .  .  great  changes  for  the  better  have  taken  place  in  Manila 
since  the  occupancy  of  the  city  by  the  American  troops.  The  streets 
have  been  cleaned  under  the  management  of  General  MacArthur,  and 
the  police,  under  Colonel  Reeve,  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  were  most  pro- 
ficient in  preserving  order.  A  stranger  to  the  city  might  easily  imagine 
that  the  American  forces  had  been  in  control  for  months  rather  than 
days.^^ 

During  this  period,  a  number  of  the  officers  were  relieved  from 
duty  with  the  regiment  and  detailed  to  various  important  positions  in 
the  administration  of  the  city:  Major  Edwin  S.  Bean  became  com- 
mander of  Bilibid  Prison,  Manila's  largest  and  most  important  penal 
institution ;  Major  Arthur  M.  Diggles,  a  summary  court  officer ;  Major 
Reynaldo  J.  FitzGerald,  chief  operating  surgeon  at  the  First  Reserve 
Hospital;  Captain  Arthur  A.  Law,  a  surgeon  with  the  ambulance 
corps  and  at  the  Second  Division  Hospital ;  First  Lieutenant  Harry  L. 
Keiler,  Company  B,  commissary  officer,  First  Brigade,  Second  Divi- 
sion; First  Lieutenant  Milford  L.  Merrill,  Company  D,  disbursing 
officer  at  Bilibid  Prison;  First  Lieutenant  Charles  A.  Clark,  Company 
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E,  aide  to  Brigadier  General  Hughes;  Second  Lieutenant  Charles  R. 
Trowbridge,  Company  E,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  military  information ; 
Captain  Frank  T.  Corriston,  Company  I,  judge  of  the  inferior  prov- 
ost court  of  the  Binondo  district ;  Second  Lieutenant  John  F.  Cham- 
bers, Company  I,  marshal  of  the  superior  provost  court;  and  First 
Lieutenant  Harry  D.  Lackore,  Company  L,  in  charge  of  the  city 
electric  lighting  plant. 

The  band  toward  which  the  friends  at  home  had  contributed  so 
generously  was  a  special  pleasure  at  this  time  as  it  had  been  on  ship- 
board. It  was  also  a  great  favorite  with  the  people  of  Manila,  and 
it  became  the  fashionable  thing  to  attend  the  concerts  whenever  the 
Minnesota  band  played.  Invitations  to  play  in  the  public  parks  and  on 
the  warships  in  the  harbor  multiplied,  but  it  was  in  its  ministry  to 
the  boys  from  Minnesota  that  the  band  justified  itself.  Money  from 
the  regimental  fund,  also  generously  provided  by  the  home  folks,  made 
possible  the  establishment  of  a  regimental  hospital,  intended  chiefly 
for  those  unable  to  do  duty  but  not  sick  enough  to  demand  the  closest 
attention.  The  diet  kitchen  was  planned  as  the  real  feature,  since 
in  many  cases  that  was  far  more  important  than  the  dispensary.  The 
hospital  was  established  in  the  former  home  of- a  Spanish  nobleman 
lately  returned  to  Spain — a  summer  residence  in  a  suburb  south  of  the 
walled  city.  Half  a  block  of  good  solid  ground  lay  between  the  house 
and  the  low-lying  beach  of  the  bay,  thus  removing  it  from  the  swampy 
conditions  so  prevalent  in  the  town  and  so  undesirable  for  men  wasted 
by  fever.  Here  at  different  times  many  members  of  the  regiment 
found  a  cool,  clean  bed,  good  food,  a  restful  atmosphere — a  real  chance 
to  "brace  up."  The  convalescent  hospital  on  Corregidor  Island  at  the 
entrance  to  Manila  Bay  also  became  a  temporary  home  to  some  of 
the  Minnesota  boys  struggling  back  to  health  after  a  bout  with  small- 
pox or  typhoid,  the  ever-stalking  shadows  of  the  garrison  life  of  that 
day  and  country. 

The  long  months  of  unwelcome  duty  in  the  provost  guard  were 
often  grumbled  about,  but  the  work  was  done  and  done  effectively. 
Evidently  thoughts  of  real  food  were  often  with  the  boys  in  those 
days:  one  of  them  said  after  his  return  to  the  United  States,  **We 
soon  tired  of  rice.  We  spent  all  the  money  we  could  get  hold  of  for 
something  different  from  rice,  sour  biscuit  and  poor  bread.  I  think 
more  about  what  I  want  to  eat  since  I  got  back  to  America  than  of 
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anything  else."  Pay  day  came  bi-monthly:  the  officers'  pay,  ranging 
upwards  from  $125  per  month  in  gold,  seemed  a  considerable  sum 
when  changed  at  the  rate  of  two  to  one  in  Spanish  or  Mexican  silver; 
even  the  private's  two  months'  pay  brought  $62.40  when  changed  into 
the  currency  of  the  country  and  lifted  him  to  temporary  affluence. 
Most  welcome  were  the  mails  from  home:  sometimes  more  than  a 
month  stretched  its  waiting  days  between  mails,  but  whether  month 
or  fortnight,  the  word  that  a  mail  steamer  was  in  harbor  brought  one 
of  the  exciting  moments  of  garrison  life.  Both  letters  and  home 
newspapers  were  read  with  absorbing  interest:  of  the  latter,  Dr. 
Harry  P.  Ritchie,  acting  regimental  surgeon,  wrote:  'While  the  na- 
tional questions  take  our  attention  we  like  to  look  over  the  list  of 
marriages  and  the  notes  from  High  wood  and  Hamline,  and  if  John 
Smith  was  run  over  by  the  street  car  we  rumble  around  in  our  brain 
cells  and  remember  that  we  went  to  Franklin  school  with  him  and 
wonder  if  he  is  hurt  much.  That  is  the  kind  of  news  we  read  with  the 
greatest  interest.     .     .     .     "  ^^ 

Christmas  in  the  tropics  brought  no  reindeer's  sleigh  with  frost- 
draped  Santa  Claus,  but  his  spirit  came  overseas  with  the  tightly 
sealed  tin  boxes  arriving  by  transport  two  days  before  Christmas. 
The  friends  at  home  had  left  no  man  unremembered  and  Christ- 
mas Eve  saw  the  opening  of  the  boxes  from  which  flowed  in  seemingly 
unending  stream  everything  from  silk  handkerchiefs  to  shaving  soap. 
There  were  shouts  and  laughter  in  plenty,  but  there  was  also  a  queer 
huskiness  in  many  voices  and  a  studied  avoidance  of  comrades*  eyes. 
There  was  no  skiing  down  frozen  slopes,  no  skating  on  the  Rio  Pasig, 
but  there  were  warm  sunshine  and  good  comradeship  and  the  hope, 
already  strong,  that  the  homeward  journey  would  not  be  long  de- 
layed. Each  company  had  a  special  dinner.  At  the  regimental  hos- 
pital fifty  convalescents  sat  down  to  a  spread  in  which  turkeys  figured 
prominently  for  those  permitted  to  eat  them,  and  chicken  soup  for 
the  men  on  liquid  diet. 

The  peace  treaty  was  signed  in  Paris  on  December  10,  and  from 
that  time  on  the  restlessness  and  dissatisfaction  of  the  Filipinos  be- 
came increasingly  apparent;  to  them,  ratification  of  the  treaty  would 
bring  only  a  change  of  masters  for  by  its  terms  the  Philippines  were 
to  be  ceded  to  the  United  States.    On  December  21  President  McKin- 

'^^Pioneer  Press,  December  24,  1898. 
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ley  issued  a  proclamation  declaring  the  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States,  and  adding  that  "the  military  government  heretofore  main- 
tained by  the  United  States  in  the  city,  harbor,  and  bay  of  Manila  is 
to  be  extended  with  all  possible  dispatch  to  the  whole  of  the  ceded  ter- 
ritory."^^ This  proclamation  was  pubUshed  in  Manila  and  to  it  Agui- 
naldo  replied  charging  the  Americans  with  broken  faith  and  announc- 
ing his  intention  to  begin  hostilities  if  they  should  undertake  to  extend 
their  dominion  in  the  Visayas,  or  Philippines,  by  force.  When  this 
manifesto  was  posted  on  the  walls  of  the  city,  the  native  population 
began,  to  a  great  extent,  to  leave  the  city  for  the  provinces,  many 
joining  the  insurgent  army. 

On  February  4,  1899,  after  a  month  of  increasing  tension  and 
frequent  alarms,  an  insurgent  patrol,  entering  American  territory  in 
disregard  of  orders  to  halt,  succeeded  in  drawing  the  fire  of  an  Ameri- 
can sentry,  and  war  was  on.  For  the  next  two  weeks  the  nights  were 
filled  with  skirmishes  with  foes  unseen  and  often  unheard  until  the 
crack  of  a  bullet  gave  warning.  During  this  time  every  able-bodied 
man  in  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  was  under  arms,  squads  patrolling 
the  various  districts  with  orders  to  clear  the  streets.  Bridges  and  river 
front  were  carefully  guarded.  Signalling  by  means  of  lights  from 
housetops  was  detected  and  offenders  were  shot.  The  day  after  the 
outbreak  a  band  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  natives  armed  with 
bolos  and  machetes  attacked  the  patrols  of  Company  C  in  the  Tondo 
district,  but  the  company  turned  out  and  dispersed  the  mob,  and 
thereafter,  for  a  time,  perfect  order  was  maintained  throughout  the 
city. 

Meanwhile  there  was  real  fighting  in  the  trenches  outside  and  the 
Minnesota  men  began  to  chafe  under  the  necessity  of  being  penned  up 
inside  the  city.  Said  Dr.  Ritchie:  'It  has  been  the  greatest  trouble  to 
keep  our  men  in  the  city,  as  they  were  all  crazy  to  get  out  upon  the 
firing  line  and  many  went,  notwithstanding  orders  to  the  contrary. 
Every  regiment  along  the  line  from  North  Dakota  to  Kansas  has  had 
Minnesota  men  with  rifles  and  cartridges.  In  every  skirmish  and 
charge  we  have  been  represented.  ...  I  think  the  whole  regi- 
ment has  been  out.  .  .  .  We  had  some  wounded,  even  if  we  were 
held  in  the  city  as  police."     On  one  occasion,  according  to  Private 
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Bowe,  writing  as  a  participant,  some  twenty  Minnesotans  got  wind  of 
an  attack  to  be  made  by  Company  C  of  the  Kansas  regiment,  and 
"when  Company  C  lined  up  it  was  one  of  the  largest  companies  in  the 
Eighth  Army  Corps."  ^® 

These  "offenders'*  were  court-martialed  when  caught,  for  the 
Thirteenth  had  duties  of  its  own  as  important  as  those  of  any  regi- 
ment on  the  island,  Manila  was  full  of  insurgents  and  insurgent 
sympathisers  and  it  was  only  by  the  tireless  vigilance  of  the  provost 
guard  that  the  city  was  saved  from  wild  disturbances.  Every  district 
and  suburb  contained  a  large  population  of  natives  living  in  bamboo 
shacks  along  dark  alleys  perfectly  adapted  for  the  rendezvous  of  in- 
surrectos.  It  required  no  little  courage  during  the  dark  nights  to 
pass,  singly  or  in  small  squads,  up  and  down  these  dark  alleys.  Thrill- 
ing experiences  occurred  constantly,  day  and  night,  when  the  patrols 
were  fired  upon  and  were  saved  from  disaster  only  by  the  poor  aim 
of  the  Filipinos. 

On  the  night  of  February  22,  occurred  an  anticipated  attempt  at 
an  uprising  within,  combined  with  an  attack  from  without,  the  city. 
Fires,  evidently  set  for  the  purpose  of  diverting  the  attention  of  the 
American  guards,  broke  out  successively  in  the  Santa  Cruz,  Tondo, 
and  Binondo  districts,  and  swept  over  large  areas  before  they  could  be 
brought  under  control.  The  troops  in  the  Santa  Cruz  and  Binondo 
districts,  including  Companies  G,  L,  and  D  of  the  Minnesota  regiment, 
succeeded  in  maintaining  order  without  great  difficulty,  but  in  the  Ton- 
do,  the  northernmost  district  of  the  city,  Companies  C  and  M  were 
attacked  by  a  large  body  of  insurgents  who  had  entered  the  city  from 
the  north  by  fording  a  swamp  to  the  left  of  the  American  line.  The 
attack  was  repulsed  in  the  midst  of  a  raging  conflagration,  and  on  the 
following  day  the  two  Minnesota  companies,  with  detachments  from 
other  regiments,  drove  the  insurgents  out  of  the  city.  This  fight  and 
the  promiscuous  firing  encountered  in  the  other  districts  cost  the  reg- 
iment twelve  wounded,  including  Captain  Noyes  C.  Robinson,  of 
Company  C,  and  one  overcome  by  the  heat. 

On  March  18  rejoicing  came  to  the  regiment  with  the  order,  dated 
March  17,  relieving  the  Thirteenth  from  further  provost  duty  and 
assigning  it  to  the  Third  Brigade,  of  the  Second,  or  General  Mac- 
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Arthur's,  Division,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  General  Robert 
H.  Hall.  So  thorough  had  been  the  work  of  the  regiment,  and  of 
others  associated  with  it,  that  there  was  no  fear  of  another  uprising 
in  the  city  and  the  seasoned  men  of  the  Thirteenth  were  replaced  by  a 
newer  regiment.  Seven  months  of  police  duty  had  given  the  Minne- 
sotans  a  keen  desire  for  active  service  in  the  field:  officers  on  special 
duty  asked  to  be  relieved  and  returned  to  the  regiment,  but  most  of 
them  were  obliged  to  remain  on  their  details. 

For  a  few  days  the  regiment  served  with  the  troops  protecting  the 
source  of  the  city  water  supply.  The  Americans  had  extended  their 
line  to  the  east  and  north  of  the  city  along  the  Santolan  and  Mariquina 
roads,  taking  in  El  Deposito,  or  the  reservoir,  about  three  miles  from 
the  walled  city,  and  extending  out  to  the  pumping  station  three  miles 
farther  east.  Between  March  20  and  24,  the  several  battalions  of 
the  regiment  took  positions  along  this  line:  the  Third  Battalion,  at  the 
reservoir;  the  Second,  along  the  Mariquina  road  to  the  north;  and 
the  First,  along  the  Santolan  road  between  the  reservoir  and  the 
pumping  station.  Numerous  attacks  had  been  made  on  this  line,  and 
on  March  25,  the  regiment  participated  in  a  drive  against  the  insurgents 
to  the  north,  later  known  as  the  battle  of  Mariquina.  After  this  en- 
gagement, in  which  twelve  Minnesotans  were  wounded,  the  regiment 
withdrew  to  the  south,  for  the  most  part  occupying  its  former  stations. 

Coincident  with  the  drive  at  Mariquina,  the  American  forces  north 
of  the  city  advanced  along  the  line  of  the  Manila  and  Dagupan  Rail- 
way in  the  direction  of  Malolos,  the  insurgent  capital,  driving  the 
insurgents  before  them  and  occupying  the  towns  along  the  way.  As 
the  columns  advanced,  other  troops,  including  the  Thirteenth  Minne- 
sota, were  called  upon  to  hold  the  conquered  territory  and  guard  the 
railroad  in  the  rear.  On  March  28  the  regiment  started  for  Caloocan, 
the  first  important  station  north  of  the  city,  under  orders  to  report 
for  service  with  Brigadier  General  Lloyd  Wheaton,  of  the  Third  Bri- 
gade, First  Division,  though  formally  remaining  a  part  of  the  Third 
Brigade,  Second  Division.  The  march  of  about  fifteen  miles  was 
made  in  heavy  marching  order  between  seven  and  eleven  o'clock  at 
night.  Part  of  the  way  led  through  thickets  of  tropical  growth  with 
a  southern  moon  throwing  grotesque  shadows  on  every  side.  The 
boys  were  in  high  spirits,  and  more  than  once,  on  that  march,  as  on 
others  later,  the  *'Ski-u-mah"  of  the  university  men  in  the  regiment 
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rang  out  over  jungle  and  rice  swamp.  That  night  the  men  slept  on  the 
ground  at  Caloocan,  and  at  daybreak  on  the  twenty-ninth  the  regiment 
proceeded  north  eight  miles  by  rail  to  Marilao.  From  this  point  the 
various  companies  were  distributed  along  the  railroad  to  the  north  for 
a  distance  of  about  ten  miles,  the  patrol  thus  established  embracing  the 
stations  of  Bocaue,  Bigaa,  and  Guiguinto,  and  extending  beyond  the 
last-named  place  to  within  two  and  a  half  miles  of  Malolos. 

From  this  time  until  the  latter  part'  of  April,  the  story  of  the 
Thirteenth  is  one  of  almost  daily  skirmishes  under  a  burning  sun,  and 
nightly  attacks,  often  by  superior  numbers,  of  insurgents  hiding  along 
the  track.  The  value  of  the  long  training  in  the  provost  guard  now 
showed  in  the  unshrinking  performance  of  duties  always  arduous  and 
often  dangerous.  It  was  in  the  midst  of  the  hot,  dry  season,  and  there 
were  long  hours  of  patrolling  track  and  bridges  and  of  scouting 
through  difficult  country  under  shriveling  suns.  All  along  the  line 
tall  thickets  of  bamboo  and  old  trenches  thrown  up  by  the  insurgents 
gave  admirable  protection  to  lurking  enemies.  Always  the  possibility 
of  death  in  vengeful  form  awaited  the  turn  of  the  road,  and  upon  the 
alertness  and  courage  of  the  patrols  depended  the  safety  of  comrades 
and  the  success  of  the  expedition  now  driving  ahead  some  miles  to 
the  north. 

For  the  purpose  of  cutting  off  this  expedition  from  its  base  of 
supplies,  the  insurgents,  late  in  the  night  on  April  lo,  launched  a  con- 
certed attack  along  the  entire  Minnesota  line — ^Aguinaldo  himself  di- 
recting the  movement  from  Santa  Maria  three  miles  east  of  Bigaa. 
The  most  determined  attacks  were  made  upon  Companies  C  and  D  at 
Bocaue,  where  the  insurgents  sought  to  destroy  the  railroad  bridge 
across  the  Rio  Santa  Maria.  But  here  and  all  along  the  line  the  at- 
tack was  repulsed — Company  E  and  two  companies  of  the  Oregon 
regiment  going  to  the  assistance  of  Company  C  at  Bocaue — and  by 
six-thirty  in  the  morning  the  enemy  had  been  driven  from  the  vicinity 
of  all  the  stations.  All  companies  of  the  regiment  were  then  as- 
sembled at  Bocaue,  and  on  April  12,  the  Thirteenth,  with  two  bat- 
talions of  the  Oregon  regiment,  under  the  personal  command  of  Gen- 
eral Wheaton,  attacked  and  captured  the  insurgent  stronghold  at 
Santa  Maria,  driving  the  enemy  to  the  north  and  east  beyond.  The 
three  days  fighting  had  cost  the  regiment  two  men  killed,  and  one  officer 
and  twelve  men  wounded.    The  men  had  endured  forty-eight  hours 
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of  almost  continuous  duty  during  days  of  blistering  heat  and  moon- 
less nights  when  ignorance  of  the  enemy's  exact  location  put  increasing 
mental  strain  upon  men  already  physically  exhausted. 

Colonel  Ames  was  taken  ill  at  this  time,  and  thereafter  he  was 
absent  in  hospital  and  on  sick  leave  in  the  United  States  during  the 
remainder  of  the  regiment's  stay  in  the  Philippines.  As  Lieutenant 
Colonel  John  H.  Friedrich  was  also  on  sick  leave,  the  command  now 
fell  to  Major  Diggles. 

For  the  next  few  days  there  were  daily  skirmishes  with  the  in- 
surgents in  the  vicinity  of  Guiguinto.  In  a  sharp  engagement  here  on 
April  21,  the  Americans  inflicted  a  heavy  loss  upon  the  Filipinos  and 
drove  them  back  toward  the  mountains.  This  was  one  of  the  ti'ying 
engagements  of  the  railroad  guard.  Filipinos  were  concealed  in  the 
timber  a  mile  or  two  east  of  the  town.  Under  a  merciless  sun  which 
made  rushing  tactics  dangerous,  the  rifles  sometimes  became  so  hot 
that  only  the  wood  could  be  touched  and  many  had  to  cease  firing  to 
allow  the  guns  to  cool.  Several  men  were  overcome  by  the  heat  and 
carried  unconscious ,  to  camp,  but  in  spite  of  the  fierceness  of  the 
enemy's  fire  only  one  man  was  wounded. 

Two  battalions  were  now  assigned  to  a  provisional  brigade  com- 
manded by  Colonel  Owen  Summers  of  the  Oregon  regiment,  as  part 
of  a  "flying  column"  sent  out  under  Major  General  Henry  W.  Law- 
ton  to  the  east  and  north  of  the  strip  of  railroad  guarded  by  the  Minne- 
sotans.  The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to  capture  all  important 
towns  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  valley  of  the  Rio  Grande  de  la  Pam- 
panga,  destroy  military  stores  of  the  enemy,  and  clear  the  region  of 
insurgent  forces.  The  First  Battalion,  consisting  now  of  Companies 
A,  B,  F,  and  I,  remained  on  the  railroad  patrolling  from  Bigaa  to 
Santa  Isabel,  a  distance  of  about  six  miles.  The  work  here  con- 
tinued hard  and  dangerous,  with  almost  daily  brushes  with  hidden 
enemies,  but  without  the  inspiration  experienced  by  the  two  battalions 
in  the  northern  campaign. 

Captain  Joseph  P.  Masterman,  who  succeeded  to  the  command  of 
the  regiment  before  this  campaign  was  over,  submitted  to  Colonel 
Summers  the  following  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  in  the  Lawton  expedition: 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  movements 
of  and  actions  participated  in  by  the  2nd  and  3rd  Battalions  of  the  13th 
Minn,  from  the  22nd  day  of  April  to  and  including  May  26th,  1899. 

Pursuant  to  orders  from  Headquarters,  2nd  Div.  8th  A.C.,  two 
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battalions  of  the  13th  Minn.,  consisting  of  Go's  K,  L,  M,  and  G,  as 
2nd  Bat.  under  command  of  Capt.  J.  P.  Masterman  and  Go's  G,  D,  E, 
and  H  as  3rd  Batt.  under  command  of  Gapt.  G.  T.  Spear — both  batt. 
under  command  of  Major  Arthur  M.  Diggles,  were  assembled  at  Bocaue 
Bridge  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  April  22nd — command  rationed 
for  10  days  and  provided  with  300  rounds  of  Springfield  45  cal.  am- 
munition and  350  rounds  of  Krag-Jorgensen  30  cal.  ammunition  per  man. 
Upon  arrival  at  Bocaue,  command  was  reported  to  Golonel  Owen  Sum- 
mers, 2nd  Oregon  Infty,  U.  S.  V.,  and  formed  part  of  the  Provisional 
Brigade  under  his  command. 

On  the  morning  of  April  23rd,  brigade  left  Bocaue  and  proceeded 
toward  Norzagaray;  the  13th  Minn,  on  the  left  of  column;  the  3rd  Batt., 
Gapt.  Spear,  as  train  guard.  Enemy  were  encountered  by  the  advance 
about  iy2  miles  from  Norzagaray.  This  regiment  acting  as  reserve  did 
not  take  part  in  the  action.  At  daylight  on  the  24th,  column  with  13th 
Minn,  in  advance  moved  toward  Norzagaray;  enemy  quickly  engaged  by 
2nd  Batt.,  Gapt.  Masterman,  entire  battalion  being  deployed  on  the  firing 
line.  As  it  was  necessary  to  cover  and  protect  flanks  of  2nd  Batt.,  Gapt. 
Spear  promptly  sent  Go.  *'E,"  Lt.  Mellinger,  to  the  right  and  was  soon 
engaged  with  the  other  three  companies,  C,  D,  and  H,  on  the  left  flank 
where  by  vigorous  volleys  checked  a  galling  fire  against  the  2nd  Batt. 
Advance  continued  steadily  driving  the  enemy  from  trenches  into  the 
town  and  finally  across  the  river  where  fire  slackened.  During  the  action 
Sergt.  Wm.  B.  Burlingham,  Go.  "K,'*  wounded  severely  in  the  left 
leg  and  Private  Frank  Whiplinger,  Go.  "D,'*  wounded  in  the  left  wrist. 
Town  was  occupied  and  troops  quartered  in  buildings. 

On  the  afternoon  of  24th  the  3rd  Batt.  under  Gapt.  Spear  was 
ordered  to  make  a  reconnaissance  toward  Angat ;  movement  was  success- 
ful in  developing  position  and  apparent  strength  of  the  enemy.  A  strong 
fire  was  draw^n  against  the  column  but  resulted  in  no  casualties.  On 
April  2Sth,  the  3rd  Batt.,  under  Gapt.  Spear,  formed  part  of  the  com- 
mand sent  out  to  capture  Angat.  The  entire  batt.  took  part  in  the  action 
during  the  advance  upon  the  town,  forming  on  the  right  of  Oregon 
battalion — were  engaged  about  one  and  one-half  hours ;  during  the  action 
Private  A.  T.  Williams,  of  Go.  "E,"  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder.  Bat- 
talion returned  to  camp  at  Norzagaray  in  the  afternoon.  During  the 
absence  of  3rd  Batt.  at  Angat  the  camp  at  Norzagaray  was  attacked  by 
insurgents  from  across  the  river.  Gompanies  K,  L,  and  M  were  quickly 
deployed  along  bank  of  river  and  soon  reduced  the  fire  to  a  desultor}' 
stage  which  continued  during  greater  part  of  the  day ;  no  casualties. 

Golumn  under  Gen.  Lawton  arrived  April  26th.  On  April  27th 
regiment  moved  with  column  and  occupied  Marunco,  forming  rear-guard 
of  entire  column;  on  entering  Angat,  orders  were  received  directing 
Major  Diggles  to  take  command  of  two  battalions  as  reconnoitering 
party,  consisting  of  one  batt.  Oregons  and  2nd  Batt.  13th  Minn.,  Gapt. 
Masterman;  command  forded  river  near  Angat  and  moved  forward  as 
escort  to  division  engineer  officers,  Gapt.  Gase,  scouting  the  country  and 
finally  engaging  the  insurgents  from  the  top  of  high  hill  driving  them 
from  front  and  flanks  of  column ;  movement  continued  by  circuitous  route 
until  about  4  p.  m.,  when  recrossed  the  river  east  of  Marunco  and  reached 
camp  about  5  p.  m.  at  Marunco. 
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April  28th,  remained  in  camp  at  Marunco;  April  29th,  regiment 
moved  across  river  as  part  of  Prov.  Brigade  and  proceeded  toward  San 
Rafael,  the  3rd  Batt.  occupied  right  of  line;  upon  arrival  at  outskirts 
both  3rd  and  2nd  Batt.  were  deployed  and  advanced,  entering  without 
resistance — no  casualties — Regiment  returned  to  Marunco  late  in  the 
afternoon. 

April  30th  remained  in  camp  at  Marunco. 

On  May  ist,  Prov.  Brigade,  Col.  Summers,  again  forded  river  and 
advanced  toward  San  Rafael ;  the  3rd  Batt.  acting  as  train  guard ;  enemy 
were  encountered  and  2nd  Batt.,  Capt.  Masterman,  were  deployed  on 
left  flank  Oregon  regiment,  and  moving  up  the  road  entered  city; 
shortly  after,  enemy  attacked  from  across  the  river  and  2nd  Batt.,  Co. 
"G,"  Lt.  Clark,  and  part  of  Co.  "M,"  all  under  Capt.  Masterman,  sup- 
ported battery  of  field  guns  called  in  action  by  div.  commander,  Co.  "L" 
and  part  Co.  "M,*'  moving  to  the  right  flank ;  action  here  lasted  an  hour 
when  enemy  were  driven  from  their  trenches — casualties  Frank  C.  Lewis, 
Co.  "F,"  shot  through  the  heart  and  instantly  killed.  Private  Lewis  was 
killed  while  entering  the  city  with  wagon  train,  he  at  the  same  time  being 
in  charge  of  cart  for  regt.  surgeon.  He  was  buried  beside  the  tower  of 
the  church  in  San  Rafael. 

On  the  following  morning,  May  2nd,  advance  continued  toward 
Baliuag — this  regiment  on  the  right  of  brigade  and  3rd  Batt.  leading 
column;  enemy  were  engaged  by  3rd  U.  S.  Infty.  and  driven  rapidly 
into  city;  about  noon  both  battalions  of  this  regiment  deployed  on  ex- 
treme right  of  fighting  line  and  took  part  in  swinging  movement  to  the 
rear  and  opposite  side  of  Baliuag;  movement  terminated,  about  4  p.  m. 
There  was  some  firing  on  the  extreme  right  of  2nd  Battalion  but  of  no 
consequence — no  casualties  during  day's  movements.  Regiment  entered 
Baliuag  and  were  quartered  in  buildings. 

May  3rd  in  camp  at  Baliuag.  On  the  morning  of  May  4th,  Prov. 
Brigade  left  Baliuag  advancing  north  toward  San  Miguel.  This  regi- 
ment led  the  advance,  with  2nd  Batt.  as  advance-guard;  at  about  10  a.  m. 
near  outskirts  of  village  of  Maasin,  the  scouts  and  advance  guard,  Co. 
"K,"  became  vigorously  engaged  with  the  enemy;  the  position  of  the 
enemy  was  screened  and  difficult  to  locate  and  the  entire  2nd  Batt.  was 
placed  on  the  line  and  flanks,  extended  by  the  3rd  Batt.,  and  the  advance 
continued  assisted  by  fire  of  Utah  field  piece  under  ist  Sergt.  Anderson, 
Battery  "B,"  and  did  splendid  work — action  lasted  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  when  the  enemy  were  completely  routed.  During  this  engagement 
Priv.  Fred  W.  Buckendorf,  Co.  "L,"  fatally  wounded  in  the  abdomen  and 
Priv.  James  Barret,  Co,  "H,"  wounded  in  the  right  shoulder.  Regiment 
partly  quartered  in  huts  in  village  of  Maasin,  2nd  Batt,  in  shelter  tents 
on  a  piece  of  dry  sand  ground  near  creek  bed. 

May  5th  in  Camp  at  Maasin ;  no  advance :  Priv.  Buckendorf  died  on 
May  5th  and  was  buried  beside  the  tower  of  the  church  at  Baliuag. 

On  May  5th,  four  companies  of  3rd  Batt.  constituted  reconnoiter- 
ing  parties  to  the  front  and  flanks;  this  reconnaissance  resulted  in  the 
capture  and  destroying,  under  orders,  of  some  15,000  bushels  of  rice 
cached  for  the  insurgents. 

May  6th  and  7th  ng  movement  from  Maasin — during  this  period 
at  Maasin  command  was  rerationed. 
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On  May  8th  Co.  "K,"  constituted  part  of  escort  for  brigade  com- 
mander on  personal  reconnaissance.  Maj.  A.  M.  Diggles,  on  his  own 
request,  accompanied  Col.  Summers — the  purpose  of  this  movement  was 
to  develop,  if  necessary,  position  of  enemy  to  enable  engineer  officer  of 
division,  Capt.  Case,  2nd  Oregon,  to  sketch  enemy's  position;  before 
completion  of  movement  enemy  discovered  command  and  opened  a  strong 
and  searching  fire  from  their  trenches  at  San  Ildefonso.  Co.  "K"  was 
deployed  under  cover  of  a  ridge  directly  in  front  and  several  volleys  re- 
turned in  answer  to  enemy's  fire;  when  object  being  accomplished  com- 
mand was  withdrawn.  During  later  part  of  action  Major  A.  M.  Diggles 
was  shot  in  top  of  head,  being  mortally  wounded  and  then  and  there  the 
13th  Minnesota  lost  a  brave  and  fearless  soldier  and  gallant  leader — he 
dying  at  General  Hospital,  Manila,  by  reason  of  wound,  on  May  26th, 
1899. 

May  9th,  loth  and  nth  no  movement  of  regiment  from  camp.  On 
May  1 2th,  Co.  "D,"  Capt.  Metz,  3rd  Batt.  of  this  regiment,  with  one 
company  2nd  Oregon,  constituted  reconnoitering  party  under  command 
Maj.  Eastwick,  2nd  Oregon.  This  command  moved  towards  the  enemy's 
position  at  San  Ildefonso,  supporting  a  similar  movement  of  Young  and 
Harrington,  scouts,  who  had  previously  gone  forward.  By  taking  ad- 
vantage of  natural  cover,  Capt.  Metz  was  enabled  to  successively  move 
into  positions  on  the  flanks  of  the  insurgents  and  after  the  entire  day 
spent  on  the  movements  the  enemy  were  driven  to  within  2j^  miles  of 
San  Miguel;  the  insurgents  early  in  the  day  abandoned  their  strongly 
entrenched  position  on  the  ridge  at  San  Ildefonso.  Company  returned  to 
San  Idlefonso  and  with  balance  of  command  occupied  that  town  for  the 
night — no  casualties.  This  movement  covered  some  12  miles  of  travelling 
and  all  who  participated  deserve  great  credit  for  the  important  results 
without  loss. 

On  morning  of  May  13th,  regiment,  seven  companies,  now  under 
command  of  Capt.  J.  P.  Masterman,  by  orders  from  brigade  head- 
quarters, since  the  wounding  of  Maj.  Diggles  on  May  8th,  formed  rear 
of  column  and  moved  to  San  Ildefonso ;  troops  being  quartered  in  houses. 
From  this  place,  Co.  *'H,"  Capt.  Bjomstad,  3rd  Batt.  and  one  Company 
2nd  Oregon  moved  northward  on  a  reconnaissance  toward  San  Miguel 
supporting  Young  and  Harrington,  scouts.  The  entire  command  drove 
oif  the  insurgents  and  entered  San  Miguel,  Capt.  Bjomstad  sending 
Sergt.  Early,  Co.  '*H,"  with  party  of  15  through  the  town  and  driving 
the  insurgents  three  to  four  miles  northward.  Upon  report  of  capture 
of  San  Miguel,  regiment,  leading  column,  moved  forward  and  reached 
San  Miguel  about  5  p.  m. ;  the  troops  were  very  comfortably  quartered  in 
buildings — casualties  during  the  day:  Private  Albert  E.  Erickson,  Co. 
"H,"  severely  wounded  in  left  arm,  back  and  side.  May  14th  no  movement 
of  regiment  from  San  Miguel.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  isth  received 
orders  to  move  north  toward  San  Isidro,  within  an  hour.  Prov.  Brigade, 
with  this  regiment  in  advance,  2nd  Batt.,  Capt.  Seebach,  forming  advance- 
guard,  moved  promptly  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.  Scouts  reconnoitered  enemy 
near  Salicot  and  Co.  "K,"  Lt.  Walsh,  as  advance  party,  quickly  engaged 
and  by  short  brilliant  action  drove  the  enemy  so  vigorously  that  they 
abandoned  a  strongly  entrenched  line  fully  1200  feet  long  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  creek  at  village  of  Salicot.     Supporting  companies  "L"  and 
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"M"  were  deployed  on  left  and  right  at  beginning  of  engagement,  Co. 
"G,"  covering  interval  between  "K"  and  '*M/'  caused  by  the  latter  com- 
pany driving  toward  right — line  pursued  insurgents  2  miles  beyond  village ; 
enemy  fled  leaving  dead  and  wounded  to  the  number  of  19  on  the  field; 
troops  quartered  in  village  that  night — casualties:  ist  Sergt.  H.  M.  How- 
ard, slightly  wounded  in  right  wrist. 

On  May  i6th,  brigade  moved  forward  toward  San  Isidro,  this  reg- 
iment following  2nd  Oregon,  2nd  Batt.  Minn,  as  rear  and  train  guard. 
By  reason  of  very  difficult  creek  crossing  at  Baluarte,  went  into  camp 
at  this  place,  about  6  miles  from  Salicot  and  four  miles  from  San  Isidro. 
While  at  Baluarte,  scouts  developed  enemy  in  strong  force  in  front  of 
San  Isidro.  On  morning  May  17th,  this  regiment  acted  as  support — 
both  2nd  and  3rd  Batt.  being  deployed  in  Hne  of  skirmishers  and  march- 
ing in  two  parallel  columns  of  files  on  each  side  of  road  covering  the 
advance  of  4  guns,  Scotts'  and  Utah  batteries.  Regiment  took  no 
part  in  the  action  and  entered  the  town  of  San  Isidro  with  column — 
casualties:  Private  Martin  E.  Tew,  sHghtly  wounded  in  right  thigh; 
regiment  was  quartered  in  buildings. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  17th,  the  3rd  Batt.,  Capt.  C.  T.  Spear, 
formed  part  of  command,  under  Major  Eastwick,  that  moved  northeast 
and  occupied  without  resistance,  town  of  Gapan;  command  returned  to 
San  Isidro  on  the  following  morning. 

,  May  i8th  and  19th,  in  camp  at  San  Isidro — no  movement  by  reg- 
iment.^^ 

By  this  time  the  objects  of  the  expedition  had  been  accomplished, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  report  relates  largely  to  the  return  journey, 
which  was  made  without  hostile  encounter.  Leaving  San  Isidro  on 
May  20,  the  Minnesota  battalions  marched  south  along  the  Rio  Grande 
de  la  Pampanga,  and  arrived  at  Calumpit  on  the  railroad  on  the  twenty- 
fourth.  The  next  day  they  were  relieved  and  returned  to  their  former 
duties  a  few  miles  south  along  the  railroad. 

The  expedition  had  lasted  thirty-three  days,  covered  one  hundred 
and  twenty  miles  under  trying  conditions,  captured  twenty-eight  towns, 
and  seized  or  destroyed  large  quantities  of  enemy  stores.  That  is  the 
bare  outline  of  the  record.  To  fill  in  that  outline  it  would  be  necessary 
to  detail  innumerable  hardships  and  constant  demands  for  courage, 
alertness,  and  decision.  The  daily  march  was  under  a  burning  sun 
and  through  brambles,  jungle  growths,  and  swampy  rice  fields.  There 
were  swift  rivers  to  be  crossed  and  precipitous  hills  to  be  climbed. 
Supply  trains  were  delayed  and  hot  meals  were  often  lacking,  and 
always  the  fear  of  ambush  stalked  like  a  shadow  beside  the  men.    The

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campaign  cost  the  regiment  one  killed ;  nine  wounded,  two  mortally ; 
and  seventy-seven  disabled  by  sickness,  heat  exhaustion,  sore  feet,  or 
accident. 

In  concluding  his  report,  Captain  Masterman  said:  "The  services 
of  every  officer  and  enlisted  man  of  my  command  were  in  every  in- 
stance valuable  because  of  the  soldierly  promptness,  energy  and  in- 
terest taken  in  whatever  work  was  to  be  done  and  they  deserve  all 
credit  therefor."  In  the  brigade  report,  Colonel  Summers  recom- 
mended Captain,  now  Major,  Masterman,  and  Captains  Spear  and 
Seebach  for  promotion  "for  meritorious  and  faithful  service  during 
the  campaign,"  calling  attention  to  "their  untiring  efforts  and  faithful 
performance  of  every  duty  assigned  them,  and  furthermore,  the  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  of  same,  as  well  as  their  consideration  of  the 
officers  and  men  under  them."  In  the  order  issued  by  General  Lawton 
to  the  Minnesota  troops  at  the  close  of  the  campaign,,  appear  the 
words:  "The  Commanding  General  in  relieving  this  regiment  desires 
to  express  his  appreciation  of  the  efficiency,  courage  and  uncomplain- 
ing endurance  constantly  shown  by  its  officers  and  men  while  on  this 
expedition."^^ 

Upon  the  reunion  of  the  regiment,  the  last  of  May,  the  line  of 
the  Minnesota  railroad  guard  was  extended  to  the  south,  thereafter 
covering  all  points  between  Guiguinto  and  Caloocan,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Meycauayan.  On  May  27  Major  Bean,  having  been  relieved 
from  special  duty  in  Manila,  assumed  command  of  the  regiment  by 
virtue  of  seniority,  continuing  thus  until  July  13,  when  he  was  re- 
lieved by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Friedrich,  then  recently  returned  from 
the  United  States. 

There  followed  two  difficult  months.  The  rainy  season  had  be-, 
gun,  and  discomfort  was  added  to  monotony.  But  now  the  monot- 
ony began  to  be  lightened  by  real  hope  of  home.  The  regiment  had 
willingly  remained  on  duty  for  several  months  after  it  was  legally 
entitled  to  release  from  service — the  war  with  Spain  being  over — 
and  members  of  the  regiment  had  protested  against  the  efforts  early 
put  forth  by  the  friends  at  home  to  have  the  Thirteenth  returned  to 
the  United  States.     But  jealous  of  the  reputation  of  the  regiment

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though  they  were,  and  willing  to  serve  as  long  as  the  government 
needed  them,  the  men  of  the  Thirteenth  nevertheless  now  looked  for- 
ward with  increased  longing  to  the  time  when  they  could  be  spared 
and  returned  home  with  honor.  So  long  had  they  really  been  think- 
ing of  home  and  so  many  disappointments  had  they  received  as  they 
saw  other  regiments  relieved,  that  the  actual  order  to  Manila  in  prep- 
aration for  sailing  was  hard  to  believe.  They  had  traveled  that 
enchanted  road  so  many  times !  But  it  was  no  illusion  this  time  and 
the  last  days  of  July  and  the  first  days  of  August  saw  the  regiment 
in  barracks  at  Manila,  busily  packing  for  the  homeward  voyage. 

And  in  all  the  riotous  joy  of  these  last  days  the  boys  did  not  for- 
get the  comrades  who  had  sailed  with  them  on  the  outward  journey 
and  who  were  now  to  be  left  asleep  under  the  Southern  Cross.  On 
August  8  the  regiment  formed  in  column  and  marched  to  the  cemetery 
at  Paco,  southeast  of  the  walled  city.  There,  under  tropic  foliage, 
with  state  and  national  colors  floating  above  the  brown  mounds,  the 
Thirteenth  paid  its  tribute  to  those  of  its  number  who  were  now  on 
that  journey  over  seas  uncharted — a  tribute  not  alone  to  those  who 
rested  at  Paco,  but  as  well  to  the  ones  who  slept  near  the  little  church 
at  San  Rafael,  at  Baliuag,  at  Honolulu,  in  the  depths  of  the  Pacific, 
and  back  in  the  homeland. 

On  August  ID,  that  red-letter  day,  the  regiment  embarked  on  the 
transport  Sheridan,  Anchor  was  weighed  on  the  twelfth  and  the  band, 
for  the  first  time  since  leaving  American  shores,  took  up  the  strains  of 
"Home,  Sweet  Home.**  In  a  sense  the  regiment  had  more  than  done 
its  duty:  referring  to  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  among  other  regi- 
ments. Secretary  Alger  later  wrote: 

Any  discussion  of  affairs  in  the  Philippines  would  be  manifestly 
incomplete  which  did  not  include  the  highest  of  eulogiums  upon  the  West- 
ern volunteers  who  remained  in  the  Philippines  fighting  for  their  country's 
honor  after  they  were  legally  entitled  to  discharge  and  return  to  the 
United  States.  The  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  February  6th, 
1899,  practically  entitled  all  volunteer  regiments  ...  to  immediate 
discharge  from  the  army.  ...  No  complaint  ever  came  from  these 
soldiers.  .  .  .  They  yielded  to  the  situation  as  cheerfully  as  they  en- 
dured the  great  and  fatiguing  privations  of  hauling  guns  and  carts  over 
the  mountain-passes  and  through  the  trails  of  muck  and  mire  under  the 
enervating  blaze  of  a  tropical  sun  when  even  the  native  draught  animals 
had  been  overcome  with  heat  exhaustion. ^^

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Moreover,  it  should  be  added  here,  some  sixty  members  of  the 
Thirteenth  remained  in  the  islands,  having  obtained  their  discharges 
in  order  to  join  new  regiments — principally  the  Thirty-sixth  and 
Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  and  the  Eleventh  Cavalry,  U^iited  States 
Volunteers — organized  to  help  continue  and  complete  the  subjugation 
of  the  Filipinos. 

The  Sheridan  reached  Nagasaki,  Japan,  on  August  i6.  Such  of- 
ficers as  could  get  away  and  two  men  from  each  company  were  given 
permission  to  make  a  short  trip  into  the  interior.  The  rest  of  the 
men  were  given  generous  shore  leave  and  enabled  to  spend  interesting 
hours  in  Nagasaki  and  environs.  Three  days  later  the  ship  proceeded 
to  Yokohama  where  the  trippers  rejoined  after  wonderful  days  in 
Kobe,  Kioto,  and  Tokio.  The  Americans  living  in  Yokohama, 
though  few  in  number,  showed  generous  hospitality  to  the  returning 
soldiers,  and  it  was  almost  with  regret  that  the  boys  made  the  real 
start  across  the  Pacific  on  August  24.  The  voyage  was  more  com- 
fortable than  that  on  the  City  of  Para  when  outward  bound ;  the  ship 
was  better  equipped  and  the  regimental  fund  had  been  liberally  drawn 
upon  for  such  unaccustomed  luxuries  as  butter,  canned  fruit,  sugar, 
and  maple  syrup;  but  comfortable  and  well  fed,  or  otherwise,  the 
Thirteenth  was  going  home  and  little  else  mattered. 

Arrived  at  San  Francisco  on  September  7,  the  men  tasted  the  first 
real  joys  of  home-coming.  Relatives  and  friends  had  journeyed  across 
the  continent  to  welcome  them;  Governor  Lind  and  his  staff,  with 
representatives  of  various  civic  associations,  presently  arrived  to  do 
them  honor;  and  California  repeated  in  increased  measure  the  kind- 
ness shown  on  the  outward  journey.  Among  the  first  to  greet  the 
Minnesota  boys  were  General  Reeve  and  Colonel  Ames,  the  latter 
thereupon  resuming  command  of  the  regiment.  Upon  landing,  Sep- 
tember 9,  the  Thirteenth  marched  through  welcoming  throngs  to  the 
Presidio  where  it  was  to  remain  while  the  final  records  were  being 
made. 

On  October  3,  1899,  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  of  the  service, 
each  soldier  being  provided  with  railroad  fare  to  the  place  of  his  en- 
listment and  with  two  months'  extra  pay.  But  none  was  called  upon 
to  use  his  travel  pay,  for  the  people  back  home,  through  popular  sub- 
scription, had  raised  ample  funds  for  the  free  transportation  of  the 
regiment  from  San  Francisco  and  for  its  entertainment  at  the  home- 
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coming.  One  more  series  of  receptions  and  demonstrations  as  the 
regiment  journeyed  homeward  by  way  of  Portland,  Tacoma,  Spokane, 
Helena,  and  Fargo,  and  the  brightest  day  in  the  history  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Minnesota  was  at  hand;  Words  fail  in  any  brief  description 
of  the  events  of  that  day.  Arriving  in  St.  Paul  on  the  morning  of 
October  12,  the  regiment  marched  in  parade  through  crowded  streets 
to  the  auditorium,  where  the  men  sat  down  to  a  real  breakfast  and 
listened  to  words  of  welcome  from  the  mayor  and  others.  In  the 
afternoon,  in  Minneapolis,  the  veterans  marched  in  the  place  of  honor 
in  a  huge  parade,  reviewed  by  President  McKinley,  members  of  the 
Cabinet,  General  Summers,  Governor  Lind,  and  others,  and  followed 
by  speeches  and  a  banquet  at  the  Exposition  Building.  Nor  were  the 
out-of-town  companies  without  their  special  home-coming  celebrations 
upon  their  return  the  next  day  to  Red  Wing,  Stillwater,  and  St.  Cloud. 
Of  the  welcome  accorded  the  returned  soldiers  in  the  home  cities  and 
towns,  one  account  says:  ''It  was  given  not  so  much  through  cheer  and 
hurrah,  as  in  other  cities  through  which  they  had  passed — hearts  were 
too  full  for  that,  but  tears  spoke  more  eloquently  than  words — thank- 
ful hearts  throbbed  with  welcome  understood  and  appreciated  by 
men  who,  having  given  themselves  to  their  country's  cause,  now  re- 
turned to  take  up  again  the  pursuits  of  peace  amid  those  who  loved 
them. "  20 

With  a  total  enrollment  of  60  officers  and  1,292  men,  the  regi- 
ment at  muster-out  numbered  51  officers  and  952  men.  Six  officers 
and  68  men  had  been  wounded  in  action.  Besides  losses  by  resigna- 
tion, transfer,  and  discharge,  including  47  men  discharged  for  disabil- 
ity acquired  in  the  service,  the  regiment  had  lost  by  death  2  officers 
and  42  men,  as  follows:  4  men  killed  in  action ;  i  officer  and  2  men  died 
of  wounds;  i  officer  and  33  men  died  of  disease,  the  majority  of  ty- 
phoid or  smallpox;  2  killed  accidently;  and  i  drowned.  Two  men, 
presumably  captured  and  killed  by  the  insurgents,  are  recorded  as 
missing,  and  one  deserted.

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On  April  19,  1898,  Colonel  Charles  A.  Van  Duzee,  of  St.  Paul, 
commander  of  the  Third  Regiment,  National  Guard,  State  of  Minne- 
sota, addressed  the  following  letter  to  Adjutant  General  Muehlberg: 

Sir;  In  the  event  of  hostilities  being  officially  declared  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain  and  the  President  issues  a  call  for  Volunteers 
instead  of  ordering  the  National  Guard  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  I  have  the  honor  and  am  authorized  by  my  Officers,  to  hereby 
tender  the  services  of  the  3rd  Infty.,  N.  G.  S.  M.,  as  a  whole,  for  duty,  to 
uphold  the  Government  of  this  Country,  either  in  the  United  States  or  on 
Foreign  soil. 

Ten  days  later,  the  Third  was  assembled  with  the  other  guard 
regiments  at  Camp  Ramsey,  St.  Paul,  and  on  May  8  was  mustered 
into  the  federal  service  as  the  Fourteenth  Regiment  Infantry,  Minne- 
sota Volunteers. 

As  the  youngest  and  smallest  of  the  state  infantry  regiments,  the 
Third  had  had  more  to  accomplish  in  the  way  of  expansion  and  re- 
organization preparatory  to  war  service  than  either  of  the  others,  but 
like  them  it  came  up  to  the  mark.  With  only  eight  companies  and  a 
total  strength  of  514  officers  and  men,  the  Third  had  responded 
vigorously  to  the  recruiting  order  of  April  16,  and  had  arrived  at 
Camp  Ramsey  a  regiment  of  twelve  companies  with  a  total  strength 
of  over  1,100  officers  and  men — a  number  materially  increased  during 
the  days  immediately  following,  while  the  final  make-up  of  the  regi- 
ment was  yet  undetermined.    Most  of  the  companies  came  from  the

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northern  part  of  the  state.  The  first  eight,  or  those  carried  over 
from  the  original  organization,  were  distributed  as  follows:  Com- 
panies A,  C,  and  G,  Duluth;  B,  Anoka;  D,  Zumbrota;  E,  Merriam 
Park ;  F,  Fergus  Falls ;  and  H,  Olivia.  Of  the  four  new  units,  Com- 
pany I  was  recruited  at  large  by  Captain  George  V.  Bacon,  of  St. 
Paul;  K  was  raised  at  Long  Prairie;  L,  at  Crookston;  and  M,  at 
Princeton. 

At  muster  the  Fourteenth  numbered  50  officers  and  981  men,  of 
whom  8  officers  and  22y  men  were  natives  of  foreign  countries.  Ac- 
cording to  figures  compiled  by  the  inspector  general  of  the  army,  all 
officers  of  this  regiment  had  had  previous  military  experience:  36  in 
the  national  guard;  5  in  the  army,  including  two  veterans  of  the  Civil 
War ;  and  9  at  military  schools,  including  two  graduates  of  West  Point. 
But  of  the  enlisted  men,  according  to  the  same  authority,  only  about 
forty-one  per  cent  had  had  any  military  training  whatever;  there  were 
308  ex-guardsmen,  24  who  had  served  in  the  regular  army,  6  former 
students  at  military  schools,  and  others  with  training  of  a  sort  un- 
designated, while  564  were  classed  as  "raw  recruits." 

But  seventeen  days  of  strenuous  drill  at  Camp  Ramsey  worked 
wonders,  and  when  orders  came  on  May  13,  directing  two  of  the 
Minnesota  regiments  to  proceed  to  Camp  Thomas,  Georgia,  the 
Fourteenth  as  well  as  the  Twelfth  had  reason  to  hope  that  the  move 
meant  an  early  opportunity  to  serve  at  the  front,  presumably  in  Cuba. 
The  start  for  Chickamauga  was  made  on  the  afternoon  of  May  16 
via  the  Wisconsin  Central  Railway.  Minnesota's  farewell  that  day  to 
the  Fourteenth  began  and  ended  at  St.  Paul,  but  in  other  states  along 
the  way  south  the  regiment  met  with  much  the  same  continuing  good 
cheer  as  (did  the  Twelfth,  and  it  was  spared  the  tedious  delays  ex- 
perienced by  the  latter.  Arrived  at  Camp  Thomas  on  the  morning  of 
the  nineteenth,  the  regiment  took  up  quarters  in  a  wooded  tract  near 
the  eastern  edge  of  Chickamauga  Park,  one  mile  north  and  slightly 
east  of  the  encampment  of  the  Twelfth  Minnesota.^  The  Fourteenth 
was  then  assigned  with  the  First  Pennsylvania  and  the  Second  Ohio 
to  the  Third  Brigade,  Second  Division,  First  Army  Corps.  To  Colonel 
Van  Duzee  fell  the  honor  of  commanding  the  brigade  for  extended 
periods,  and  on  one  occasion,  the  division.     The  command  of  the

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regiment  at  these  times,  and  later  when  Colonel  Van  Duzee  was  taken 
sick,  fell  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Charles  E.  Johnson. 

Like  the  Twelfth  Minnesota,  the  Fourteenth  felt  that  it  had  a 
grievance  in  the  kind  of  food  served  the  men  in  the  early  days  at 
camp,  but  a  more  serious  cause  for  complaint  was  the  lack  of  water. 
When  the  regiment  first  reached  camp  drinking  water  was  drawn 
from  the  Brotherton  road  well  situated  between  the  Ohio  and  Penn- 
sylvania regiments.  ''One  pump  has  to  supply  the  whole  brigade," 
wrote  Second  Lieutenant  William  C.  Smiley.  "The  other  regiments 
tried  to  keep  us  out  for  a  few  days  but  the  fighting  Fourteenth  soon 
showed  them  a  trick  or  two  and  now  we  g^t  water  on  an  equality 
with  the  others."  ^  But  even  that  was  scarcely  satisfactory  for  owing 
to  the  clouds  of  dust  and  the  excessive  heat  the  slightest  shortage 
was  felt.  Water  brought  in  through  a  pipe-line  at  first  furnished  an 
ample  supply  for  washing  and  bathing,  at  least,  but  this  water  pres- 
ently fell  under  suspicion  and  its  use  for  any  purpose,  without  boiling, 
was  forbidden.  For  bathing  this  left  only  Chickamauga  Creek,  over 
a  mile  away,  its  banks  covered  with  poison  ivy. 

For  the  most  part,  however,  the  men  made  light  of  their  discom- 
forts. One  soldier's  letter  described  in  glowing  terms  the  advantages 
of  sleeping  on  red  cedar  sawdust  procured  from  a  pencil  factory 
near  by,  which  made  a  mattress  impervious  to  the  attacks  of  insects. 
Another  wrote  in  humorous  vein:  *'We  are  given  a  tent  for  every 
six  men  and  that  is  ample  room  to  turn  over  once  during  the  night 
provided  everyone  is  awake  and  agreeable,  then  the  command  is  given 
'spoon'  right  or  left."  Much  was  made  of  anything  which  served 
to  relieve  the  tedium  of  long  days  of  drill  and  other  routine  duty. 
Relic-hunting  on  the  old  battlefield  was  one  of  many  interesting  di- 
versions of  the  first  days:  "The  boys  daily  pick  up  bullets  and  grape 
shot  right  here  in  camp,"  wrote  Lieutenant  Smiley.  "Every  man 
in  camp  has  two  or  three  relics.  They  are  found  right  on  top  of  the 
ground  and  it  is  wonderful  that  this  stuff  has  not  been  all  picked  up 
years  ago."  Few  accounts  were  without  facetious  reference  to  the 
company  cook,  the  "roosters"  (otherwise  known  as  buglers),  or  other 
tempting  "marks."  There  were  diverting  possibilities  in  the  crude 
facilities  improvised  by  the  men  for  bathing,  hair-cutting,  and  even 
tooth-pulling.     A  camp  barber  shop,  for  example,  consisted  of  "a

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couple  of  hard-tack  boxes,  a  blanket,  a  shady  tree,  one  or  more  towels, 
and  a  razor  or  two."  The  "dental  infirmary/*  conducted  voluntarily 
by  Corporal  Will  O.  Asseln,  of  Company  F,  was  similarly  situated 
and  equally  crude  in  its  appointments.  Of  course  neither  the  doctor — 
he  was  a  graduate  dentist — nor  his  patients  were  there  for  amusement, 
and  it  should  be  added  that  sufferers  not  only  from  the  Fourteenth 
but  from  seven  other  regiments  at  camp  depended  upon  this  corporal 
for  relief  from  trouble  the  relation  of  which  to  the  health  and  efficiency 
of  the  army  had  not  yet  been  officially  recognized.^ 

For  some  days  the  regiment  was  hampered  in  the  discharge  of  its 
duties  for  want  of  more  and  better  equipment  than  the  state  had  been 
able  to  supply  on  short  notice.  National  guard  accouterments  an- 
swered for  some  of  the  needs  of  some  of  the  troops,  but  according  to 
an  inspection  report  covering  the  period  May  21  to  June  i,  much  of 
this  equipment  was  unserviceable  and  there  were  large  shortages  of 
practically  everything  in  the  way  of  clothing,  camp  equipage,  and 
ordnance  supplies.  For  example  the  regiment  was  reported  as  need- 
ing 401  rifles  to  supplement  and  in  part  replace  the  stock  of  545  then 
on  hand;  of  ammunition  there  was  none;  large  numbers  of  the  new 
men  had  yet  to  be  supplied  with  bayonets,  belts,  knapsacks,  and  can- 
teens, to  say  nothing  of  uniforms  and  numerous  other  items  included 
in  the  list.  Much,  of  course,  could  be  and  was  accomplished  despite 
these  handicaps,  which  the  government  supply  service  eventually  re- 
moved, but  the  regiment  was  anxious  to  get  to  the  front  and  the 
sooner  it  was  fully  equipped  the  sooner  would  the  opportunity  come. 

Meanwhile  the  Fourteenth  was  following  a  rather  strenuous  rou- 
tine, considering  the  heat  of  the  southern  summer.  From  reveille 
at  five  to  taps  at  nine-fifteen,  the  soldiers  were  kept  well  occupied. 
Immediately  after  breakfast  came  squad  drill;  later  in  the  morning, 
battalion  drill;  and  after  dinner,  regimental  maneuvers.  It  was  a 
matter  of  pride  among  the  men  of  the  Fourteenth  that  they  had  regi- 
mental drill  every  day,  while  most  of  the  regiments,  presumably 
needing  it  as  much,  drilled  as  regiments  only  once  or  twice  a  week. 
Occasionally   regimental   drill   was   given   up    for    extensive    battle-

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exercises  in  which  whole  brigades  or  divisions  took  part.  Such  exercises 
took  place  in  connection  with  an  inspection  and  review  of  the  Sec- 
ond Division,  First  Army  Corps,  held  on  May  29.  Colonel  Van 
Duzee,  in  command  of  the  Third  Brigade  including  the  Fourteenth 
Minnesota,  stationed  his  men  across  a  road  along  which  a  force  con- 
sisting of  the  other  two  brigades  attempted  to  advance.  The  operation 
required  scouting  and  formation  for  attack  and  defense,  and  was  said 
to  be  very  instructive. 

There  was  no  drill  on  Sunday,  and  this  was  indeed  a  day  of  rest. 
The  Christian  commission  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
with  headquarters  near  Battlefield  Station,  had  seven  tents  in  the 
camp,  and  to  these  the  men  often  repaired.  Here,  in  tents  forty  by 
sixty  feet,  were  newspapers,  magazines,  and  stationery  in  plenty,  with 
accommodations  for  reading  and  writing.  The  men  appreciated 
especially  the  opportunity  to  write  home,  and  the  free  stationery  sup- 
plied them.  Pay  day  was  a  long  time  coming  and  money  was  said  to 
be  an  "unheard  of  commodity*':  in  fact  some  of  the  letters  published 
in  the  home  newspapers  during  June  indicate  that  many  of  the  boys 
were  unable  even  to  buy  stamps.  Several  of  the  letters  showed  some 
bitterness  because  the  state  had  not  seen  fit  to  give  its  men  the  differ- 
ence between  the  state  pay  and  the  government  pay  for  the  period  be- 
tween enrollment  and  muster.  This  had  been  done,  it  was  said,  by 
practically  every  other  state  in  order  that  its  troops  in  distant  camps 
might  not  be  absolutely  penniless. 

As  with  the  other  Minnesota  regiments,  the  latter  days  of  June 
were  brightened  by  the  arrival,  in  small  squads,  of  some  three  hundred 
new  men  just  recruited  in  the  home  state  in  compliance  with  new 
regulations  calling  for  regiments  of  maximum  war  strength.  Pay 
day  came  at  last  on  July  3,  and  with  it  a  wild  rush  to  buy  eatables: 
every  vendor  on  the  grounds,  said  one  observer,  was  bought  out 
within  an  hour.  After  taps  the  next  night  came  another  exciting 
event — the  news,  flashing  through  the  camp,  that  Cervera's  fleet  had 
been  destroyed  at  Santiago:  men  tumbled  out  of  their  tents  to  shout 
and  cheer  over  the  victory ;  the  band,  "attired  in  uniforms  that  would 
not  be  exactly  the  thing  at  any  other  time,  unless  it  might  be  during  an 
eclipse,"  began  to  play,  and  soon  the  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and  Wis- 
consin bands  joined  and  added  to  the  general  uproar.     Indeed  the 
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men  had  need  of  incidents  such  as  these  to  keep  up  their  spirits  during 
the  long  days,  now  grown  into  weeks,  of  waiting  for  the  call  to  active 
service.^ 

By  this  time  the  regiment  was  threatened  with  the  scourge  which 
took  the  lives  or  shattered  the  health  of  so  many  of  the  men  at  Camp 
Thomas — typhoid  fever.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Twelfth  Minnesota, 
authorities  differ  as  to  the  origin  and  prevalence  of  the  disease  among 
the  men  of  the  Fourteenth.  According  to  reports  of  the  regimental 
surgeon,  Major  Alvinza  B.  Cole,  covering  the  period  May  lo  to  Sep- 
tember I,  the  disease  first  appeared  in  the  regiment  in  June,  3  cases 
developing  during  that  month,  5  in  July,  and  27  in  August.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Walter  Reed  board,  upon  later  examination  of  the 
regimental  and  hospital  records  concluded  that  the  Fourteenth,  "like 
most  other  regiments  at  Chickamauga,  reached  that  place  infected 
with  typhoid  fever'*;  that  "the  first  suspicious  cases,"  diagnosed  by 
the  regimental  surgeons  as  malaria,  appeared  May  27 ;  and  that  there 
were  15  recognized  and  probable  cases  in  July,  95  in  August,  and  139 
in  September.  Besides  these  the  board  reported  33  probable  cases 
the  initial  dates  of  which  could  not  be  ascertained,  making  in  all  286 
probable  cases,  146  of  which  had  been  recognized  as  typhoid,  the 
remainder  having  been  diagnosed  as  malaria.  Also,  according  to  this 
board,  whose  findings  may  be  given  credence  for  reasons  brought  out 
in  the  history  of  the  Twelfth,  all  but  one  of  the  9  deaths  in  the  regi- 
ment while  in  the  federal  service  were  due  to  typhoid  fever  or  typhoid 
pneumonia.  Nor  was  the  regiment  free  from  other  diseases  and  ail- 
ments, such  as  measles  and  digestive  disorders,  the  total  number  of 
sick,  during  the  period  covered  by  Major  Cole's  reports,  increasing 
from  24  in  May  to  204  in  August. 

In  some  respects  the  Fourteenth  labored  under  even  greater  dis- 
advantages in  the  maintenance  of  health  and  care  of  the  sick  than  did 
the  Twelfth,  though  for  some  reason,  which  cannot  at  this  distance  be 
determined,  it  did  not  suffer  so  heavily.  It  was  even  more  unfavorably 
situated,  principally  on  account  of  its  proximity  to  the  Brotherton  road 
well,  which  was  finally  condemned  and  closed,  and  to  the  Jay's  Mill 
well,  which  the  Walter  Reed  board  later  concluded  had  become  in- 
fected with  the  specific  virus  of  typhoid.  Moreover,  the  Second  Di- 
vision hospital,  where  the  sick  of  the  Fourteenth  were  treated,  appears 
s  Duluth  Evening  Herald,  July  13,  1898. 
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to  have  been  less  well  managed  than  that  of  the  Third  Division,  to 
which  the  men  of  the  Twelfth  were  sent.  On  the  latter  point,  it  must 
be  admitted,  the  evidence  is  conflicting  and  uncertain  for  one  has  to 
choose  between  the  reports  of  those  in  charge,  who  might  naturally 
gloss  over  any  shortcomings,  and  the  criticisms  of  the  sick  men  or 
their  parents,  whose  suffering  or  anxiety  might  cause  them  to  imagine 
neglect  or  mismanagement  where  none  existed.  The  most  scathing 
criticism  of  this  hospital  came  from  Mayor  T.  H.  Caley,  of  Princeton, 
whose  views  on  the  subject  were  published  in  the  Minneapolis  Journal 
of  July  1 6,  1898.  Mr.  Caley  had  just  returned  from  Camp  Thomas 
where  he  had  visited  his  son,  one  of  the  patients  in  the  division  hos- 
pital. The  hospital  bill  of  fare,  he  said,  was  the  same  as  that  provided 
for  well  men — ^boiled  beef,  cabbage,  fried  bacon,  and  bread ;  there  was 
little  milk  or  tea,  the  hospital  corps  men  usually  disposing  of  the  avail- 
able supply  among  themselves;  the  Red  Cross  delicacies  were  side- 
tracked somewhere.  At  least  one-third  of  the  time  there  was  not 
enough  water  to  drink,  and  the  water-barrels  were  not  carefully  pro- 
tected from  the  dust-laden  air.  Ice  brought  in  the  morning  had  melted 
by  noon,  and  no  more  could  be  had  until  the  next  morning.  The 
flies  were  very  troublesome,  and  the  loose  pieces  of  netting  thrown 
over  the  patient's  faces  slipped  off  when  the  men  became  restless  or 
delirious.  Mr.  Caley  did  not  know  whom  to  blame  for  this  state  of  af- 
fairs, but  the  subject,  he  said,  was  "one  of  sufficient  gravity  to  engage 
the  attention  of  the  highest  authorities."  He  believed  that  the  regi- 
mental surgeons  were  doing  all  in  their  power  to  relieve  the  suffering 
of  the  men,  and  thought  that  the  responsibility  rested  in  part  at  least 
with  the  surgeon  in  charge,  who  was  not  a  Minnesota  man.  The  other 
hospitals  at  Chickamauga,  he  stated,  were  very  well  managed,  giving 
no  cause  for  complaint. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  the  story.  According  to  the  regular 
army  surgeons,  the  officers  in  volunteer  regiments  hampered  the  work 
of  the  medical  corps  by  refusing  to  co-operate  properly  in  the  organiza- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  camp  hospitals.  Regimental  commanders 
protested  to  their  governors  and  senators  against  having  their  men 
transferred  to  the  hospital  corps  and  against  having  regimental  sur- 
geons taken  for  division  hospital  duty.  Each  state  regiment  was 
jealous  of  its  personnel  and  regarded  Camp  Thomas  as  but  a  stepping- 
stone  to  service  in  the  field.     The  officers  feared  that  if  they  relin- 
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quished  any  authority  over  their  own  men  the  regiment  would  go  into 

such  service  very  much  handicapped.     The  Fourteenth  Minnesota 

was  no  exception.    In  a  letter  written  to  General  Muehlberg  on  June 

1 6,  Colonel  Van  Duzee  said: 

We  are  hopeful  that  another  week  will  bring  orders  to  go  to  the  front 
and  are  very  anxious  that  Minnesota  shall  be  in  at  the  death  if  nothing 
more.  The  men  are  doing  good  work  and  the  only  thing  we  are  worried 
about  is  an  attempt  to  transfer  some  of  our  surgeons  and  men  to  the  hospi- 
tal corps  of  the  regular  army.  We  have  refused  to  agree  to  the  transfer 
and  may  get  into  trouble  but  I  am  satisfied  we  are  right  and  don't  propose 
to  allow  the  men  to  be  taken  until  I  am  convinced  that  I  am  wrong.  I 
shall  obey  all  orders  to  the  letter  and  take  no  step  without  the  best  advice 
I  can  get. 

A  report  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Alfred  A.  WoodhuU,  deputy 
surgeon  general  of  the  army,  dated  August  7,  1898,  notes  the  fact 
that  a  detail  of  fifty  men  from  the  Fourteenth,  sent  to  dig  sinks  at 
the  division  hospital,  refused  to  do  so  "under  the  alleged  orders  of  the 
division  adjutant-general"  and  simply  policed  the  grounds.  The 
Fourteenth  was  also  criticised  in  this  report  for  treating  typhoid 
cases  in  camp  instead  of  sending  them  to  the  division  hospital  where 
the  chances  of  their  infecting  the  rest  of  the  regiment  would  be  fewer. 
At  inspection,  August  13,  the  regiment  was  still  open  to  some  criti- 
cism in  matters  affecting  health,  but  in  most  other  respects  it  drew 
favorable  comment. 

With  complete  equipment,  and  with  unbounded  confidence  in 
their  ability  to  render  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  the  field,  it 
was  a  great  disappointment  to  the  men  of  the  Fourteenth,  as  it  was  to 
the  men  of  the  Twelfth,  not  to  be  sent  to  the  front  after  all  those 
weeks  of  hard  work  and  dull  routine.  For  a  time  it  seemed  almost 
certain  that  the  regiment  would  be  called  upon  to  join  the  expedition 
to  Porto  Rico  being  organized  by  the  corps  commander,  Major  Gen- 
eral John  R.  Brooke,  but  the  call  never  came,  and  the  termination  of 
hostiUties  on  August  12  put  an  end  to  all  hope  of  even  getting  "in  at 
the  death,"  as  the  colonel  had  expressed  it.  Foreign  service  when  the 
fighting  was  over  had  no  appeal  for  most  of  the  men,  and  it  was  with 
great  relief  that  the  regiment  received  orders  to  leave  Camp  Thomas 
for  another  state — a  step,  it  was  hoped,  in  the  direction  of  home  and 
release  from  the  service. 

On  August  27  a  battalion  of  the  Fourteenth,  followed  by  the 
others  the  next  day,  marched  to  Rossville,  Georgia,  a  few  miles  to 
the  north  near  the  Tennessee  border,  where  the  regiment  entrained 
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for  Knoxville,  Tennessee.  The  evening  of  the  twenty-eighth  found 
the  Minnesotans  settUng  down  in  new  quarters  on  a  site  known  as 
Camp  Poland,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  Knoxville,  and  within 
five  minutes'  walk  of  a  street  car  line  from  the  city.  Lieutenant 
Smiley,  of  Company  K,  had  surveyed  the  Minnesota  portion  of  the 
camp  in  advance  so  that  all  was  in  readiness  for  the  men  to  pitch 
their  tents.  Here  the  former  routine  was  resumed  with  little  change. 
The  camp  was  favorably  situated  on  the  crest  and  side  of  a  hill,  with 
good  drainage  and  a  supply  of  good  water,  but  the  epidemic  of  ty- 
phoid fever  continued  and  grew,  as  already  related.  According  to 
the  Walter  Reed  board,  the  Second  Division,  including  the  Minnesota 
regiment,  had  carried  with  it  from  Camp  Thomas  "innumerable  cul- 
tures of  the  typhoid  bacillus,"  and  it  was  not  until  cooler  weather 
killed  off  the  flies — apparently  the  chief  carriers  of  infection — that  the 
epidemic  subsided.  In  the  meantime  the  sick  men  of  the  Fourteenth 
who  were  able  to  be  moved  were  sent  home  on  the  hospital  train 
furnished  by  the  state  early  in  September,  and  the  rest  of  the  regi- 
ment soon  followed. 

On  September  20  the  Fourteenth  left  for  St.  Paul,  where  it 
arrived  about  seven  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  twenty-third. 
Despite  the  early  hour  a  cheering  crowd  greeted  the  returning  soldiers 
at  the  station.  With  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  other  societies  as  an  escort,  the  regiment  marched  through  the 
downtown  streets  to  the  auditorium,  where  tables  loaded  with  ample 
supplies  of  real  home  food  awaited  the  attack  of  the  veterans.  After 
breakfast  the  men  marched  to  the  site  of  the  old  Kittson  farm  at 
University  and  Hamline  avenues,  where  a  temporary  camp  was 
established  and  named  Camp  Van  Duzee  in  honor  of  the  colonel,  at 
that  time  seriously  ill  with  typhoid  at  his  home  in  St.  Paul.  Relatives, 
friends,  and  sight-seers  thronged  about  the  encampment  as  the  troops 
were  getting  settled,  but  by  evening  the  camp  was  practically  deserted, 
except  for  the  guard,  because  the  officers,  themselves  feeling  the  joy 
of  home-coming,  had  been  unusually  liberal  in  the  granting  of  leave.  A 
few  days  more  and  the  regiment,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  force  as- 
signed as  camp  guard,  was  to  be  furloughed  for  a  month  while  prepa- 
rations were  being  made  for  the  final  release  from  service.  On 
September  29  the  regiment  was  inspected  by  the  governor  and  his 
staff,  and  on  October  i  the  men  left  for  their  homes,  with  transpor- 
tation both  ways  furnished  by  the  state. 
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But  the  tliirty-day  regimental  furlough  was  not  to  be  without 
interruption.  On  the  fifth  of  October  a  detachment  of  the  Third 
United  States  Infantry,  sent  from  Fort  Snelling  to  Leech  Lake,  Minn- 
esota, to  assist  the  United  States  marshal  in  arresting  some  Indians, 
was  engaged  in  battle  at  Sugar  Point,  Leech  Lake,  by  Chippewa  of 
the  Pillager  band,  with  a  loss  to  the  troops  of  one  officer  and  five  men 
killed,  and  ten  men  wounded,  besides  one  killed  and  six  wounded 
among  civilians  participating.  The  news  of  this  engagement  pro- 
duced a  tremendous  sensation  in  the  state.  Settlers  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state,  remembering  the  Sioux  Indian  uprising  during  the 
Civil  War,  were  apprehensive  lest  the  scenes  of  that  tragedy  were  to  be 
re-enacted  in  the  north  at  the  close  of  another  war.  The  governor  at 
once  asked  the  war  department  for  authority  to  call  out  the  Four- 
teenth Minnesota,  but  such  authority,  at  first  granted,  was  pres- 
ently revoked  because,  it  was  thought,  of  a  message  sent  by  Brigadier 
General  John  M.  Bacon,  commander  of  the  department  of  Dakota,  to 
the  war  department,  saying  that  the  trouble  at  Leech  Lake  was  over 
and  that  no  more  re-enforcements  need  be  sent  to  Walker,  the  nearest 
town  to  the  scene  of  the  disturbance.  The  government's  refusal  net- 
tled Governor  Clough:  "No  one  claims  that  re-enforcements  were 
needed  at  Walker,**  he  is  reported  to  have  ^aid  in  a  telegram  to  the 
adjutant  general  of  the  army.  The  governor  explained,  however, 
that  the  people  along  the  Fosston  branch  of  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way were  much  alarmed  and  wanted  protection  against  the  Indians 
on  the  Cass  Lake  reservation  who  might  decide  to  join  the  Leech 
Lake  band.  If  the  government  would  not  let  the  Fourteenth  be 
called  out,  the  governor  added,  "the  state  of  Minnesota  will  try  and 
get  along  without  any  assistance  from  the  department  in  the  future."  ® 

Whether  or  not  as  a  result  of  the  governor's  representations,  on 
October  9  the  following  order  was  issued  by  command  of  General 
Bacon: 

1.  Under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  two  companies,  14th 
Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry,  will  be  sent  by  the  commanding  officer, 
Camp  Van  Duzee,  Minnesota,  for  duty  along  the  Fosston  Branch,  Great 
Northern  Railway,  to  protect  inhabitants  and  property,  under  instruc- 
tions of  the  Department  Commander. 

2.  Under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  commanding 
officer,  Duluth  Battalion,  14th  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry,  will  send 
one  company  (one  hundred  men)  to  Bemidji,  Minnesota,  for  duty  in 
protecting  inhabitants  and  property  from  possible  attack  by  Indians, 
under  instructions  of  the  Department  Commander.

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3.  The  quartermaster's  department  will  furnish  the  necessary 
transportation  and  the  chief  commissary  of  the  department  will  have 
necessary  subsistence  supplies  forwarded  to  these  commands,  and  make 
arrangements  for  supply  of  fresh  beef,  soft  bread  and  vegetables  where 
practicable. 

On  the  thirteenth  a  similar  order  from  the  same  source  directed 
the  commander  of  the  Duluth  battalion  to  send  fifty  more  men  to  the 
scene  of  the  trouble."^ 

In  response  to  these  calls,  the  Fourteenth  supplied  a  force  of 
some  276  officers  and  men,  including  many  of  its  field  and  staff  officers^ 
most  of  the  members  of  Companies  A  and  C  of  Duluth,  a  number 
from  Company  G  of  the  same  city,  and  a  few  from  each  of  the  other 
companies  in  the  regiment  —  all  taking  the  field  under  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Johnson.  Upon  arrival  the  men 
were  distributed  for  the  most  part  along  the  Great  Northern 
Railway:  one  detachment,  under  Captain  Frederick  E.  Resche,  at 
Bemidji,  where  it  was  presently  re-enforced  by  a  detachment  under 
Captain  Hubert  V.  Eva;  another,  under  Major  Charles  M.  Schaeffer, 
at  Farris;  and  a  third,  under  Captain  Eugene  C.  Montfort,  at  Cuba. 
Captain  Charles  C  Teare  and  a  detachment  of  twenty-five  men  were 
sent  down  the  line  of  the  Brainerd  and  Northern  Railroad  to  guard 
the  railway  construction  camps  about  eight  miles  south  of  Bemidji, 
and  Second  Lieutenant  Winfield  S.  Brisbin,  with  another  detachment, 
proceeded  to  the  construction  camp  about  ten  miles  out  on  the  Park 
Rapids  extension  of  the  Great  Northern  to  perform  similar  guard 
duty.  At  Bemidji  and  Farris. the  troops  were  quartered  in  railway 
cars  and  unfinished  buildings,  and  at  Bemidji  the  erection  of  tempo- 
rary barracks  was  begun.  At  Cuba  the  men  at  once  set  about  the 
construction  of  a  stockade,  called  Fort  Wilkinson  in  honor  of 
Captain  Melville  C.  Wilkinson,  of  the  Third  United  States  Infantry, 
killed  in  the  battle  at  Sugar  Point. 

The  arrival  of  the  troops  considerably  heartened  the  settlers.  At 
Bemidji,  where  the  women  and  children  had  been  sleeping  in  the 
courthouse  every  night  while  the  men  kept  watch  through  the  town, 
confidence  was  quickly  restored.  The  detachment  stationed  at  Cuba 
had  found  the  country  thereabouts  deserted,  but  after  the  stockade  was 
built,  several  of  the  settlers  and  a  few  lumbermen  came  back  and 
camped  near  by  under  the  protection  of  the  soldiers.  At  all  stations 
scouting  parties  were  sent  out  daily  to  watch  the  trails  and  portages

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and  see  that  the  Indians  of  the  Cass  Lake  region  did  not  move  to  join 
those  at  Leech  Lake,  and  at  night  the  vigilance  of  sentries  posted 
about  the  camps  was  redoubled  lest  a  surprise  attack  M^ipe  out  the 
garrisons  and  towns  together.  Meanwhile  the  disaffected  Indians  of 
the  Leech  Lake  region  were  brought  to  submission,  and  as  it  presently 
became  evident  that  the  Cass  Lake  Indians  had  no  intention  of  giving 
trouble,  the  detachments  of  the  Fourteenth  were  withdrawn  on  Octo- 
ber 23  and  returned  to  furlough  status — as  were  also  Captain  George 
V.  Bacon  and  members  of  Company  I  who  had  been  stationed  at 
Camp  Van  Duzee  during  this  period,  guarding  the  camp  and  prepared 
to  re-enforce  the  troops  in  the  field  if  necessary. 

A  week  later  the  regiment  re-assembled  at  Camp  Van  Duzee  to 
be  mustered  out.  The  question  of  leaving  the  service  had  occasioned 
considerable  bitterness  among  the  men  of  the  Fourteenth  and  among 
the  friends  at  home.  After  the  peace  protocol  was  signed,  in  August, 
the  men  as  a  rule  had  but  one  desire — to  get  back  to  civil  life.  But  the 
officers  felt  differently,  and  upon  a  rumor  that  troops  would  still  be 
sent  to  Porto  Rico,  they  sent  a  telegram  to  Washington  urging  that  the 
Fourteenth  be  included  in  the  Porto  Rican  expedition  or  in  the  first 
body  of  troops  to  leave  the  United  States.  When  the  news  of  this 
action  got  about  the  camp,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  among  the 
enlisted  men,  and  a  petition  was  started  which  stated  that  if  the 
choice  were  left  to  the  men  they  would  prefer  discharge  to  garrison 
duty  after  the  fighting  was  over.  The  circulation  of  this  petition  was 
stopped,  according  to  charges  made  by  the  men,  some  of  the  officers 
even  going  so  far  as  to  threaten  with  punishment  those  who  should 
sign. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  the  officers  stirred  up  a  hornets'  nest 
of  criticism  and  recrimination.  Enlisted  men  wrote  home  protesting 
against  such  treatment,  and  the  friends  at  home  and  the  newspapers 
were  not  slow  to  take  up  the  cudgels  in  their  behalf.  On  August  22 
the  Duluth  common  council  passed  a  resolution  condemning  the  action 
of  the  captains  of  the  Duluth  companies.  A,  C,  and  G,  and  asking  the 
governor  to  take  immediate  steps  in  the  matter.  On  the  same  day 
parents  of  the  Duluth  men  held  an  indignation  meeting,  as  a  result  of 
which  a  larger  gathering,  representative  of  most  companies  of  the 
regiment,  was  held  at  Minneapolis  on  the  twenty-fifth.  Finally  feel- 
ing ran  so  high  that  Lieutenant  Colonel  Johnson,  in  command  of  the 
regiment,  asked  the  company  commanders  to  take  a  poll  of  their 
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companies  and  find  out  whether  the  men  wanted  to  be  mustered  out 
or  left  in  the  service.  He  wished  the  poll  to  be  managed  by  enlisted 
men  and  suggested  that  it  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  junior  ser- 
geants. A  partial  poll  of  the  regiment,  incomplete  because  a  number 
of  soldiers  were  absent  sick  or  on  furlough,  by  September  i  showed 
that  797  were  in  favor  of  being  mustered  out,  and  only  138  against  it® 

But  scarcely  had  this  unpleasantness  subsided  when  there  arose 
an  equally  spirited  controversy  among  the  people  at  home  as  to  where 
the  regiment  should  be  mustered  out.  From  the  citizens  of  Duluth  came 
a  determined  movement  to  have  the  regiment  brought  to  that  city. 
Early  in  September,  Page  Morris,  the  representative  of  the  Duluth 
district  in  Congress,  called  upon  officials  of  the  war  department  and 
received  assurances  that  the  wishes  of  Duluth  would  be  granted.  Ap- 
parently orders  were  issued  to  this  effect  for  the  congressman  later 
received  official  notice  that  the  Fourteenth  would  start  for  Duluth  on 
September  17  and  barring  accidents  would  arrive  on  the  twenty-first. 

At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  however,  citizens  from  other 
parts  of  the  state  began  to  protest.  It  was  represented  that  the  climate 
in  Duluth  would  be  too  great  a  change  for  men  coming  from  the 
South,  and  that  as  many  of  the  men  were  without  overcoats,  the  chill 
nights  of  Duluth  would  be  a  positive  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
soldiers.  Governor  Clough,  in  fact,  telegraphed  the  adjutant  general 
at  Washington  to  this  effect,  and  requested  that  the  regiment  be 
mustered  out  in  St.  Paul.  As  the  controversy  continued,  even  after 
the  question  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  capital  city,  the  root  of  the 
trouble  appeared.  A  Duluth  paper  held  that  "the  old  hoggish  spirit  of 
the  Twin  City  merchants'*  was  responsible  for  the  agitation,  while  a 
St.  Paul  paper,  replying  in  kind,  later  on  referred  to  the  Duluth  plan 
for  carrying  off  the  Duluth  companies  immediately  after  the  muster- 
out,  as  follows:  "Duluth's  mayor  charters  a  special  train  lest  anything 
should  get  away  from  the  head  of  the  lakes,*'  reads  one  of  the  headlines. 
"The  three  Duluth  companies  will  .  .  .  inherit  from  their  Uncle 
Sam  $20,000.  But  the  Cincinnati  of  Duluth  are  going  back  with 
money  enough  to  buy  new  plows.  No  Saintly  Capua  will  enervate 
the  hardy  sons  of  Superior's  wind-swept  cliffs.  For  Mayor  Truelsen 
of  Duluth  has  chartered  a  special  train.  Citizens  of  Duluth  have  paid 
the  fares  of  the  three  companies.    The  Zenith  City  will  fall  weeping

upon  the  breasts  of  veterans  in  no  wise  shorn  of  gold  or  glory.  The 
Hobsonian  kiss  will  smack  in  touching  unison  with  the  clinking  of  the 
double  eagles."  ® 

To  the  men  themselves,  now  assembled  at  Camp  Van  Duzee, 
little  mattered  beyond  the  prospect  of  the  freedom  soon  to  be  theirs. 
Drill  had  been  discontinued,  and  with  ''nothing  to  do  but  eat,"  the 
men  patiently  awaited  the  last  roll  call.  On  November  i8,  after  six 
months  and  three  weeks  spent  for  the  most  part  in  camp  or  field,  the 
Fourteenth  was  mustered  out  of  the  United  States  service.  During 
that  period,  out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  60  officers  and  1,275  men, 
the  regiment  lost  10  officers  and  84  men  by  resignation,  discharge,  or 
transfer,  9  by  death,  and  2  by  desertion.  Nor  were  all  of  the  remain- 
ing 50  officers  and  1,180  men  present  at  the  final  ceremony  for,  as  was 
also  the  case  with  the  other  regiments,  not  a  few  were  sick  in  hospitals 
or  at  their  homes  and  unable  to  attend.

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This  regiment,  organized  under  the  President's  second  call,  was 
mustered  into  the  service  at  Camp  Ramsey,  St.  Paul,  July  i8,  1898, 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  John  C.  Shandrew,  as  related  in  a 
preceding  chapter.  Composed  almost  entirely  of  men  with  no  previous 
military  training,  and  called  into  service  at  a  time  when  it  was  becom- 
ing more  and  more  likely  that  the  war  would  be  won  without 
active  assistance  from  the  newer  regiments,  the  Fifteenth  entered  upon 
its  career  under  handicaps  which  only  invincible  hope  or  a  strong 
sense  of  duty  could  overcome.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  regiment 
that  despite  these  handicaps,  and  despite  misfortunes  of  a  degree  and 
kind  encountered  by  no  other  Minnesota  regiment,  the  Fifteenth 
achieved  and  maintained  a  high  standard  of  proficiency  in  the  work 
which  it  was  called  upon  to  master. 

The  regiment  was  destined  to  spend  long  days,  weeks,  and  months 
in  various  camps  in  the  United  States — first  at  Camp  Ramsey  until 
August  23 ;  then  at  Fort  Snelling  until  September  15 ;  at  Camp  Meade, 
near  Middletown,  Pennsylvania,  where  it  became  part  of  the  Third 
Brigade,  First  Division,  Second  Army  Corps,  until  November  15; 
and  finally  at  Camp  McKenzie,  near  Augusta,  Georgia,  until  March 
27,  1899,  when  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  of  the  service,  having 
served  during  the  last  three  weeks  as  part  of  the  Third  Separate 
Brigade,  Second  Army  Corps.  Eleven  days  after  the  muster  at  Camp 
Ramsey  the  regiment  lost  its  colonel  through  illness,  the  command 
falling  to  Colonel  Harry  A.  Leonhaeuser,  promoted  from  lieutenant 
colonel  August  17,  1898.^

^Colonel    Shandrew  suffered  a  cerebral  hemorrhage  on  July  29,   1898,   and 
died  at  his  home  in  St.  Paul,  July  21,  1899.     His  successor.  Colonel  Leonhaeuser, 
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Instruction  and  drill  in  the  duties  of  the  soldier  were  of  course 
the  first  concern  of  both  officers  and  men,  particularly  in  the  first 
days  at  Camp  Ramsey  after  the  muster,  when  there  was  still  some 
hope  that  the  regiment  would  get  to  the  battle  line.  The  new  troops 
made  rapid  progress  with  the  manual  of  arms,  squad  drill,  and  com- 
pany, battalion,  and  regimental  maneuvers.  The  work  accomplished 
in  less  than  a  month  was  considered  very  unusual  by  men  of  the  reg- 
ular army  who  saw  the  regiment  put  through  its  paces  at  Camp  Ram- 
sey. Nor  was  the  Fifteenth  slow  to  master  the  new  duties  which  ac- 
companied its  assignment  to  brigade,  division,  and  corps  at  Camp 
Meade.  A  report  of  an  inspection  of  the  regiment  made  about  three 
weeks  after  its  arrival  at  the  Pennsylvania  camp  shows,  among  other 
things,  that  the  military  bearing  and  appearance  of  the  troops  were 
excellent;  that  the  state  of  discipline  was  excellent;  that  all  officers 
were  zealous  and  intelligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties ;  that 
all  orders  were  duly  promulgated  and  understood ;  that  the  command 
was  proficient  in  the  various  drills ;  that  parades,  guard  mounting,  and 
roll  calls  were  conducted  in  proper  form ;  and  that  the  police  of  tents, 
grounds,  kitchens,  and  sinks  was  excellent  in  every  particular.  The 
regiment  had  had  no  target  practice,  and  little  or  no  instruction  in 
outpost  duty,  reconnaissances,  and  other  field  duties  or  operations,  but 
it  is  to  be  presumed  that  these  shortcomings,  as  well  as  certain  defi- 
ciencies in  equipment,  were  made  good  early  in  the  weeks  that  fol- 
lowed. 

From  time  to  time  in  the  course  of  its  training,  the  regiment 
was  encouraged  in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  called  upon  to  perform 
some  service  more  patently  useful  than  that  merely  of  preparing  for  a 
remote  contingency.  With  the  coming  of  the  preliminary  peace  in 
August,  though  none  could  yet  say  with  certainty  that  hostilities 
would  never  be  resumed,  the  probability  was  strong  that  the  Fifteenth 
would  never  take  part  in  a  battle,  and  expectation  thereafter  centered 
on  the  prospect  of  seeing  foreign  service  at  least.  Not  a  few  of  the  men, 
it  is  true,  would  gladly  have  returned  to  civil  life  upon  receipt  of  the 
news  that  the  fighting  was  over,  but  most  of  them  were  content  to 
continue  in  the  service  on  the  chance  that  the  regiment  might  be  sent 
to  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  or  the  Philippines.  In  official  circles  strong 
influences  were  set  to  work,  principally  through  the  medium  of  Sen- 
had  come  to  the  Fifteenth  by  transfer  from  the  regular  army  where  he  was  captain 
of  the  Twenty-fifth  United  States  Infantry. 
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ator  Davis,  to  secure  such  recognition  for  the  Fifteenth,  and  each  new 
move,  to  the  east  and  then  to  the  south,  was  welcomed  by  the  men, 
both  as  a  change,  and  as  a  change  in  the  right  direction.  During  the 
first  weeks  at  Camp  McKenzie,  there  were  strong  indications  that 
the  regiment  would  be  sent  to  Cuba :  in  fact  the  division  of  which  the 
Fifteenth  was  a  part  was  under  orders  at  this  time  to  hold  itself  in 
readiness  for  a  move  to  Havana.  But  the  sequel  never  materialized. 
Small  wonder  then,  with  permanent  peace  in  sight,  that  the  men  of 
the  Fifteenth  joined  with  the  friends  at  home  in  petitioning  the  war 
department  for  the  regiment's  release. 

Of  course  the  monotony  of  eight  long  months  in  camp  was  not 
unrelieved  by  stimulating  experiences.  On  July  27,  a  few  days 
after  the  muster,  the  new  regiment  was  accorded  a  place  of  honor 
with  the  veterans  of  '61,  in  the  ceremonies  attending  the  laying  of 
the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Capitol  in  St.  Paul.  On  a  Sunday 
afternoon  in  August,  four  Grand  Army  posts  of  St.  Paul  came  out 
to  Camp  Ramsey  where,  after  a  ceremonial  exchange  of  felicitations, 
the  'Veterans  and  young  soldiers  freely  mingled  together  in  social 
converse."  Later  in  the  same  month,  Mrs.  James  J.  Hill,  on  behalf 
of  the  Commercial  Club  of  St.  Paul,  presented  the  regiment  with  a 
stand  of  colors — an  event  which  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  great 
demonstration  of  loyalty  to  the  country  and  to  the  men  of  the  Fif- 
teenth. On  September  10,  two  battalions  of  the  regiment  were  guests 
of  honor  at  the  state  fair  where  they  staged  a  spirited  skirmish  drill 
in  view  of  the  thousands  gathered  there  for  the  annual  exhibition. 
Five  days  later  the  governor  and  his  staff  and  a  host  of  friends  from 
far  and  near  gathered  at  Smith  Park  near  the  depot  in  St.  Paul  to 
honor  the  regiment  upon  its  departure  for  the  east.  Served  there 
with  refreshments  and  bedecked  with  flowers,  the  men  of  the  Fif- 
teenth were  escorted  to  the  depot  and  sent  upon  their  way  with  every 
expression  of  good  will  which  admiring  friends  could  devise. 

During  the  stay  at  Camp  Meade,  Companies  B,  E,  F,  and  L, 
accompanied  by  Colonel  Leonhaeuser  and  other  field  and  staff  officers, 
were  accorded  the  honor  of  representing  the  Fifteenth  and  the  state 
of  Minnesota  at  the  Peace  Jubilee  in  Philadelphia  on  October  27,  the 
Minnesota  men  forming  part  of  a  monster  parade  which  marched 
down  Broad  Street  amid  waving  banners  and  music  of  bands  to  the 
Court  of  Honor  in  front  of  the  city  hall  where  President  McKinley, 
members  of  the  Cabinet,  and  leading  generals  reviewed  the  pro- 
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cession.  Later,  at  Camp  McKenzie,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
brought  welcome  breaks  in  the  routine,  with  relaxed  discipline  and 
with  fresh  evidence  of  the  thought  fulness  of  the  people  at  home. 
Equally  cheering  was  a  visit  from  President  McKinley  at  Augusta 
on  December  19,  the  troops  at  Camp  McKenzie  taking  a  prominent 
part  in  the  ceremonies  of  his  reception  and  entertainment. 

In  the  meantime  the  Fifteenth  had  fought  and  won,  at  fearful 
cost,  a  long-drawn  battle  with  typhoid  fever.  During  the  first  few 
days  at  Camp  Ramsey,  there  were  only  minor  ailments  to  be  dealt 
with,  troubles  ascribable  for  the  most  part  to  hot  weather  and  in- 
discriminate eating  and  drinking.  But  early  in  August  a  number  of 
men  reported  at  sick  call  whose  condition  presently  became  alarming. 
By  August  6  there  were  sixteen  such  cases — nearly  all  from  Companies 
F,  H,  K,  and  M — under  treatment  in  the  regimental  hospital.  By  this 
time  the  surgeons  had  begun  to  fear  typhoid  fever,  and  on  August  13, 
when  the  first  positive  diagnosis  was  made,  their  fears  were  confirmed. 
Meanwhile  the  disease  had  continued  to  spread  at  an  alarming  rate 
among  the  four  companies  affected. 

Somewhat  tardily  after  typhoid  fever  was  first  suspected,  the  regi- 
mental surgeons,  assisted  by  the  health  authorities  of  the  state  and  of 
the  city  of  St.  Paul,  made  efforts  to  determine  the  source  of  the  in- 
fection and  to  prevent  its  spread.  Analysis  of  the  water  and  ice  used 
in  the  camp  failed  to  demonstrate  unmistakably  the  presence  of  the 
typhoid  germ,  but  as  the  possibility  remained,  the  use  of  ice  was 
discontinued,  all  water  was  ordered  boiled,  tank  wagons  were  period- 
ically disinfected  with  live  steam,  and  from  August  14,  the  city  water 
of  St.  Paul,  known  to  be  safe,  was  used  in  place  of  the  supply  hitherto 
drawn  from  wells  and  tanks  on  the  grounds.  Strict  orders  were  issued 
relating  to  the  disposal  of  all  manner  of  refuse;  special  tents  were 
set  aside  for  bathing ;  and  the  importance  of  personal  cleanliness  was 
emphasized.  The  soldiers  were  forbidden  to  patronize  the  numerous 
refreshment  stands  which  had  sprung  up  about  the  camp.  All  com- 
■  panics  of  the  regiment  were  twice  moved  to  new  locations  on  the  fair 
grounds,  the  vacated  sites  being  sprinkled  with  lime.  With  the  sec- 
ond move  the  four  affected  companies  were  separated  from  the  others 
by  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  yards.  But  sanitary  regulations 
were  at  first  generally  disregarded  by  the  men,  and  the  number  of 
victims  steadily  increased:  on  August  18  the  disease  broke  out  among 
the  eight  companies  hitherto  unaffected;  by  the  twenty-first  one 
hundred  and  eighty  men  had  been  sent  to  various  hospitals  in  St.  Paul 
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and  Minneapolis,  and  others  were  succumbing  at  the  the  rate  of 
about  twenty  a  day.  In  the  words  of  Chaplain  Tell  A.  Turner, 
'There  were  not  enough  ambulances  in  the  two  cities  to  meet  the 
requirements  and  the  street  cars  had  to  be  called  into  service."^ 

With  the  removal  to  Fort  Snelling  on  August  23,  the  regiment 
made  a  fresh  start.  The  main  camp  was  located  on  the  rifle  range 
west  of  the  fort,  the  four  companies  most  seriously  affected  encamp- 
ing for  a  few  days  along  the  Minnesota  River  two  miles  farther 
out.  Here  the  men  had  the  advantages  of  ample  room,  unpolluted 
soil,  pure  water  to  drink,  and  running  water  in  which  to  bathe ;  there 
was  increasingly  strict  observance  of  the  ordinary  rules  of  sanitation, 
and  partially  successful  attempts  were  made  at  a  general  disinfection 
of  blankets  and  clothing.  For  a  time  the  epidemic  continued  without 
abatement,  Company  G,  the  only  one  hitherto  unaffected,  now  con- 
tributing large  numbers  of  victims.  Before  the  regiment  left  Camp 
Snelling,  as  it  was  called,  nearly  four  hundred  had  succumbed  to  the 
disease,  and  deaths  had  begun  to  occur  among  the  earlier  cases  now 
approaching  the  crisis. 

But  the  worst  was  nearly  over:  either  from  change  of  location  or 
improved  sanitation,  there  had  come  at  Camp  Snelling  a  gradual  de- 
cline in  the  number  of  cases,  and  at  Camp  Meade  the  epidemic  was 
practically  stamped  out.  The  end  of  the  scourge  appears  to  have 
been  hastened  as  a  result  of  measures  generally  adopted  at  Camp 
Meade  following  the  arrival  there,  on  September  30,  of  the  Walter 
Reed  board  of  regular  army  surgeons  appointed  to  investigate  the  ori- 
gin and  spread  of  typhoid  in  the  several  army  camps.  This  board,  in  the 
light  of  knowledge  gained  in  camps  already  visited,  recommended  a 
more  thoroughgoing  disinfection  of  every  possible  carrier  of  the 
disease,  particularly  of  tentage,  clothing,  and  blankets,  followed  by  a 
change  of  location — with  the  result  that  the  entire  corps  was  prac- 
tically rid  of  the  pestilence  within  a  few  weeks. 

The  board  made  an  exceptionally  careful  investigation  in  the 
case  of  the  Fifteenth  Minnesota  for  this  regiment  was  one  of  the 
worst  affected  in  the  entire  army,  and  "a  most  striking  example  of 
rapid  prostration  by  the  ravages  of  typhoid  fever  before  arrival  in 
the  national  camp  of  rendezvous.'*^   In  its  report  the  board  first  pre-

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sented  the  observations  and  opinions  of  officers  of  the  regiment  and 
of  Minnesota  health  authorities.  Major  Warren  A.  Dennis,  the  regi- 
mental surgeon,  was  quoted  as  of  the  opinion  that  the  water  first  used 
at  Camp  Ramsey  was  the  original  source  of  infection.  Said  Dr. 
Henry  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health: 

As  having  some  bearing  on  the  case,  it  should  be  stated  that  Camp 
Ramsey  was  conveniently  situated  on  one  of  the  inter  urban  electric  lines 
between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis;  that  the  soldiers  were  furnished 
free  transportation  to  both  cities  by  the  electric  line  referred  to,  and  they 
freely  used  their  privilege;  that  the  city  water  of  Minneapolis  has  been 
notoriously  an  infected  water  for  several  years ;  that  the  soldiers  were  raw 
recruits  and  indulged  themselves  to  the  limit  of  their  opportunity  and  their 
purse;  that  infection,  once  introduced  into  the  sinks  of  the  camps,  might 
easily  be  conveyed  by  flies  to  the  food  in  the  kitchens  or  in  the  soldiers' 
plates ;  that  there  was  probably  no  danger  of  infection  of  the  well  water 
from  the  sinks  ...  and,  finally,  that  the  sudden  appearance  of  the 
disease  in  four  companies,  while  the  other  companies,  not  immediately  in- 
fected, were  using  the  same  drinking  water,  would  point  strongly  to  a 
food  or  tent  infection  rather  than  infection  through  the  water  supply. 

Dr.  Frank  F.  Wesbrook,  director  of  the  state  bacteriological 
laboratory,  made  substantially  the  same  observations,  stating  that 
while  the  original  source  of  infection  could  only  be  guessed  at,  "the 
close  proximity  and  ease  of  access  to  Minneapolis,  in  which  city 
something  over  3,000  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  estimated  in  1897 
and  something  less  in  1898,  may  explain  the  first  cases."  Suggesting 
a  further  possibility  with  respect  to  the  origin  of  the  epidemic,  the 
Walter  Reed  board  called  attention  to  the  probability — in  its  opinion — 
that  both  the  Twelfth  and  Fourteenth  regiments,  former  occupants 
of  Camp  Ramsey,  were  infected  with  typhoid  fever  before  they  left 
the  state  rendezvous.  The  spread  of  the  disease,  the  board  was  in- 
clined to  ascribe  to  "the  existence  and  active  influence  of  a  tent,  squad, 
or  comrade  infection,"  rather  than  to  "some  agency  whose  influence 
was  common  and  pretty  constantly  acting  upon  the  whole  command" 
— the  former  assumption  being  acted  upon  at  Camp  Meade  with  the 
result  already  indicated. 

The  disease  had  prostrated  over  a  third  of  the  regiment.  Figures 
compiled  by  the  Walter  Reed  board,  covering  the  months  July  to  De- 
cember, indicate  that  the  Fifteenth  developed  415  certain,  and  60 
probable,  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  all  but  30  of  the  475  having  oc- 
curred during  August  and  September — when  the  regiment  was  at 
Camps  Ramsey  and  Snelling  and  during  the  first  twelve  days  at  Camp 
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Meade.  Death  took  i8,  and  each  of  the  survivors  was  disabled,  on 
the  average,  for  a  period  of  sixty-eight  days. 

A  second  great  misfortune  befell  the  regiment  at  Camp  Mc- 
Kenzie  in  the  weeks  just  before  the  muster-out.  Late  in  the  after- 
noon, on  February  4,  1899,  news  reached  camp  that  Private  Dennis 
O'Connell,  of  Company  F,  had  been  shot  and  killed  during  an  alter- 
cation with  one  Brown  Hadley,  proprietor  of  a  grocery  and  saloon 
near  Augusta.  With  the  spread  of  this  news  there  arose  a  storm  of 
indignation,  and  threats  of  vengeance  upon  the  murderer  were  heard 
on  every  hand.  O'Connell  had  always  borne  an  excellent  reputation, 
and  was  considered  far  from  a  trouble-maker.  It  was  not  even  known 
that  he  drank  to  excess,  and  reports  indicated  that  he  had  been  shot 
in  cold  blood  upon  very  slight  provocation.  In  any  event  the  men  of  the 
Fifteenth  had  little  confidence  that  any  group  of  southern  men  would 
mete  out  justice  to  one  of  their  own  number,  however  discredited,  in 
an  affair  involving  a  northern  soldier. 

In  less  than  an  hour  a  crowd  of  excited  soldiers  had  begun  to 
gather,  and  when  Colonel  Leonhaeuser,  returning  after  a  few  hours 
absence,  sent  to  inquire  the  cause,  about  three  hundred  men  gathered 
in  front  of  the  colonel's  tent  and  called  upon  him  to  speak  with  them. 
This  he  declined  to  do,  but  he  received  a  few  representatives  who 
presently  came  out  with  assurances  that  the  colonel  would  do  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  bring  the  murderer  to  justice,  and  with  orders 
that  the  men  disperse.  Later  in  the  evening  a  large  number  collected 
again,  and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  broke  through  the  guard  and 
started  for  the  city  avowedly  to  capture  Brown  Hadley ;  but  Lieuten- 
ant Haley,  informed  of  this,  overtook  them  and  prevailed  upon  them 
to  return  quietly  to  their  quarters.  Colonel  Leonhaeuser  and  sev- 
eral of  his  officers  stayed  up  most  of  the  night,  while  other 
officers  kept  an  eye  on  the  company  streets,  but  all  was  now  apparently 
quiet.  Morning  brought  the  conviction  that  the  trouble  was  over, 
at  least  for  a  time,  and  that  if  there  was  to  be  any  further  demonstra- 
tion it  would  not  be  until  the  following  night. 

The  usual  camp  routine  was  resumed.  Colonel  Leonhaeuser, 
summoned  to  division  headquarters  on  some  matter  of  routine  busi- 
ness, and  informed  by  his  officers  that  the  men  were  apparently  calm, 
left  camp  about  half-past  nine,  Major  Hand  taking  charge  during  the 
temporary  absence,  also,  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Gotzian.  A  number 
of  other  officers  were  absent  for  various  reasons,  including  the  officers 
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of  Companies  B  and  K  on  provost  duty  with  their  companies  in 
Augusta. 

Scarcely  had  the  colonel  departed  when  a  report  reached  camp 
that  Brown  Hadley  had  been  captured  and  lodged  in  jail  at  Augusta, 
and  that  he  was  to  be  taken  from  there  to  Atlanta.  This  was  like  a 
breath  of  wind  on  smoldering  fires.  The  men  gathered  in  small 
groups  to  discuss  the  matter,  more  or  less  excitedly,  but  without  dis- 
order or  apparent  leadership.  But  at  10:40  a  group  which  had 
formed  in  F  Street  set  out  under  the  leadership  of  Peter  Foley,  a 
private  of  Company  F,  in  the  direction  of  the  commissary  storehouse 
where  the  ball  cartridges  were  kept.  Major  Hand,  observing  this  move- 
ment and  suspecting  mischief,  overtook  the  men  just  as  they  halted 
in  front  of  the  storehouse  and  ordered  them  to  retire.  Whereupon 
Foley  stepped  forward  and  announced  that  they  were  there  to  get 
ammunition  before  starting  after  the  murderer  of  Dennis  O'Connell. 
News  of  the  affair  spread  rapidly  and  nearly  all  members  of  the  reg- 
iment then  in  camp  rushed  to  the  scene,  the  officers  joining  with 
Major  Hand  in  expostulations  and  entreaties,  and  the  men  crowding 
forward  to  join  in  the  movement  or  to  see  what  was  going  on.  Many 
fell  out  in  response  to  the  officers'  appeals,  but  a  large  number  re- 
mained deaf  to  all  argument.  Captain  Barrows,  with  the  assent  of 
Major  Hand,  hastened  away  to  call  up  the  guard,  and  as  the  crowd 
continued  to  press  forward.  Major  Hand,  Lieutenant  Tenney,  and 
Corporal  Sloane  took  position  in  front  of  the  door  of  the  storehouse, 
barring  the  passage.  Some  of  the  officers  were  armed,  but  whether 
from  fear  of  injuring  the  innocent  in  the  great  confusion  which 
reigned,  or  because  of  reluctance  to  shoot  down  comrades  who  might 
yet  be  brought  to  reason  in  some  other  way,  no  weapon  was  drawn. 
Finally,  encouraged  again  by  Foley,  the  soldiers  thrust  the  officers 
aside,  none  too  gently,  burst  in  the  door,  supplied  themselves  with  ball 
cartridges,  and  set  off  in  the  direction  of  town. 

In  the  meantime  the  guard,  only  a  dozen  of  whom  were  available, 
had  been  collected  by  Lieutenant  Edwards  in  response  to  Captain 
Barrows'  summons,  and  had  advanced  to  within  two  hundred  feet 
of  the  storehouse,  but  here  they  were  halted  by  command  of  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Gotzian,  just  returned  to  camp,  who  stated  that  the 
guard  would  now  do  no  good.  In  the  height  of  the  trouble  Lieuten- 
ant Catlin,  the  regimental  adjutant,  had  hurried  to  a  telephone  and  in- 
formed Colonel  Leonhaeuser,  then  at  division  headquarters.     The

colonel  at  once  hurried  back  to  camp,  meeting  the  mutineers  on  the 
way.  The  men  obeyed  his  order  to  stop  and  listened  to  him,  though 
restlessly,  while  he  pointed  out  the  enormity  of  their  offense  and  the 
serious  consequences  they  were  likely  to  bring  on  themselves,  appeal- 
ing also  to  their  patriotism  and  to  their  personal  regard  for  their  com- 
mander. About  two-thirds  of  the  men  obeyed  his  command  and  re- 
turned to  camp,  but  the  others,  about  seventy  in  number,  again 
shouldered  their  rifles  and  resumed  their  march  toward  town.  The 
colonel,  who  was  unarmed  and  on  foot,  then  hurried  to  camp,  ordered 
out  Companies  L  and  H,  and  dispatched  them  under  Major  Hand 
with  orders  to  intercept  and  arrest  the  mutineers. 

Meanwhile  Lieutenant  Colonel  Gotzian  had  sent  to  the  camp  of 
the  Third  United  States  Cavalry  with  an  appeal  for  help,  and  a  de- 
tachment of  troopers  under  Captain  George  H.  Morgan  immediately 
started  in  pursuit,  soon  overtaking  the  little  body  of  mutineers.  Lieu- 
tenant Tenney,  of  the  Fifteenth,  had  gone  along  with  the  men,  con- 
tinually expostulating  with  them.  The  first  wild  passion  had  cooled  a 
little,  and  when  Captain  Morgan  demanded  their  surrender,  the  lieuten- 
ant came  forward  with  the  statement  that  the  men  had  consented  to  re- 
turn to  camp  and  would  go  peaceably.  Under  escort  of  the  cavalry  the 
men  were  marched  back  to  camp,  relieved  of  their  arms,  and  taken  to 
division  headquarters,  where  they  were  placed  under  heavy  guard, 
three  of  the  ringleaders  being  put  in  irons.  All  other  members  of 
the  regiment,  except  those  on  provost  duty  in  the  city,  were  ordered 
to  remain  in  or  return  to  camp,' where  for  a  time  the  regiment  was 
virtually  under  arrest. 

The  ringleaders,  nine  in  number,  were  tried  before  a  general 
court-martial  held  at  division  headquarters,  beginning  February  i6, 
the  fifty-three  other  participants  arrested  at  the  same  time  being  re- 
leased without  trial  after  about  a  month's  imprisonment.  The  fate 
of  the  leaders  was  announced  on  March  19  in  an  order  issued  from 
corps  headquarters  under  date  of  March  16:  eight  of  the  nine  men 
were  sentenced  to  be  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  service,  to 
forfeit  all  pay  and  allowances  due  them,  and  to  be  confined  at  hard 
labor  for  terms  varying  from  six  months  to  six  years — the  reviewing 
officer  in  each  case  remarking  upon  the  inadequacy  of  the  penalty. 
Something  of  the  sort,  of  course,  was  not  unexpected,  but  none  was 
prepared  for  what  followed  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the  order, 
which  opened  with  the  statement,  "The  deplorable  inefficiency,  in- 
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capacity,  weakness  and  timidity,  exhibited  by  nearly  all  of  those  com- 
missioned officers  present  at  the  disgraceful  and  violent  outbreak  in  the 
camp  of  the  iSth  Minnesota  Infantry,  on  February  4th  and  5th,  1899, 
is  incredible  except  on  the  abundant  sworn  testimony  of  said  officers 
themselves" — testimony,  be  it  noted,  which  was  incidentally  elicited 
from  the  officers  at  the  trials  of  the  enlisted  men.  Enlarging  upon 
the  subject  with  increasingly  severe  comments,  the  order  concluded: 

These  sworn  details  are,  it  is  thought,  enough  to  dismiss  a  number 
of  the  officers  of  the  regiment,  and,  in  two  cases  at  least,  it  is  believed  a 
court  martial  would  have  awarded  the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law.  Finally, 
the  order  from  superior  authority  requiring  the  immediate  muster-out 
of  this  regiment,  is  all  that  precludes  the  bringing  before  a  court 
martial  those  officers  who,  during  this  mutinous  outbreak,  proved  them- 
selves thus  recreant,  and  it  is  with  profound  regret  that  the  corps  com- 
mander finds  himself  thus  constrained  to  punish  enlisted  men  while, 
through  circumstances  beyond  his  control,  certain  officers  unworthy  of 
the  commissions  they  hold  are  permitted  to  go  home  with  clean  records.^ 

This  severe  indictment  was  the  more  astounding  because  Major 
General  Samuel  S.  Sumner,  commander  of  the  division  and  acting 
corps  commander  at  the  time  of  the  trouble,  had  inquired  into  the 
conduct  of  the  officers,  and  had  concluded  that  they  had  acted  with 
reasonably  good  judgment  in  the  crisis.  But  General  Sumner  had 
since  been  relieved  of  both  commands  in  the  process  of  demobilization 
then  going  forward,  and  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter  had  been 
left  to  Major  General  Samuel  B.  M.  Young,  the  regular  corps  com- 
mander. It  was  the  latter  who  raised  the  issue  afresh,  but  it  has  since 
appeared  that  he  had  first  taken  the  matter  up  with  Washington.  Upon 
examination  of  the  proceedings  in  the  cases  of  the  enlisted  men,  Gener- 
al Young  had  wired  the  adjutant  general  of  the  army  earnestly  recom- 
mending that  the  President  order  a  court  of  inquiry  to  examine  into 
the  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  Fifteenth,  but  being  informed  that 
the  discharge  of  the  regiment  could  not  be  delayed  for  this  purpose, 
General  Young  had  followed  the  adjutant  general's  suggestion  that  he 
meet  the  cases  so  far  as  disciplinary  ends  were  concerned  by  the  pub- 
lication of  an  order  calling  attention  to  the  inferences  to  be  drawn 
from  the  evidence  and  deprecating  in  words  of  his  own  the  failure 
of  the  officers  to  handle  the  situation.^

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Indignation  and  resentment  possessed  the  officers  of  the  Fifteenth 
when  this  order  was  promulgated.  They  felt  the  strictures  to  be  ex- 
treme, undiscriminating,  and  based,  confessedly,  upon  evidence  ob- 
tained at  a  time  when  there  was  neither  opportunity  nor  apparent 
occasion  for  the  officers  to  be  heard  in  their  own  behalf.  To  them 
it  seemed  as  though  the  reprimand  had  been  so  timed  as  to  offer  no 
opportunity  for  redress,  since  the  regiment  was  to  be  mustered  out 
on  the  twenty-seventh,  only  a  week  away.  They  were  to  be  per- 
mitted to  go  home  "with  clean  records,"  but  what  would  stained 
records  be  if  theirs  were  clean? 

Colonel  Leonhaeuser  and  a  number  of  his  officers  at  once  made 
application  for  a  court  of  inquiry.  On  the  twenty-second  General 
Young  forwarded  this  application  to  the  adjutant  general  with  the 
recommendation  that  "in  view  of  my  animadversions  of  certain  of- 
ficers of  this  regiment  it  seems  only  just  that  they  should  have  the 
court  requested,"  but  the  request  was  promptly  denied,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  colonel,  who,  as  an  officer  of  the  regular  army,  could  have 
a  court  if  he  insisted.  The  governor  of  Minnesota  immediately 
wired  a  protest  to  the  war  department  on  behalf  of  the  volunteer  of- 
ficers of  the  Fifteenth — a  protest  in  which  he  was  joined  by  Senator 
Davis,  and  by  the  state  legislature  then  in  session.  But  all  efforts 
were  vain:  it  was  now  too  late  to  hold  an  inquiry  before  the  date  set 
for  the  muster-out  of  the  regiment,  and  the  war  department  stead- 
fastly refused  to  postpone  that  event  or  to  defer  the  muster-out  of 
the  officers  alone.  Instead,  the  governor  was  informed,  the  corps 
commander  had  been  authorized  to  institute  a  court  of  inquiry  "to 
examine  into  allegations  against  the  colonel  who  represents  all  parties 
involved,"  and  that  in  the  event  such  a  court  were  convened  "other 
officers  can  be  heard  and  all  facts  made  of  record."  And  with  this 
slight  prospect  of  justice  the  officers  of  the  Fifteenth  had  to  be  con- 
tent.^ 

On  March  2y  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  as  scheduled.  Out 
of  a  total  enrollment  of  52  officers  and  1,275  n^en,  the  regiment  had 
lost  6  officers  and  135  men  by  transfer,  resignation,  or  discharge;  20 
men  by  death ;  and  8  men  by  desertion. 

.  .  .  though  temporarily  subordinate  to  General  Young,  was  really  his  ranking 
officer  in  the  regular  army,  and  report  said  there  existed  a  more  than  friendly 
rivalry  between  the  two  commanders."

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The  regiment  did  not  return  to  Minnesota  as  a  body.  The  men, 
no  longer  under  military  control,  arranged  for  the  homeward  trip 
for  such  time  as  they  pleased  and  many  of  them  stayed  a  few  days 
longer  or  stopped  off  for  visits  en  route.  Both  officers  and  men  felt 
that  the  late  unpleasantness  had  made  their  welcome  home  rather 
dubious.  But  this  was  an  unfounded  apprehension,  as  the  welcome 
given  to  the  men  who  did  return  showed.  The  three  Minneapolis 
companies,  returning  in  a  body,  were  met  by  a  large  throng  at  the 
station  in  the  home  city,  and  other  companies  or  groups  met  with 
similar  welcomes  in  the  cities  and  towns  from  which  they  had  gone 
forth.  Minneapolis'  formal  welcome,  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Commercial  Club  on  April  5,  proved  an  occasion  for  many  expressions 
of  loyalty  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  regiment.  Addresses  were 
made  by  Governor  Lind  and  others,  and  every  effort  was  made  to 
show  the  men  that  faith  in  them  had  not  faltered  and  that  eflforts  in 
their  behalf  would  not  weaken.  Again,  at  a  reception  at  the  St.  Paul 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  same  note  of  faith  in  the  Fifteenth  was  sounded. 

It  was  not  conceivable  in  the  minds  of  the  friends  at  home  that 

the  officers — ^men  whom  they  had  known  in  positions  of  honor  and 

responsibility — could  fail  in  the  fundamentals  of  character  under  any 

test.     Of  the  enlisted  men,  only  a  few  had  persisted  in  defiance  of 

authority,  and  in  extenuation,  though  not  in  condonement,  of  their 

action,  Chaplain  Turner  wrote  in  part  as  follows: 

These  men  were  not  of  the  criminal  class  nor  even  of  the  class  who 
had  a  guard  house  record.  .  .  .  Many  were  thoughtless  and  easily 
led  and  not  a  few  were  afraid  of  the  ridicule  which  they  would  have  to 
face  if  they  failed  to  join  the  venture  or  if  they  forsook  it  after  having 
once  started.  Foley,  the  man  who  passed  as  leader,  was  a  man  of  or- 
dinary ability,  and  no  discreditable  record.  ...  Of  the  magnitude 
of  their  offense,  as  it  is  regarded  in  miHtary  circles,  they  had  a  most 
inadequate  idea.  .  .  .  They  knew  it  was  their  duty  to  obey  their  of- 
ficers, but  hardly  one  in  ten  of  the  men  who  fell  in  line  that  morning 
could  have  defined  the  word  mutiny  or  named  the  penalty  for  the  in- 
subordination of  which  they  were  finally  guilty.  They  indeed  set 
out  with  no  deliberate  purpose  to  disobey  their  officers.  This  disobedience, 
although  in  the  end  quite  positive,  was  only  incidental  to  their  main 
undertaking.® 

After  the  muster-out  of  the  Fifteenth,  Colonel  Leonhaeuser — 
now  returned  to  a  captaincy  in  the  regular  army — renewed  his  appli- 
cation for  a  court  of  inquiry,  and  on  April  10  such  a  court  was  con-

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vened  at  army  headquarters  in  St.  Paul.  Brigadier  General  Alexan- 
der C.  M.  Pennington,  U.  S.  Vols.,  presided,  and  with  him  were  as- 
sociated Lieutenant  Colonel  Arthur  L.  Wagner,  U.  S.  A.,  assistant 
adjutant  general,  Major  Theodore  J.  Wint,  Tenth  United  States 
Cavalry,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Edward  Hunter,  U.  S.  A.,  deputy 
judge  advocate  general.  Colonel  Leonhaeuser  was  present  in  person 
and  had  as  his  advisers  Lieutenant  Catlin,  regimental  adjutant,  and 
Captain  Crossfield,  both  of  the  Fifteenth  Minnesota,  while  General 
Young  was  represented  by  Lieutenant  Colonel  William  P.  Duvall, 
U.  S.  Vols.,  who  had  been  General  Young's  chief  ordnance  officer  and 
acting  judge  advocate  at  the  time  of  the  trouble. 

The  court  was  in  session  for  three  weeks,  and  a  mass  of  testi- 
mony was  compiled.  Most  of  those  who  had  given  evidence  before 
the  court-martial  in  Augusta  were  recalled,  and  a  large  number  of 
new  witnesses  testified.  But  unfortunately  for  the  volunteer  officers 
of  the  Fifteenth  who  desired  vindication,  it  was  decided  at  the  outset 
that  under  the  wording  of  the  convening  order  the  court  was  not 
called  upon  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  any  officer  other  than 
Colonel  Leonhaeuser — and  this  despite  the  fact  that  Senator  Davis 
had  particularly  requested  of  the  adjutant  general  that  the  inquiry 
should  embrace  "not  only  the  case  of  Colonel  Leonhaeuser,  but  that 
of  all  the  officers  under  his  command — in  short,  the  entire  transaction 
of  the  day  in  which  the  alleged  riot  took  place.'* ^ 

The  hearings  were  held  in  secret,  and  it  was  several  weeks  before 
the  decision  was  made  known.  Before  the  court  adjourned,  the  state 
legislature  adopted  a  joint  resolution — the  last  act  of  the  session — 
calling  upon  the  President  and  the  war  department  "to, expunge  from 
the  record**  all  that  portion  of  General  Young's  order  which  related 
to  the  officers  of  the  Fifteenth,  on  the  ground  that  the  latter  had  been 
"deprived  of  the  inherent  right  of  every  American  citizen  when 
charged  with  a  crime  or  misdemeanor  of  having  a  full,  free  and  fair 
hearing" — but  all  to  no  avail.  ^** 

On  July  8,  after  review  by  the  judge  advocate  general  and  ap- 
proval by  the  secretary  of  war,  the  findings  and  opinion  of  the  court 
in  the  case  of  Colonel  Leonhaeuser  were  announced  in  the  form  of 
an  order  issued  from  the  adjutant  general's  office.  In  this  order  the 
colonel  was  mildly  criticised  for  failing,  when  he  met  the  mutineers,

by  Captain  H.  A.  Leonhaeuser,  25th  U.  S.  Infantry/'  The  ''opinion" 
contained  no  reference  to  other  officers  of  the  Fifteenth,  but  the  "find- 
ings/* or  preliminary  account  of  the  whole  affair  as  the  court  viewed 
it,  concluded  with  the  statement  that  "until  the  two  companies  were 
dispatched  in  pursuit  of  the  mutineers  by  Colonel  Leonhaeuser  no 
serious  or  concerted  forcible  measures  were  taken  or  attempted  by  the 
officers  of  the  15th  Minnesota  Infantry  to  prevent  the  mutineers 
from  seizing  the  ammunition  or  leaving  camp."  Again  had  the  vol- 
unteer officers  of  the  Fifteenth,  in  effect,  been  placed  on  trial  and 
condemned,  though  in  less  pointed  language,  without  being  heard  in 
their  own  behalf.^^ 

It  now  appears,  however,  that  the  judge  advocate  general,  Brig- 
adier General  G.  Norman  Lieber,  U.  S.  A.,  in  his  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  case,  had  not  only  questioned  the  court's  conclusion 
as  to  Colonel  Leonhaeuser,  whom  he  thought  to  have  been  treated 
somewhat  too  tenderly,  but  had  called  the  attention  of  the  secretary 
of  war  to  the  fact  that  "the  conduct  of  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
15th  Minnesota  present  during  the  mutiny  was  not  such  as  to  merit 
the  severe  reprimand  contained  in  the  order  [of  General  Young]." 
After  a  careful  analysis  of  the  evidence  with  reference  to  the  conduct 
of  the  several  volunteer  officers  concerned.  General  Lieber  had  con- 
cluded "that  Captains  Crossfield,  Gibson,  Barrows,  and  Bond,  and 
Lieutenants  Catlin,  Edwards,  Connors,  and  Haley  do  not  merit  the 
rebuke  contained  in  General  Young's  order  of  reprimand,  and  that 
their  conduct  and  action  during  the  mutiny  is  deserving  of  praise 
rather  than  censure/'  Regarding  the  other  officers  present  in  camp 
at  the  time,  the  general  had  said,  "nothing  is  found  in  the  evidence  to 
show  that  they  do  not  merit  the  rebuke  and  the  strictures  contained  in 
the  order  of  reprimand."  But  the  decision  of  the  court  had  stood,  and 
as  General  Lieber  himself  had  recommended  that  the  findings  be

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published,  if  at  all,  "without  remark  by  the  reviewing  authority,'*  the 
general's  more  discriminating  view  of  the  cases  of  the  volunteer  of- 
ficers was  never  made  public. 

Nor  was  the  decision  of  this  court  the  only  disappointment  which 
the  members  of  the  Fifteenth  were  to  carry  with  them  through  the 
years.  Another  court  had  freed  Brown  Hadley,  *'the  arch  criminal," 
said  Chaplain  Turner,  *'in  this  whole  series  of  misdemeanors  and  mis- 
fortunes." Hadley  had  been  tried  by  a  civil  court  at  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
in  June,  and  had  been  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  self-defense,  fol- 
lowing a  trial  which  Chaplain  Turner  characterized  as  an  outrage  on 
justice.  It  is  perhaps  impossible  for  a  Minnesotan,  even  at  this  late 
date,  to  view  the  proceedings  in  this  case  without  prejudice,  but  ap- 
parently the  fears  of  the  men  of  the  Fifteenth,  that  the  slayer  of 
Dennis  O'Connell  would  not  receive  due  punishment  at  the  hands  of 
a  southern  jury,  had  been  justified. ^^

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The  general  course  of  events  at  the  centers  of  action  during  the 
earlier  part  of  the  period  covered  by  this  work  has  already  been  in- 
dicated. Spain  was  brought  to  terms  in  less  than  four  months  after 
the  beginning  of  hostilities,  following  the  destruction  of  the  Spanish 
fleets  in  Manila  harbor  and  near  Santiago  May  i  and  July  3,  1898, 
and  the  fall  of  Santiago  July  17 — the  signing  of  the  peace  protocol 
antedating  by  one  day  the  capture  of  Manila  August  13.  The  peace 
treaty  was  signed  December  10,  and  formal  ratifications  were  ex- 
changed April  II,  1899. 

By  the  terms  of  the  treaty  the  United  States  acquired  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  and  with  them  new  troubles.  As  related  in  the  history 
of  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  the  Filipinos  had  announced  through 
their  leader,  Aguinaldo,  their  intention  to  resist  the  extension  of 
American  authority  in  the  islands,  and  on  February  4,  1899,  they  had 
risen  in  rebelHon  against  the  invaders.  It  is  impossible  here  to  trace 
in  detail  the  gradual  conquest  of  the  islands — to  describe  the  numerous 
expeditions  in  northern  and  southern  Luzon  and  to  other  islands  of 
the  Philippine  group,  or  the  hundreds  of  engagements  imposing  only 
in  the  aggregate.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  insurgent  forces  were 
driven  from  the  field  and  dispersed  during  the  campaigns  of  1899  and 
1900,  but  that  the  rebels  then  resorted  to  guerrilla  warfare  which  was 
kept  up  here  and  there  in  the  islands  for  two  years.  Not  even  at 
the  end  of  that  time  could  it  be  said  that  the  islands  were  wholly 
pacified,  but  by  July  4,  1902,  when  President  Roosevelt  declared  the 
insurrection  to  be  at  an  end,  all  but  a  few  isolated  regions  had  been 
brought  under  the  sway  of  civil  authority. 

During  the  four-year  period  embracing  the  two  conflicts,  over 
3,700  Minnesotans  served  in  the  regular  army,  navy,  marine  corps, 
other  state  volunteer  regiments,  or  regiments  of  United  States  Vol- 
unteers, so-called  because  recruited  from  the  country  at  large.  About 
a  third  of  this  number,  including  some  500  who  had  enlisted  in  the 
regular  branches  before  April  21,  1898,  were  in  the  service  during 
the  war  with  Spain;  the  remainder,  together  with  many  holding  over 
from  the  earlier  conflict,  and  including  555  former  Minnesota  Volun- 
teers, served  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  three-year  struggle  in 
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the  Orient.  Not  a  few  saw  action  in  Cuba  during  the  Spanish  war ; 
large  numbers  participated  in  the  conquest  of  the  Philippines;  and 
133  gave  their  lives  for  their  country. 

Minnesotans  were  to  be  found  in  all  branches  of  the  service,  and 
in  nearly  every  regiment  of  the  regular  army  and  of  the  United  States 
volunteers,  as  shown  by  statistics  and  rosters  appended  to  this  nar- 
rative. Information  there  given  must  in  most  cases  suffice  to  indicate 
the  general  character  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  several  units  or 
branches  in  which  Minnesota  was  represented,  but  in  at  least  three 
army  organizations  this  state  can  claim  a  special  interest. 

Company  G,  Second  United  States  Volunteer  Engineers^ 

Under  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  May  11,  1898, 
the  President  directed  the  secretary  of  war  to  organize  a  volunteer 
brigade  of  engineers  to  be  recruited  from  the  nation  at  large.  Com- 
pany G  of  the  second  regiment  of  this  brigade  was  recruited  and 
organized  in  Minnesota,  largely  through  the  efforts  of  Archibald  O. 
Powell,  of  St.  Paul,  commissioned  captain.  Gates  A.  Johnson,  Jr.,  of 
St.  Paul,  who  had  served  in  the  national  guard  for  many  years,  was  ap- 
pointed first  lieutenant,  and  Howard  Woodman,  of  the  same  city, 
second  lieutenant.  Seventy-four  of  the  rank  and  file,  which  included 
engineers,  electricians,  mechanics,  bridge-builders,  and  "handy  men" 
from  the  lumber  camps,  were  also  Minnesotans. 

On  July  8,  1898,  the  recruits  were  mustered  into  the  service  at 
the  old  armory  in  St.  Paul,  and  on  the  twenty-eighth,  after  a  farewell 
banquet  given  by  the  St.  Paul  Commercial  Club,  the  company  en- 
trained for  Fort  Sheridan,  Illinois.  There  it  rendezvoused  with  seven 
other  companies  of  the  regiment  organized  as  the  First  and  Second 
battalions — the  Third  Battalion  being  organized  at  San  Francisco  and 
sent  to  Honolulu. 

On  August  12,  six  companies  of  the  First  and  Second  battalions, 
including  Company  G,  Second  Battalion,  left  Fort  Sheridan  for 
Montauk  Point,  Long  Island,  where  a  recuperation  camp  for  fever- 
ridden  troops  from  the  camps  in  Cuba  and  the  South  was  under  con-

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struction.  The  detachment  arrived  at  its  destination,  Camp  Wikoff, 
one  week  after  the  first  nail  was  driven  in  the  construction  of  the  hos- 
pitals there.  The  general  hospital,  hastily  erected,  already  housed 
over  two  hundred  sick  soldiers.  A  number  of  the  engineers  were 
detailed  to  assist  in  the  work  of  digging  wells,  erecting  tanks,  and 
laying  water  pipes  throughout  the  camp.  Others  engaged  in  the  lo- 
cation of  sites  for  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery  camps  and  hospitals, 
and  in  the  erection  of  tents  on  these  locations.  Not  a  few  were  called 
upon  to  make  troughs  for  carrying  away  waste  water,  to  fill  in 
swampy  places,  and  to  dig  sinks  and  garbage  pits  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  general  hospital. 

On  October  7,  Company  G,  with  Headquarters  and  Company  F, 
Second  Battalion,  left  for  Huntsville,  Alabama.  There  they  assisted 
in  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads  and  bridges,  the  building  of 
hospitals,  the  installation  of  a  water  system,  and  other  engineering 
work  in  connection  with  the  laying  out  of  a  camp  at  that  point.  By  this 
time  the  men  had  begun  to  grow  somewhat  restless  under  military 
restraint ;  the  war  was  over,  and  the  men  would  gladly  have  returned 
to  their  homes,  but  their  services  were  still  needed.  On  December  29, 
Company  G  and  other  units  of  the  Second  Battalion  left  for  Havana, 
where  for  over  three  months  the  engineers  did  garrison  duty,  re- 
paired streets  and  public  buildings,  and  assisted  in  the  general 
work  of  sanitation.  Upon  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  of  peace  with 
Spain,  in  April,  Company  G  and  other  units  of  the  battalion  were 
recalled  to  the  United  States,  taking  station  at  Camp  McKenzie,  near 
Augusta,  Georgia.  Here  they  were  mustered  out  on  May  18,  1899. 
Company  G  had  spent  ten  months  in  the  service,  and  had  lost  one 
member  by  death — Private  George  Picha,  drowned  at  Vedado,  Cuba. 

The  Forty-Fifth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry^ 

Under  authority  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1899, 
twenty-five  regiments  of  volunteers,  recruited  from  the  country  at 
large,  were  organized  for  service  in  the  Philippines,  the  older  vol- 
unteer organizations  being  entitled  to  discharge  upon  the  conclusion

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of  peace  with  Spain.  In  September  of  that  year  the  main  body  of 
one  of  these  new  regiments,  the  Forty-fifth  United  States  Volunteer 
Infantry,  was  organized  at  Fort  Snelling,  Companies  L  and  M  being 
assembled  at  Vancouver  Barracks,  Washington.  Recruited  for  the 
most  part  in  the  Middle  West,  the  regiment  included  198  Minne- 
sotans— 9  officers  and  189  men — of  whom  6  officers  and  42  men  had 
served  with  the  Minnesota  Volunteers  in  the  Spanish  war. 

Little  time  was  lost  in  transporting  the  new  regiment  to  the 
scene  of  action.  The  Fort  Snelling  contingent,  consisting  of  nearly 
1,100  officers  and  men,  left  for  the  coast  on  October  22,  and  after 
a  stay  of  three  weeks  at  San  Francisco,  embarked  for  Manila,  ar- 
riving on  December  22.  There  the  main  body  was  joined  by  the  two 
western  companies,  which  had  sailed  two  weeks  earlier,  and  the  com- 
pleted regiment  was  sent  at  once  to  the  battle  line. 

The  Forty-fifth  was  first  stationed  at  Caloocan,  just  north  of 
Manila,  on  a  line  of  defense  extending  east  to  the  Mariquina  River. 
North  of  this  line  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  the  towns  of  Mari- 
quina, San  Mateo,  and  Montalban  were  held  by  armed  insurgents, 
estimated  at  from  one  to  two  thousand  in  number,  and  enemy  forces 
were  known  to  be  operating  in  the  Morong  province  to  the  eastward. 
A  road  from  Montalban  north  to  Norzagaray  and  a  trail  from  that 
point  through  the  mountains  into  upper  Bulacan  provided  a  means 
of  communication  between  the  insurgents  of  northern  and  southern 
Luzon.  It  was  the  object  of  the  Americans  to  break  this  line,  and  on 
December  26,  a  force  including  a  battalion  of  the  Forty-fifth  was 
sent  to  drive  the  rebels  from  Montalban  and  to  hold  the  mountain 
passes,  roads,  and  trails  between  that  point  and  Manila.  In  the  course 
of  the  expedition,  which  was  completely  successful,  a  Minnesota  mem- 
ber of  the  Forty-fifth,  Private  Alex  Mattson,  was  drowned. 

During  January,  1900,  the  regiment  took  part  in  an  aggressive 
campaign  against  insurgents  in  the  province  of  Cavite,  south- 
west of  Manila.  First  cutting  off  the  retreat  of  the  enemy  to  the 
mountains  in  the  south  by  seizing  the  Silang-Indang-Naic  road,  the 
Americans  scoured  the  country  to  the  north  and  west  in  search  of 
armed  rebels.  The  Forty-fifth,  stationed  at  Naic,  the  western  termi- 
nal of  the  road,  made  numerous  reconnaissances  northward  as  far  as 
San  Francisco  de  Malabon  and  southward  into  the  province  of  Ba- 
tangas.  On  one  of  these  expeditions  in  the  country  around  Magallanes, 
a  number  of  insurgents  were  encountered  and  put   to  rout,    and 
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scouting  parties  in  Batangas  often  came  upon  small  numbers  of  the 
enemy  operating  as  robbers,  but  elsewhere  there  was  little  opposition. 

In  February  the  Forty-fifth  sailed  from  Manila  with  an  expedi- 
tion under  Major  General  John  C.  Bates,  who  had  been  given  very 
general  instructions  to  take  possession  of  eastern  Albay  and  the  Cam- 
arines  provinces  where  insurgent  forces  driven  from  the  north  had 
taken  refuge.  The  vessels  carrying  the  troops  passed  around  the 
southern  extremity  of  Luzon  to  Legaspi  on  the  east  coast,  where 
one  regiment  disembarked,  and  continued  north  to  the  Bay  of 
San  Miguel.  There  the  Forty-fifth  landed  just  east  of  the  Bicol 
River,  and  marching  inland  a  few  miles  occupied  the  town  of  Nueva 
Caceres,  capital  of  the  South  Camarines  province.  In  the  weeks 
following,  scouting  parties  went  forth  in  every  direction  from  this 
point — south  to  Iriga,  Buhi,  and  Legaspi,  and  north  into  the  country 
around  Daet,  capital  of  the  North  Camarines  province.  The  insur- 
gents had  promptly  fled  to  the  mountains  upon  the  arrival  of  the  troops, 
and  towns  were  occupied  with  little  difficulty,  but  the  country  was 
infested  with  marauding  bands  of  armed  insurgents  and  it  was  the 
business  of  the  Americans  to  hunt  these  down  and  bring  them  to 
terms. 

In  the  north,  Daet  was  the  center  of  activities.  It  was  to  this 
point  that  Company  B,  commanded  by  Captain  Albert  Steinhauser, 
formerly  of  the  Twelfth  Minnesota,  was  sent  in  March,  1900.  Cap- 
tain Steinhauser  often  visited  the  surrounding  towns  for  the, purpose 
of  posting  official  proclamations,  and  his  experience  on  one  of  these 
occasions,  though  exceptional  in  some  respects,  is  typical  of  the  kind 
of  warfare  waged.  Arrived  at  Labo  with  twenty  men  of  his  com- 
pany on  May  26,  Captain  Steinhauser  found  the  town  in  the  possession 
of  a  band  of  insurgents.  The  Americans  made  short  work  of  driving 
the  rebels  out,  but  on  the  return  of  the  detachment  two  days  later 
it  was  attacked  by  a  force  of  about  forty  riflemen  and  over  a  hundred 
bolomen  who  had  concealed  themselves  in  the  dense  hemp  fields  and 
in  the  thick  tops  of  trees  along  the  road  half  a  mile  from  the  town.  The 
men  took  cover  and  succeeded  in  beating  off  the  enemy,  but  at  the 
cost  of  three  men  killed,  including  two  Minnesota  men.  First  Ser- 
geant Clarence  E.  Miller  and  Corporal  Norwin  Johnson,  and  several 
wounded,  including  three  Minnesotans,  Captain  Steinhauser,  Cor- 
poral Thorvald  Thomson,  and  Private  Louis  Narveson.  Returning 
to  Labo  with  the  wounded,  the  party  took  refuge  in  the  church. 
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There  they  were  beseiged  by  insurgents  until  re-enforced  three  days 
later  by  the  arrival  of  First  Lieutenant  Allan  G.  Blaker  and  fifty-five 
men  of  the  Forty-fifth  from  Daet.  The  insurgents  then  vanished, 
reappearing,  probably,  in  the  guise  of  peaceful  citizens  as  was  their 
custom. 

For  months  the  men  of  the  Forty-fifth  carried  on  this  irregular 
warfare,  operating  by  companies  and  detachments  from  numerous 
posts  in  the  Camarines.  How  thoroughly  this  part  of  the  country 
was  reconnoitered  and  patrolled  by  the  regiment  is  indicated  by  fig- 
ures in  the  muster-out  rolls,  which  show  for  each  of  several  of  the 
companies  the  total  distance  marched  by  that  company  and  its  de- 
tachments while  in  the  Philippines.  One  company  recorded  marches 
aggregating  5,632  miles;  others  covered  somewhat  shorter  distances; 
but  all  traveled  hundreds  of  miles,  and  this  for  the  most  part  in  the 
Camarines  country,  a  region  approximately  one  hundred  miles  long 
and  thirty  miles  wide.  By  April,  1901,  most  of  the  guerrilla  bands 
had  been  broken  up,  and  comparative  order  having  been  secured,  the 
regiment  was  recalled  to  the  United  States. 

The  Forty-fifth  arrived  at  San  Francisco  on  May  17  and  was 
mustered  out  on  June  3,  1901,  after  more  than  a  year  and  a  half  in  the 
service.  Among  the  fifty-four  members  of  the  regiment  who  lost 
their  lives  during  this  period  were  nine  Minnesota  men,  three  of  whom 
were  killed  in  action. 

The  Third  United  States  Infantry^ 

At  the  time  of  the  Spanish  war,  the  Third  United  States  Infantry, 
the  oldest  infantry  organization  in  the  regular  army,  had  become 
almost  a  Minnesota  institution.  The  main  body  of  the  regiment  had 
been  stationed  at  Fort  Snelling  since  the  spring  of  1888,  and  the  en- 
tire regiment  since   1891.     Many  Minnesotans  had  enlisted  in  the 

3This  account  is  drawn  chiefly  from  a  manuscript  history  of  the  regiment, 
from  its  organization  to  December  31,  1904,  on  file  in  the  war  department.  The 
history  was  compiled  by  Captains  James  H.  McRae,  John  W.  Barker,  and  William 
R.  Sample — all  officers  of  the  Third,  and  of  the  rank  indicated,  at  the  time  of 
writing.  The  portions  covering  the  years  1894  to  1899  and  1902  to  1905  were 
compiled  by  Captain  Barker,  and  the  part  relating  to  the  years  1899  to  1902  by 
Captain  Sample.  Other  sources  include  the  published  reports  of  the  war  depart- 
ment; local  newspaper  accounts;  and  an  article  on  "The  Last  Indian  Uprising  in  the 
United  States,"  by  Lieutenant  Commander  Louis  H.  Roddis,  Medical  Corps, 
U.  S.  N.,  Minnesota  History  Bulletin,  3:273-290  (February,  1920),  which  deals  at 
length  with  the  trouble  at  Leech  Lake,  Minnesota,  in  September  and  October,  1898. 
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ranks  and  countless  local  ties  and  associations  incident  to  a  ten-years* 
stay  in  one  place  had  been  formed.  On  April  i,  1898,  the  Third,  then 
at  a  peace-time  strength  of  550  officers  and  men,  numbered  in  its  per- 
sonnel 149  Minnesotans;  287  others  enlisted  during  the  fighting  with 
Spain,  many  of  them  for  the  duration  of  the  war  only;  and  157  joined 
later,  in  most  cases  before  the  regiment  went  to  the  Philippines — a 
total  of  593  Minnesotans,  including  5  officers,  being  enrolled  with  the 
regiment  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  period  of  the  war  and 
the  insurrection. 

Of  the  departure  of  the  Third  for  the  South  on  April  19,  1898, 
six  days  before  the  formal  declaration  of  war  with  Spain,  and  of  the 
demonstration  accorded  the  regulars  on  that  occasion,  an  account  has 
already  been  given.  On  that  day  the  regiment,  under  command  of 
Colonel  John  H.  Page,  entrained  for  Mobile,  Alabama,  where  it  en- 
camped with  other  troops  mobilizing  for  the  Cuban  campaign.  On 
June  3  the  regiment  embarked  as  part  of  Brigadier  General  John  C. 
Bates's  independent  brigade  en  route  to  Port  Tampa,  where  it  joined 
the  expedition  against  Santiago  under  Major  General  William  R. 
Shafter. 

The  main  body  of  the  expedition,  including  the  Third,  landed 
at  Daiquiri  about  twenty  miles  east  of  Santiago  Bay,  beginning  June 
22.  After  a  short  stay  at  Daiquiri,  the  Third  advanced  to  Siboney, 
some  ten  miles  nearer  Santiago,  where  it  remained  until  June  30. 
Meanwhile  the  main  column  pushed  forward,  concentrating  at  Se- 
villa. 

On  the  morning  of  July  i,  attacks  were  launched  against  the 
Spanish  outer  defenses  at  El  Caney  and  at  San  Juan  Hill.    The  at- 

A  letter  from  the  chief  of  the  historical  section  of  the  Army  War  College 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  dated  January  11,  1923,  contains  the  following  statement  and 
explanation  with  reference  to  the  Third  Infantry:  "This  regiment  is  the  oldest  in- 
fantry organization  in  the  Regular  Army.  It  was  organized  in  1784  as  a  Pennsyl- 
vania regiment  under  authority  of  Resolve  of  Congress,  June  3,  1784;  designated  as 
the  Regiment  of  Infantry,  1789;  as  the  ist  Infantry  on  organization  of  another 
regiment  in  1791 ;  as  the  Infantry  of  the  First  Sub-Legion,  1792;  again  as  the  ist 
Infantry,  1796;  consolidated  in  1815  with  the  5th  (1808),  17th  (1812),  19th  (1812), 
and  28th  (1813),  and  designated  as  the  3d  Infantry;  consolidated  in  1869  with  one 
half  of  the  37th  Infantry  (1866)  without  change  in  name." 

When  the  regiment  entered  the  Spanish  war  it  had  a  record  not  only  of 
long  years  of  service  but  of  achievements  on  the  field  of  battle,  having  served  with 
distinction  in  the  Mexican  War — notably  at  Monterey — in  many  of  the  principal  cam- 
paigns and  battles  of  the  Civil  War,  and  in  Indian  campaigns  on  the  western 
plains. 
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tack  at  El  Caney  developed  unexpectedly  determined  opposition,  and 
Bates's  brigade,  which  had  arrived  at  Shafter's  headquarters  that 
morning  from  Siboney,  was  ordered  forward  to  render  assistance  at 
El  Caney  if  necessary.  Upon  arrival  at  1:30  p.m.,  the  brigade,  in- 
cluding the  Third,  was  at  once  placed  in  line,  in  time  to  participate  in 
the  final  assault  upon  and  capture  of  the  stone  fort.  *'The  fighting 
of  this  brigade  was  so  severe,"  says  Alger,  "that,  when  the  garrison 
of  the  fort  was  ready  to  surrender  at  two  o'clock,  the  Spanish  dared 
not  come  out,  and  the  men  and  officers  of  the  12th  Infantry  (Chaf- 
fee's brigade)  dared  not  attempt  to  go  in  the  fort  on  account  of 
Bates's  fire."^  When  the  stronghold  was  taken.  Companies  A  and  D 
of  Captain  John  W.  Hannay's  battalion  formed  as  a  firing  line  on 
the  parapet  of  the  fort  and  did  effective  work  against  the  retreating 
forces  and  those  in  the  village  of  El  Caney,  exposed  all  the  time  to  a 
murderous  fire  from  a  blockhouse  in  the  village  and  from  a  ravine 
to  the  right  and  front  of  the  position.  The  other  companies  of  the 
regiment  were  exposed  to  severe  fire  at  this  time  while  marching  to  a 
position  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  as  a  reserve. 

That  night  the  brigade  made  a  notable  march  over  almost  im- 
passable roads  and  trails  to  a  position  in  the  rear  of  the  American 
left  in  front  of  Santiago.  The  Third  was  placed  in  reserve  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  San  Juan  Hill,  with  one  battalion,  consist- 
ing of  Companies  B,  C,  F,  and  G,  occupying  rifle  pits  at  the  front 
all  day  on  July  2.  Here  the  regiment  was  exposed  to  heavy  fire  at 
various  times  during  the  battle  which  was  waged  all  along  the  line 
until  noon  on  July  3,  when  a  truce  was  called  pending  the  outcome 
of  negotiations  for  the  surrender  of  the  city.  During  the  lull,  Bates's 
brigade  was  moved  to  the  front  on  the  extreme  left,  the  Third  being 
again  in  reserve  but  with  outposts  from  Companies  A,  B,  C,  E,  and 
H  entrenched  on  a  ridge  overlooking  the  Spanish  rifle  pits  eight 
hundred  yards  distant.  Surrender  having  been  refused,  hostili- 
ties were  resumed  on  the  tenth,  but  this  time  the  American  fleet 
joined  in  the  attack — the  Spanish  fleet  had  gone  forth  to  its  doom  a 
week  before — and  the  city  capitulated  on  the  afternoon  of  the  eleventh, 
the  formal  surrender  taking  place  on  July  17.  Among  the  battle  cas- 
ualties of  the  Third,  which  numbered  three  men  killed  and  over  fif- 
teen wounded,  was  at  least  one  Minnesotan — Private  Albert  Jindra, 
who  died  of  wounds  received  at  El  Caney.

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The  regiment  remained  in  Cuba,  guarding  Spanish  prisoners  at 
San  Juan  Hill,  until  August  i8,  when  it  embarked  on  the  return 
journey  to  the  home  station,  arriving  at  Fort  SnelHng  on  September 
i6,  after  three  weeks  spent  in  quarantine  at  Camp  Wikoff,  Long  Is- 
land. Like  most  other  regiments  participating  in  the  Santiago  cam- 
paign, the  Third  had  suffered  heavily  from  the  ravages  of  yellow  fever, 
malarial  fever,  and  other  tropical  diseases.  Some  eighteen  had  died 
of  fever  in  Cuba;  many  were  in  hospitals  at  various  points  in  the 
East  and  South  and  in  Cuba;  and  of  the  small  number  who  returned 
at  this  time,  only  a  few  were  fit  for  duty.  But  a  large  number  of 
recruits  had  been  assembled  at  the  fort  during  the  absence  of  the  reg- 
iment, and  these  for  a  time  relieved  the  veterans  of  the  burden  of 
garrison  duty. 

On  September  30,  Second  Lieutenant  Chauncey  B.  Humphreys 
and  a  detachment  of  twenty  men  were  sent  to  Walker,  in  northern 
Minnesota,  where  United  States  marshals  were  having  trouble  in 
arresting  certain  Indians  at  the  Leech  Lake  reservation.  Two  In- 
dians, previously  arrested  by  deputy  marshals,  had  been  rescued  by 
their  comrades,  and  warrants  were  out  for  the  arrest  of  more  than 
twenty  of  those  who  had  taken  part  in  the  affair.  The  Indians  had 
assumed  a  somewhat  threatening  attitude,  and  the  marshals  had  asked 
for  troops  in  the  hope  that  the  Indians  would  submit  upon  a  show  of 
force. 

The  arrival  of  the  twenty  soldiers  having  failed  of  the  desired 
effect,  re-enforcements  were  requested  by  telegraph,  and  on  October  4 
another  detachment  of  the  Third,  consisting  of  fifty  men  of  Company 
E  and  thirty  men  from  the  remaining  seven  companies,  was  dis- 
patched to  Walker  under  the  command  of  Captain  and  Brevet  Major 
Melville  C.  Wilkinson.  Brigadier  General  John  M.  Bacon,  command- 
ing officer  of  the  department  of  Dakota,  accompanied  the  expedition. 
On  the  morning  of  the  fifth,  seventy-seven  soldiers  under  Captain 
Wilkinson  proceeded  by  steamer  from  Walker  with  General  Bacon, 
a  number  of  marshals,  and  others  to  Sugar  Point,  where  a  number 
of  the  Indians  sought  were  known  to  be  living.  Landing  at  a  small 
clearing  on  the  point,  the  party  arrested  one  of  the  Indians  wanted, 
but  a  search  of  the  surrounding  country  for  others  proved  fruitless. 
The  command  had  just  assembled  for  dinner  near  a  log  house  in  the 
clearing,  when  it  was  fired  upon  from  three  sides  by  Indians  con- 
cealed in  the  woods.     Taking  cover  in  the  first  moment  of  surprise, 
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the  troops  soon  formed  an  irregular  skirmish  line  facing  the  woods, 
and  there,  for  three  hours  and  a  half,  with  little  protection  from  the 
volleys  of  the  enemy,  the  men  kept  up  a  hot  fire  against  an  unseen 
foe.  The  main  body  of  the  Indians  then  withdrew,  but  occasional 
shots  were  fired  from  the  woods  during  the  remainder  of  the  after- 
noon and  on  the  following  morning.  The  engagement  had  cost  the 
lives  of  one  officer,  Captain  Wilkinson,  and  five  men,  and  among  the 
ten  soldiers  wounded  were  five  Minnesotans,  Privates  Charles  M. 
Turner,  George  Wicker,  Edward  Brown,  Jes  S.  Jensen,  and  Gottfried 
Ziegler.  Instances  of  individual  gallantry  were  common,  and  one 
Minnesotan,  Oscar  Burkard,  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Corps  at- 
tached to  the  Third  Infantry,  was  later  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor 
for  distinguished  bravery  in  this  action. 

Re-enforcements  were  again  called  for,  and  on  October  6,  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Abram  A.  Harbach,  with  a  force  of  five  officers  and 
two  hundred  and  nine  men  drawn  from  all  companies  of  the  Third 
still  at  Fort  Snelling,  made  a  fast  trip  to  Walker,  arriving  there  in 
the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  But  by  this  time  all  was  quiet  at 
Sugar  Point;  the  force  there  returned  to  Walker  the  next  day;  and 
on  the  eighth,  Colonel  Harbach's  command  proceeded  to  the  Indian 
agency,  five  miles  north  of  Walker,  where  it  went  into  camp.  In 
the  meantime  efforts  to  persuade  the  Indians  to  yield  peaceably  were 
renewed,  and  by  the  middle  of  October  practically  all  of  the  Indians 
sought  were  in  the  hands  of  the  authorities.  It  was  some  days,  how- 
ever, before  the  alarm  in  the  country  around  subsided,  and  still  other 
troops  were  brought  up  from  Fort  Snelling,  in  addition  to  the  force 
drawn  from  the  Fourteenth  Minnesota  Volunteer  Infantry,  whose 
part  in  this  crisis  has  already  been  related.  On  October  I2,  a  detach- 
ment of  five  officers  and  ninety-five  men  of  the  Third  was  sent  north 
to  protect  the  Leech  Lake  and  Winnebagoshish  government  dams, 
and  on  the  same  day  another  detachment — number  of  men  not  stated 
— was  assigned  to  duty  in  the  town  of  Walker.  On  October  23  all 
detachments  of  the  Third  returned  to  Fort  Snelling,  except  Company 
G,  which  remained  on  guard  at  Camp  Bacon,  established?  by  the 
troops  at  Walker. 

The  beginning  of  the  new  year,  1899,  found  the  regiment  pre- 
paring for  service  in  the  Philippines.  During  January  a  battalion  of 
four  new  companies  was  organized,  and  all  companies  were  recruited 
to  maximum  strength.     Company  G  returned  from  Camp  Bacon  on 
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the  eleventh,  and  on  January  30  the  regiment  entrained  for  New 
York,  where  it  embarked  at  once  for  the  PhiHppines. 

Landing  at  Manila  on  March  23,  the  regiment  arrived  in  time 
to  participate  in  the  first  general  drive  against  the  insurgents  in  the 
country  north  of  Manila,  beginning  on  the  twenty-fifth — the  day 
when  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  recently  relieved  from  police  duty  in 
the  city,  was  engaged  at  Mariquina.  That  day  found  the  Second  Bat- 
talion of  the  Third  in  line  at  Caloocan  with  General  Wheaton's  brigade 
of  the  First  Division,  Eighth  Army  Corps,  to  which  the  regiment 
had  been  assigned.  In  the  advance,  begun  early  in  the  morning, 
this  battalion  formed  part  of  the  support  to  the  Second  Oregon  Vol- 
unteer Infantry  and  the  Twenty-second  United  States  Infantry, 
Companies  G  and  M  joining  in  the  charge  on  the  enemy's  trenches, 
and  Companies  E  and  F  re-enforcing  the  firing  line  of  the  Twenty- 
second  Infantry.  Line  after  line  of  the  enemy's  works  was  taken, 
Companies  G  and  M  for  a  while  being  in  the  hottest  part  of  the  fight- 
ing, and  on  the  morning  of  the  twenty-sixth  the  enemy  broke  and  fled 
to  the  north.  The  other  two  battalions  of  the  Third  came  up  from 
Manila  that  day  and  joined  the  Second  Battalion  at  Caloocan.  The 
regiment  then  followed  in  the  wake  of  the  advancing  column,  and 
on  March  31  supported  the  Montana  and  Nebraska  volunteers  in  a 
general  attack  upon  Malolos,  the  insurgent  capital,  the  Third  moving 
into  position  under  fire  and  remaining  in  support  until  the  town  was 
captured.  The  casualties  of  the  regiment  during  the  campaign  were 
five  men  killed  and  one  officer  and  eighteen  men  wounded,  including 
three  Minnesotans,  Privates  Charles  Karger,  Robert  H.  Wormworth, 
and  Emil  Krohn,  all  wounded. 

During  most  of  April  the  regiment  was  stationed  at  Caloocan, 
guarding  roads  and  towns  in  the  vicinity.  On  April  22  Companies 
A,  C,  F,  G,  H,  K,  L,  and  M,  under  command  of  Captain  Hannay, 
proceeded  one  mile  to  La  Loma  church  where  they  joined  General 
Lawton's  expedition  to  San  Isidro — two  battalions  of  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  participating  in  the  same  general  movement.  In  the  course 
of  the  campaign  Captain  Hannay's  command  penetrated  as  far  north 
as  Gapan,  east  of  San  Isidro,  Companies  E  and  I  from  Caloocan  join- 
ing at  San  Miguel.  On  the  way  north  the  enemy  was  encountered  in 
some  force  at  San  Roque  and  near  Baliuag,  at  a  cost  to  the  regiment 
of  one  officer  and  four  men  wounded.  The  heaviest  fighting  occurred 
on  May  23  when  the  command,  then  stationed  at  San  Miguel,  was 
detached  from  Lawton's  division  and  ordered  to  Baliuag.     On  the 
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way  south  that  day  the  men  of  the  Third  encountered  insurgent  forces 
at  San  Ildefonso,  at  Maasin,  and  two  miles  out  of  Maasin — each 
engagement  lasting  from  one  to  two  hours,  and  all  together  costing  the 
regiment  one  man  killed,  Private  Guy  L,  Whitlock,  a  Minnesotan, 
and  one  officer  and  fourteen  men  wounded,  including  two  Minnesota 
men,  Musician  William  P.  Lemay  and  Private  Richard  T.  Frank. 
Private  Charles  G.  Gamble,  another  Minnesotan,  died  of  wounds  re- 
ceived during  a  reconnaissance  three  days  later. 

From  May  30  to  December  18,  the  regiment  was  stationed  at 
Baliuag,  with  detachments  posted  at  various  times  at  Quingua,  San 
Fernando,  Santa  Rita,  and  Bacolor,  garrisoning  the  towns  and  rec- 
onnoitering  the  surrounding  country.  On  two  occasions,  only,  were 
insurgents  encountered  in  force  in  the  region  under  guard,  once  on 
August  13,  when  two  battalions  routed  a  large  body  of  insurgents  at 
Bintog,  and  again  on  November  24,  when  three  companies,  recon- 
noitering  toward  San  Miguel,  encountered  the  enemy  at  Maasin  and 
San  Ildefonso — the  total  battle  casualties  for  the  period  being  one 
officer  and  one  man  killed,  one  wounded,  and  two  drowned  while  in 
action.  Starting  December  3,  Captain  James  H.  McRae,  with  two 
hundred  men,  made  an  expedition  into  the  province  of  Bataan,  driv- 
ing the  enemy  before  him  and  returning  without  casualties.  The 
same  officer,  with  fifty  men,  participated  in  a  similar  expedition,  start- 
ing December  9,  across  the  mountains  to  Subig  Bay  on  the  west  coast, 
returning  by  way  of  Manila. 

From  December  19,  1899,  to  January  24,  1901,  the  regiment  was 
stationed  along  the  line  of  the  Manila  and  Dagupan  Railway,  with 
headquarters  first  at  Caloocan,  and  later  at  San  Fernando.  During 
this  period  the  regiment  guarded  the  railroad  as  had  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  before  it,  patrolling  every  mile  of  the  track  between  Polo 
and  San  Fernando,  and  during  most  of  the  time  furnishing  guards 
for  all  trains  out  of  Manila.  It  was  necessary,  also,  to  clear  the  sur- 
rounding country  of  lawless  remnants  of  the  insurgent  army,  bands 
of  rebels  occasionally  attacking  the  garrisons  or  waylaying  detach- 
ments en  route  between  stations.  Most  of  the  encounters  were  little 
more  than  skirmishes,  but  altogether  the  work  of  the  year  cost  the 
regiment  four  men  killed  and  ten  wounded,  including  three  Minne- 
sota men.  Corporal  Albert  Goeke,  killed,  and  Privates  Joe  Alpert 
and  Patrick  Mullen,  wounded. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  regiment's  stay  in  the  Philippines, 
the  men  were  distributed  by  companies  and  detachments  through  the 
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provinces  of  Bulacan,  Pampanga,  and  Nueva  Ecija — the  scene  of 
their  previous  operations — garrisoning  all  of  the  principal  towns  and 
patrolling  the  country  between,  with  headquarters  most  of  the  time 
at  Malabon.  By  April,  1901,  this  region,  the  main  seat  of  the  insur- 
rection, had  been  brought  under  complete  control,  and  the  way  had 
been  cleared  for  the  establishment  of  civil  government.  At  the  end 
of  three  years  in  the  islands  the  regiment  had  participated  as  a  whole 
or  in  part  in  forty-four  engagements,  garrisoned  thirty-seven  towns, 
secured  large  stores  of  enemy  arms  and  ammunition,  and  captured 
and  tried  scores  of  noted  outlaws  who  had  terrorized  the  natives  of 
Pampanga  and  Bulacan  provinces  for  years  before  and  during  the 
insurrection. 

The  regiment  was  recalled  to  the  United  States  in  March,  1902, 
but  not  until  nearly  twenty  years  later  did  the  Third  reach  what  had 
come  to. be  regarded  as  its  home  station.  During  most  of  this  time 
it  was  stationed  at  various  points  in  the  United  States  and  Alaska. 
In  1909  the  regiment  made  a  second  trip  to  the  Philippines  and  partici- 
pated in  actions  against  the  Moros.  In  19 16  the  Third  was  sent  to 
the  Mexican  border,  where  it  assisted  during  the  World  War  in  the 
training  of  many  officers  and  men  among  the  millions  brought 
into  the  service  at  that  time.  Few  of  the  men  who  had  gone 
out  with  the  regiment  in  1898  and  1899  were  with  the  Third 
when  it  returned  to  Fort  Snelling  on  November  17,  1921,  after  a 
nine-hundred-mile  "hike"  from  Camp  Sherman,  Ohio,  but  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Minnesota  it  was  the  same  old  Third— the  "Old  Guard,"  as 
it  has  long  been  known — and  as  such  was  it  welcomed. 
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Some  of  the  experiences  of  the  Minnesota  volunteers  were  dis- 
tressing and  disastrous  enough,  but  many  an  hour  was  brightened, 
many  a  dire  need  was  suppHed,  and  doubtless  many  a  life  was  saved 
through  the  loving  thought  and  unfaiUng  generosity  of  the  friends  at 
home,  and  particularly  through  the  devoted  labors  of  the  women  of 
Minnesota. 

In  this  state,  as  elsewhere,  much  of  the  work  for  the  soldiers' 
welfare  was  done  in  the  name  and  under  the  symbol  of  the  Red 
Cross,  though  entirely  upon  local  initiative  and  with  very  little  in  the 
way  of  state  or  national  guidance  and  control.  In  those  days  the 
American  Association  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  forerunner  of  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross  as  we  know  it  today,  was  without  the  machinery  for 
perfecting  a  strong  national  organization;  but  its  spirit  and  ideals 
had  been  widely  disseminated  through  the  work  of  its  founder  and 
president.  Miss  Clara  Barton,  and  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  with 
Spain  innumerable  Red  Cross  societies  sprang  into  existence  all  over 
the  country.  These  new  organizations  for  the  most  part  worked  in- 
dependently of  each  other  and  of  the  so-called  national  society,  but 
all  were  animated  by  the  same  noble  purposes. 

The  first  to  enlist  formally  under  the  banner  of  the  Red  Cross 
in  Minnesota  were  a  number  of  German- Americans  of  St.  Paul,  some 
of  whom  had  done  Red  Cross  work  in  the  Franco-Prussian  War. 
These  adopted  citizens  met  at  Mozart  Hall  on  April  2.y,  1898,  in 
response  to  a  call  issued  by  the  Reverend  Albert  Thiele,  pastor  of  the 
German  United  Evangelical  Church,  and  formed  an  organization  un- 
der the  presidency  of  Mr.  Thiele,  which  was  incorporated  three  days 
later  as  the  German-American  Red  Cross  Society  of  Minnesota. 

A  larger  and  more  broadly  representative  group  in  the  same  city 
met  in  the  rooms  of  the  Commercial  Club  on  May  9  to  organize  for  the 
purpose  not  only  of  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  soldiers  but  of  con- 
tinuing the  work  of  Cuban  relief  previously  undertaken  by  various  lo- 
cal societies.  The  result  was  the  organization  of  a  temporary  body 
known  as  the  St.  Paul  Red  Cross  Aid  Society.  Alfred  S.  Tallmadge, 
secretary  of  the  St.  Paul  Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  elected  president; 
Mrs.  John  D.  O'Brien,  first  vice  president;  Mrs.  Dudley  W.  Rhodes, 
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second  vice  president ;  Dr.  Jennette  McLaren,  corresponding  secretary ; 
and  Caroline  Beaumont,  recording  secretary.  Headquarters  and  a 
workroom  were  opened  at  103-105  East  Sixth  Street,  and  there  the 
main  activities  of  the  society  were  carried  on  until  the  middle  of  July 
when  a  move  was  made  to  other  quarters  one  block  west  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  street. 

Meanwhile  a  movement  was  on  foot  in  Minneapolis  for  the  or- 
ganization of  a  permanent  relief  society  in  that  city — primarily  of 
course  in  response  to  the  special  needs  of  the  hour.  Starting  with  a 
mass  meeting  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  on  May  8,  the  move- 
ment took  definite  form  at  a  second  meeting  on  the  eleventh,  with 
the  adoption  of  articles  of  incorporation  for  a  body  to  be  known  as 
the  Red  Cross  Society  of  Minneapolis.  On  the  fifteenth  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  chosen:  Dr.  John  W.  Macdonald,  president;  Mrs. 
E.  Augusta  Russell,  vice  president;  Dr.  Bessie  Park  Haines,  secre- 
tary; and  James  O.  Pierce,  treasurer.  Not  content,  then,  with  en- 
listing the  aid  of  citizens  of  Minneapolis  alone,  the  organization 
incorporated  on  June  3  as  the  Red  Cross  Society  of  Minnesota,  and 
thereafter,  as  the  "state  society,'*  it  undertook  with  some  measure  of 
success  to  arouse  interest  and  establish  branches  in  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  state.  The  headquarters  of  the  officers  of  the  society 
were  at  508  and  512  Masonic  Temple,  and  the  chapel  of  Plymouth 
Congregational  Church,  then  located  at  Nicollet  Avenue  and  Eighth 
Street,  was  used  as  the  central  workroom  and  place  of  meeting.^ 

Whatever  the  source  of  inspiration — and  this  is  not  always  clear 
— other  Red  Cross  societies  were  organized  in  communities  large  and 
small  throughout  the  state — at  Hastings,  Red  Wing,  Winona,  Roch- 
ester, Anoka,  Glencoe,  and  elsewhere.  In  some  communities  much 
the  same  ends  were  served  by  special  organizations  with  other  names ; 
for  example,  Duluth  had  its  Volunteers'  Home  Association  with  a 
ladies*  auxiliary,  organized  June  4  under  the  presidency  of  Colonel 
Anak  A.  Harris;  Shakopee  had  its  Soldiers*  Aid  Society;  Adrian, 
its  Sisters  of  Soldiers.  In  still  other  places,  existing  organizations, 
such  as  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  the  Daughters  of  the  American

E.  Miller  (Minneapolis,  1900).  The  information  on  other  subjects  treated  in  this 
chapter,  except  where  otherwise  indicated,  is  drawn  for  the  most  part  from  con- 
temporary local  newspapers. 
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Revolution,  took  the  lead.  Everywhere,  whatever  the  name  or  method 
adopted,  commercial  clubs,  churches,  fraternal  orders,  and  patriotic 
societies  joined  in  work  for  the  soldiers*  welfare.  Even  the  children 
were  enlisted,  through  the  schools  or,  as  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis, 
through  the  organization  of  bands  or  companies  of  "Red  Cross 
Juniors." 

The  main  object  of  the  Red  Cross  societies  and  of  similar 
agencies  was  to  provide  for  the  comfort  of  the  men  of  the  four 
Minnesota  regiments,  and  particularly  of  the  sick  and  disabled.  In 
this  work  the  societies  were  guided  principally  by  suggestions  from 
the  surgeons  or  other  officers  of  the  regiments.  Appeals  then  made 
at  public  meetings  and  through  the  newspapers  brought  ready  and  gen- 
erous response  in  the  form  of  donations  of  food  for  the  sick,  of  ma- 
terial for  hospital  garments  and  supplies,  of  clothing,  of  books  and 
magazines,  and  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  ice,  medicine,  and  other 
necessities.  Women  toiled  from  morning  to  night  at  the  workrooms, 
sorting,  cutting,  sewing,  and  packing — oftentimes  taking  work 
home  to  be  finished.  Executive  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees, 
upon  whom  fell  the  burden  of  responsibility  and  much  of  the  work, 
gave  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  labor — all,  so  far  as  known,  with- 
out pay.  If  there  was  any  lack,  it  was  in  the  amounts  of  money  ob- 
tained. There  were  numerous  and  often  generous  contributions,,  of 
course,  and  membership  fees,  which  in  Minneapolis  were  a  dollar 
a  year,  further  swelled  the  funds,  but  the  societies  were  in  constant 
need  of  money  and  various  means  were  taken  to  raise  the  required 
sums.  The  giving  of  benefits — war-song  concerts,  lectures,  exhibi- 
tions, theatrical  performances,  "military  euchre  parties,"  and  lawn 
socials — was  a  favorite  method.  In  Minneapolis,  collection  boxes 
placed  in  stores  and  offices  yielded  a  small  part  of  the  funds  acquired. 
On  the  gala  occasion  when  the  corner  stone  of  the  new  Capitol  was 
laid,  the  St.  Paul  society  used  the  first  street  car  operated  in  the  Twin 
Cities  as  an  attraction  which  brought  the  Red  Cross  some  revenue  and 
much  publicity.  This  archaic  vehicle,  absurdly  decorated,  manned  by 
prominent  citizens  in  grotesque  garb,  and  drawn  by  mules,  was  op- 
erated on  the  downtown  streets  as  an  "Enter  Reuben  car."  The 
fare  for  a  ride  of  a  block  or  two  was  seven  cents  and  "no  change 
given." 

No  figures  are  available  as  to  the  total  contributions  in  money 
and  supplies  made  by  the  state  as  a  whole  or  by  any  one  of  the  nu- 
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merous  societies:  the  day  of  the  efficiency  expert  was  not  yet,  and  the 
records  are)  fragmentary.  The  best  indication  of  the  amount  of 
food  stuffs  and  hospital  supplies  sent  to  the  various  camps  appears 
in  the  following  list  of  articles  supplied  by  the  St.  Paul  Red  Cross 
Aid  Society,  during  a  period  of  two  months,  to  the  Minnesota  regi- 
ments at  Chickamauga:  326  nightshirts,  628  pillowcases,  201  sheets, 
2,000  abdominal  bandages,  455  towels,  2,011  hospital  napkins  and 
handkerchiefs,  204  Cuban  garments,  696  surgeon's  rolled  bandages, 
250  glasses  and  jars  of  jelly  and  preserves,  199  bottles  of  fruit  juices 
and  wines,  and  235  bottles  of  malted  and  condensed  milk — no  account 
being  taken  here  of  contributions  made  by  the  same  society  and  in 
the  same  period  to  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  regiments.  The  Minn- 
eapolis or  state  society,  in  the  published  report  covering  the  period 
of  its  special  war  service,  attempted  no  general  accounting  of  sup- 
plies sent  by  or  through  it,  but  reported  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  period  as  follows:^

Some  of  the  contributions  included  in  these  St.  Paul  and  Minn- 
eapolis reports  came  from  outside  communities,  but  for  the  most 
part  the  smaller  cities  and  towns  appear  to  have  sent  their  donations 
directly  to  the  camps,  and  in  quantities  or  amounts  which  in  the  ag- 
gregate were  undoubtedly  large. 

Of  the  many  other  services  performed  by  the  local  Red  Cross  so- 

cieties,  only  the  more  important  can  be  noted  here.  At  the  time  of  the 

typhoid  epidemic  among  the  men  of  the  Fifteenth  at  Camp  Ramsey,

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beginning  early  in  August,  the  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  societies 
rendered  invaluable  assistance  by  arranging  for  the  accommodation 
of  hundreds  of  the  stricken  soldiers  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Twin 
Cities,  conveying  them  there  and  ministering  to  their  comfort  through 
long  weeks  of  illness  and  convalescence.  Early  in  September,  largely 
as  the  result  of  an  appeal  to  Governor  Clough  from  the  Minneapolis 
society,  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  Minnesota  boys  lying 
ill  at  Chickamauga  and  other  southern  camps  were  brought  home  on  a 
hospital  train  provided  by  the  state,  the  Red  Cross  supplying  doctors 
and  nurses  for  the  expedition  and  assisting  in  the  care  of  the  soldiers 
upon  their  arrival  in  St.  Paul,  September  lo.  During  most  of  the 
summer  and  until  late  in  the  fall,  a  committee  of  the  St.  Paul  Red 
Cross  Aid  Society  and  allied  agencies,  accompanied  always  by  a  trained 
nurse,  ministered  to  the  needs  of  hundreds  of  soldiers  passing  through 
the  union  depot  in  St.  Paul  en  route  to  home  or  station.  The  com- 
mittee also  assisted  the  relatives  who  came  to  meet  or  visit  their  boys 
in  the  city.  For  the  soldiers  this  depot  service  generally  meant  hot 
food,  oftentimes  shelter  for  the  night,  and  always  a  word  of  welcome 
or  of  parting  good  cheer.  Many  of  the  societies  made  provision  for 
the  care  of  soldiers*  families  while  the  men  were  away — foreshadow- 
ing the  more  highly  specialized  "home  service*'  developed  during  a 
later  and  vaster  conflict. 

One  of  the  special  aims  of  the  Minneapolis  society  was  to  pro- 
vide Red  Cross  nurses  for  the  sick  of  the  Minnesota  regiments  at 
distant  camps  or  stations.^  Soon  after  its  organization  the  society 
enrolled  a  number  of  trained  nurses  for  this  service  and  provided  in- 
struction for  other  women  anxious  to  go,  but  for  a  time  it  appears  to 
have  been  at  a  loss  as  to  what  further  steps  should  be  taken.  The 
treasurer  of  the  society,  while  on  a  trip  east  early  in  June,  sought  to 
ascertain  the  plans  of  the  national  society  for  placing  nurses  in  army 
camps,  but  found  that  "the  movements  of  the  National  Red  Cross 
were  not  known  in  Washington."  There  the  matter  was  allowed  to 
rest  until  July,  when  reports  of  the  number  and  condition  of  the  sick 
at  Chickamauga  became  so  alarming  that  decisive  action  was  felt  to 
be  imperative. 

Inquiry  then  made  of  one  of  the  assistant  surgeons  general, 
through  Captain  Henry  A.  Castle,  a  Minnesotan  serving  at  Wash-

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ington  as  auditor  of  the  post-office  department,  brought  information 
to  the  effect  that  the  surgeon  general  had  no  intention  of  employing 
women  nurses  in  the  camps  or  at  the  front,  the  sick  there  being  at- 
tended by  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps;  that  the  selection  of  nurses 
being  used  to  a  limited  extent  in  the  general  hospitals  in  this  country 
had  been  delegated  to  a  committee  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution;  and  that  the  latter  already  had  thousands  on  its  waiting, 
list.  It  was  suggested,  however,  that  the  Minnesota  society  continue 
to  send  supplies  to  Chickamauga,  and  that  a  representative  of  the  so- 
ciety go  with  the  supplies  to  superintend  their  distribution,  though 
the  government  had  no  power  to  give  such  a  representative  official 
recognition. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  society  on  July  21,  it  was  decided  to  send 
the  secretary,  Dr.  Bessie  Park  Haines,  to  Washington,  "to  labor  with 
the  War  Department  for  the  admission  of  the  Red  Cross  nurses  of 
Minnesota  to  the  division  and  field  hospitals,"  and  to  send  Elizabeth 
A.  Chant,  a  Minneapolis  artist  trained  in  nursing,  to  Chickamauga 
with  supplies. 

Miss  Chant  was  first  to  leave,  departing  for  the  south  the  next 
day.  Her  mission  at  Chickamauga  was  not  only  to  look  after  the  dis- 
tribution of  Red  Cross  supplies  but  to  do  whatever  she  could  to 
alleviate  suffering,  especially  among  the  men  of  the  Minnesota  regi- 
ments. The  only  woman  nurse  in  the  field  at  Chickamauga,  and 
without  official  standing.  Miss  Chant  "speedily  won  a  place  for  herself 
in  the  hospital  work,  in  spite  of  opposition,  by  her  quiet,  un- 
obtrusive ways,  her  capability  for  all  kinds  of  nursing,  and  her  willing- 
ness to  do  whatever  needed  to  be  done."*  Entering  "through  the 
back  door,"  as  it  were,  with  the  help  of  Major  Clark  of  the  Twelfth 
Minnesota,  chief  surgeon  at  the  Third  Division  hospital,  she  served 
first  in  the  diet  kitchen,  then  as  nurse  in  charge  of  the  ward  where  the 
worst  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  treated,  and  later,  at  Camp  Ham- 
ilton, as  nurse  in  charge  of  a  pavilion  or  four  wards.  While  at  Camp 
Hamilton,  Miss  Chant  was  transferred  to  the  government  service,  and 
in  this  she  continued,  at  various  points  in  the  South,  attaining  before 
her  release,  in  May,  1899,  the  position  of  chief  nurse  at  the  Sayannah 
General  Hospital. 

Meanwhile  Dr.  Haines  had  gone  to  Washington  armed  with  a 
formal  petition  from  the  Red  Cross  Society  of  Minnesota  and  with

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letters  of  endorsement  from  Governor  Clough,  Senator  Davis,  and 
others.  Arrived  at  Washington,  July  27,  she  sought  out  officers  of 
the  national  Red  Cross  society  and  found  them  willing  to  co-operate 
but  without  influence  in  official  quarters.  In  fact  they  themselves  had 
already  exhausted  every  means  in  their  power  to  obtain  permission 
to  send  Red  Cross  nurses  to  the  camps,  and  they  "rejoiced  that  a 
representative  from  Minnesota  had  been  sent  to  intercede  with  the 
war  department."  A  tour  of  inspection  of  army  hospitals  at  Fort 
Meyer,  Camp  Alger,  and  other  places  near  the  capital  convinced  Dr. 
Haines  "that  efficient  women  nurses  must  be  sent  to  the  camps  if  the 
soldier  boys  were  to  be  saved  from  disease  and  death."  Fortified 
by  this  belief,  she  interviewed  Brigadier  General  George  M.  Sternberg, 
surgeon  general,  Russell  A.  Alger,  secretary  of  war,  and  President 
McKinley,  pleading  eloquently  for  the  admission  of  Minnesota  nurses 
to  the  camp  hospitals  where  so  many  Minnesota  men  lay  ill,  as  well 
as  for  the  admission  of  Red  Cross  nurses  to  the  army  hospitals  gen- 
erally. 

The  interviews  were  inconclusive  but  the  wheels  had  been  set  in 
motion  and  the  result  is  described  by  Dr.  Haines  as  follows : 

While  at  the  headquarters  for  army  nurses  Wednesday  afternoon 
[August  3],  Dr.  McGee  asked  me  if  I  would  be  personally  responsible 
for  the  nurses  sent  by  the  Red  Cross  of  Minnesota,  as  General  Sternberg 
had  authorized  her  to  admit  them.  I  was  to  telegraph  for  two  nurses 
selected  from  her  list  of  applicants  to  be  sent  to  Camp  McPherson. 

My  object  had  been  gained,  and  Thursday  the  first  Red  Cross  nurse 
was  ordered  to  Fort  Meyer.  Disease  had  spread  so  rapidly  that  in  one 
week  the  sick  increased  from  60  to  400,  and  16  women  nurses  were  sent 
during  the  week  to  Fort  Meyer.  The  first  nurse  was  asked  to  remove  her 
Red  Cross  badge,  but  refused,  saying  she  would  go  as  a  Red  Cross  nurse 
or  not  at  all. 

Dr.  Haines  had  so  far  attained  her  original  object  as  to  obtain 
the  acceptance  of  Minnesota  nurses  for  service,  not  with  the  Minn- 
esota regiments,  but  wherever  the  government  needed  them.  Her 
object,  however,  had  broadened,  and  she  was  undoubtedly  instrumental 
in  hastening,  if  not  inspiring,  the  change  in  government  policy  which 
resulted  in  the  employment  of  large  numbers  of  women  nurses  in  the 
army  hospitals  all  over  the  country.  It  mattered  little,  presumably, 
that  these  women  were  known  officially  merely  as  "contract  nurses,"  or 
that  their  selection  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  already  mentioned,  as  in- 
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dicated  by  Dr.  Haines's  reference  to  Dr.  Anita  N.  McGee,  the  di- 
rector of  that  committee. 

During  the  next  three  months  other  Minnesota  nurses  were  ac- 
cepted for  service  in  southern  hospitals,  besides  the  two  sent  to  Fort 
McPherson,  and  beginning  late  in  the  fall,  after  some  further  diffi- 
culties with  the  war  department,  a  number  were  sent  to  the  Philip- 
pines. 

Altogether  the  Red  Cross  Society  of  Minnesota  supplied  twenty- 
five  contract  nurses,  including  two  men  and  not  counting  Miss  Chant 
who  went  originally  as  the  society's  own  representative.  A  list  of 
these  nurses,  with  some  indication  of  the  scenes  of  their  services,  as 
shown  by  the  published  history  of  the  society  and  in  contemporary 
newspaper  accounts,  follows:

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Minnesota  was  one 
of  the  actively  co-operating  agencies  working  for  the  comfort  and 
happiness  of  the  soldiers.  Within  three  days  of  the  arrival  of  the  first 
volunteers  at  Camp  Ramsey,  the  association  opened  a  reading  room  in 
what  was  known  as  the  Duluth  building,  with  Frederick  M.  Hill,  as- 
sistant state  secretary,  in  charge.  Current  magazines,  the  home-town 
newspapers,  writing  materials,  and  Testaments  were  supplied  in  abun- 
dance, and  funds  for  the  work,  amounting  to  over  sixteen  hundred 
dollars,  were  contributed  by  churches,  young  people's  societies,  and  in- 
dividuals all  over  the  state.  In  the  evenings,  the  men  gathered  for 
meetings,  impromptu  song  fests,  or  special  entertainments.  A  Y.M.C.A. 
with  simple  form  of  constitution  was  organized  in  each  regiment  to 
carry  on  the  work  and  to  co-operate  with  similar  organizations  in  the 
field.  In  November  when  the  Fourteenth  Minnesota  was  stationed  in 
St.  Paul  awaiting  muster-out,  the  Y.M.C.A.  joined  with  other 
agencies  in  maintaining  a  reading  room  and  providing  entertainment 
at  Camp  Van  Duzee. 

Unique  among  the  welfare  organizations  was  the  Thirteenth 
Minnesota  Volunteer  Auxiliary  Association,  organized  at  the  rooms 
of  the  Commercial  Club  in  St.  Paul  on  June  8,  1898,  by  relatives 
and  friends  of  men  of  the  regiment  which  was  then  stopping  at 
San  Francisco  en  route  to  the  Philippines.  The  first  officers,  all  res- 
idents of  St.  Paul,  were  as  follows:  Christopher  D.  O'Brien,  president; 
Mrs.  Annie  B.  Powers,  secretary;  and  Lyman  A.  Moore,  treasurer. 
Later,  when  the  organization  was  extended  to  the  other  "home  towns" 
of  the  regiment,  four  vice  presidents  were  elected,  one  each  from  Minn- 
eapolis, Stillwater,  St.  Cloud,  and  Red  Wing.  Active  conduct  of 
the  work  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  executive  committee  of  which 
Thomas  Cochran,  of  St.  Paul,  was  chairman.  At  the  general  meet- 
ings of  the  association,  held  at  least  once  a  month,  members  shared 
letters  received  from  the  boys  or  listened  eagerly  to  returned  soldiers, 
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always  searching  for  some  new  way  to  serve  their  "beloved  regiment," 
as  it  was  affectionately  called,  and  to  reassure  the  anxious  and  com- 
fort the  bereaved  among  the  friends  at  home.^ 

One  of  the  most  important  services  of  the  association  was  to 
establish  and  maintain  communication  with  the  regiment  by  wire, 
over  three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  or  nearly  half  of  the  auxiUary's 
funds,  being  spent  on  telegrams  and  cablegrams.  A  long  silence  of 
course  followed  the  embarkation  of  the  Thirteenth  at  San  Francisco 
late  in  June,  but  arrangements  were  being  made  with  the  Pioneer  Press 
whereby  its  special  correspondent.  Dr.  Ritchie,  one  of  the  regimental 
surgeons,  should  include  in  his  weekly  cablegram,  at  the  expense  of 
the  association,  a  somewhat  detailed  report  on  the  health  of  the  regi- 
ment. Instructions  to  this  effect  were  cabled  to  Dr.  Ritchie  on  Au- 
gust 10.  Three  days  later  occurred  the  battle  of  Manila,  followed  by 
fragmentary,  conflicting,  and  long-delayed  reports  of  the  casualties 
suffered  by  the  American  troops  on  that  occasion.  Official  reports 
gave  only  the  names  of  officers,  and  something,  supposedly  a  military 
censorship,  prevented  word  coming  through  from  Dr.  Ritchie  or  any 
other  member  of  the  Thirteenth.  Whereupon  the  auxiliary  made 
vigorous  protest  to  the  war  department,  and  whatever  may  have  been 
the  original  policy  of  the  military  authorities  or  the  weight  of  the 
Minnesota  auxiliary's  appeal,  official  reports  thereafter  gave  the  names, 
companies,  and  regiments  of  all  the  dead,  wounded,  and  sick,  and  the 
way  was  cleared  for  direct  communication  between  the  Thirteenth  and 
the  home  association. 

In  October,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  association,  the  governor 
provided  transportation  from  San  Francisco  for  a  number  of  men  of 
the  Thirteenth  en  route  from  the  Philippines  on  sick  leave,  sending 
his  secretary,  with  a  doctor  and  two  trained  nurses,  to  meet  the  men 
at  San  Francisco  and  accompany  them  home.  Through  E.  A.  Sumner, 
a  former  Minnesotan  in  charge  of  the  distribution  of  a  fund  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  donated  for  the  relief  of  American  soldiers  by  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton,  the  auxiliary  received  a  gift  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars which  was  used  in  the  establishment  of  a  regimental  hospital  for 
the  Thirteenth  at  Manila.  The  association  joined  the  Red  Cross 
Society  of  Minnesota  in  prolonged  but  successful  efforts  to  convince

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the  authorities  of  the  need  for  women  nurses  in  the  Philippines.  Per- 
haps nothing  the  auxiliary  ever  did  gave  more  direct  and  widespread 
pleasure  than  the  sending  of  a  Christmas  box  to  every  man  in  the 
regiment,  infinite  pains  being  taken  to  see  that  no  one  was  overlooked. 

With  the  collapse  of  Spain's  power,  it  was  felt  by  the  friends 
of  the  Thirteenth  that  the  services  of  the  volunteers  should  no  longer 
be  required.  From  November  to  July,  therefore,  the  auxiliary  lit- 
erally bombarded  officials  of  the  war  department  and  the  President 
through  members  of  the  Minnesota  delegation  in  Congress  and  others, 
including  Captain  Castle  and  Archbishop  Ireland,  with  requests  for 
the  return  of  the  Minnesota  regiment.  In  this  move  the  men  them- 
selves had  slight  share.  Not  until  the  spring  of  1899,  when  it  became 
evident  that  the  work  yet  to  be  done  in  the  Philippines  would  be  left 
to  the  regular  army  and  to  a  volunteer  army  raised  specially  for  the 
purpose,  did  they  signify  their  desire  to  come  home.  Moreover  the 
people  at  home  were  not  agreed  upon  the  subject:  some  members  of 
the  association  originally  opposed  any  move,  and  a  concurrent  reso- 
lution requesting  the  return  of  the  regiment,  introduced  in  the  legis- 
lature in  March  at  the  instance  of  the  Thirteenth  auxiliary,  was  passed 
in  the  senate  and  indefinitely  postponed  in  the  house.  And  through 
it  all  the  government  appears  to  have  followed  its  own  plan  for  the 
return  of  the  volunteers. 

When  at  last  came  definite  news  that  the  Thirteenth  was  about 
to  return  to  the  United  States,  the  auxiliary  found  its  membership 
vastly  increased,  in  a  sense,  for  the  whole  state  took  an  interest  in 
the  approaching  event,  and  the  reception  to  be  given  the  regiment  was 
made  a  matter  of  general  public  concern,  the  governor,  mayors  of 
cities,  and  citizens'  committees  taking  the  lead  in  the  preparations. 
At  first  there  was  some  talk  of  urging  the  authorities  to  have  the  reg- 
iment brought  to  the  state  and  mustered  out  here,  but  it  later  appeared 
that  the  men  themselves  preferred  to  be  mustered  out  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, as  scheduled,  with  the  prospect  of  saving  something  from  the 
generous  travel  pay  with  which  the  government  would  then  provide 
them.  In  order  that  the  boys  might  keep  all  their  pay  intact,  a  move- 
ment was  started  to  provide  free  transportation  from  San  Francisco 
for  the  entire  regiment.  Over  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  were 
contributed  by  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul,  Stillwater,  St.  Cloud,  Red  Wing, 
and  some  fifty-two  other  cities  and  towns,  the  governor  assuming 
responsibility  for  the  rest  of  the  thirty-one  thousand  dollars  required. 
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The  money  was  raised  principally  through  the  sale  of  badges  at  one 
dollar  each ;  in  Minneapolis  these  bore  the  slogan,  "I  have ;  have  you  ?'* 
and  in  St.  Paul,  "This  brings  him  lOO  miles  nearer  home." 

Of  the  reception  given  the  Thirteenth  in  October,  1899,  and  of 
similar  welcomes  previously  accorded  the  other  three  Minnesota  regi- 
ments, accounts  have  already  been  given,  but  it  remains  to  be  seen 
how  the  volunteers  fared  as  ex-soldiers.  Apparently  the  men  of  the 
Twelfth,  Fourteenth,  and  Fifteenth  for  the  most  part  found  their 
places  again  in  civil  life  without  special  difficulty,  but  with  some  of 
the  men  of  the  Thirteenth,  so  much  longer  absent,  the  case  was  dif- 
ferent. While  the  Thirteenth  was  still  at  sea  on  the  homeward  voy- 
age, the  Minneapolis  Journal  established  an  employment  bureau  as  an 
intermediary  between  "the  deserving  veterans  from  the  Philippines" 
and  a  "grateful  and  patriotic  public."  Employment  blanks  distributed 
by  a  representative  of  the  Journal  among  the  men  upon  their  arrival 
at  San  Francisco  revealed  the  fact  that  most  of  the  university  men 
expected  to  return  to  college,  that  many  formerly  in  the  employ  of 
the  railroad  companies  or  other  large  establishments  would  probably 
return  to  their  old  places,  some  having  been  carried  on  the  pay  rolls 
during  their  absence,  but  that  over  a  hundred  men  would  need  work. 
The  names  and  business  experience  of  these  men  were  published,  to- 
gether with  appeals  to  employers,  and  in  this  way  or  through  sim- 
ilar activities  of  the  Thirteenth  auxiliary  in  St.  Paul,  all  apparently 
were  provided  for  upon,  or  soon  after,  their  return. 

All  of  the  Minnesota  volunteers  and  some  of  the  Minnesotans 
in  other  branches  of  the  service  received  special  benefits  under  laws 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1899.  Free  tuition  at  the  state  university 
for  the  remainder  of  his  course  was  granted  to  every  resident  of  Minn- 
esota who  had  attended  that  institution  at  any  time  in  1898  and  had 
served  in  the  army  during  the  war  with  Spain,  receiving  an  honorable 
discharge — the  limitation  as  to  previous  attendance  at  the  university 
being  removed  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  in  190 1.  As  yet 
there  was  no  such  thing  as  a  "veterans'  preference  law,"  but  other 
laws,  such  as  those  relating  to  admission  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  and 
to  the  burial  of  deceased  veterans,  were  amended  so  as  to  include* 
soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of  the  Spanish  war.  A  more  immediate 
and  welcome  benefit  was  conferred  by  the  passage  of  a  law  providing 
for  the  payment  of  sums  due  the  enlisted  men  of  the  three  national 
guard  regiments  for  their  services  during  the  week  or  ten  days  be- 
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tween  mobilization  and  muster  at  Camp  Ramsey.  These  men  had 
already  been  paid  by  the  state  on  behalf  of  the  government  at  regular 
army  rates,  which  in  the  case  of  enUsted  men  were  lower  than  rates  in 
the  national  guard,  but  it  had  come  to  be  recognized  that  as  national 
guardsmen,  under  state  control  until  actually  mustered  into  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  the  men  were  entitled  to  the  difference  between 
the  amounts  already  received  and  the  pay  normally  allowed  guardsmen 
when  called  into  active  service — in  the  case  of  privates,  the  difference 
between  fifty-two  cents  and  a  dollar  and  a  half  a  day.  In  this  con- 
nection it  may  be  noted  also  that  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state 
voluntarily  undertook  to  prosecute  individual  claims  against  the  na- 
tional government  on  the  part  of  many  ex-soldiers  who  were  entitled 
to  arrears  of  pay  or  extra  pay,  in  most  cases  under  laws  or  rulings 
made  a;fter  their  discharge.^ 

The  governor  on  behalf  of  the  state  had  contributed  generously 
both  in  money  and  in  equipment  to  the  efficiency  and  well-being  of  the 
Minnesota  volunteers  while  in  the  federal  service,  sometimes  with,  but 
often  without,  definite  prospect  of  reimbursement  by  the  national 
government.  In  the  years  following,  however,  under  laws  passed 
from  time  to  time  by  Congress,  the  state  was  gradually  repaid  in 
money  or  in  kind  for  the  greater  part  of  its  outlay.  Ordnance  and 
quartermaster  stores  to  the  value  of  $59,653.80  were  replaced,  and 
for  outright  expenditures,  which  according  to  the  maximum  claim 
amounted  to  $136,784.78,  the  state  was  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of 
$114,464.55.  But  whatever  the  ultimate  division  of  responsibility, 
the  state  had  risen  to  the  occasion  in  the  emergency.^ 

Nor  had  the  people  of  the  state  been  without  opportunity  to 
assist  the  government  financially  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  Under 
the  war  revenue  act,  approved  June  13,  1898,  special  taxes  were  im- 
posed upon  certain  kinds  of  business,  upon  various  luxuries  or  ar- 
ticles of  voluntary  consumption,  and  upon  all  manner  of  commercial 
and  legal  transactions,  revenue  stamps  being  required  on  such  in- 
struments as  bank  checks,  bills  of  lading,  leases,  and  contracts,  as  well

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as  on  certain  of  the  articles  listed.  Under  authority  of  the  same  act,  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  raised  a  *'popular  loan'*  of  $200,000,000 
by  the  sale  of  three  per  cent  bonds  in  denominations  of  $20 
and  over.  Upon  the  enactment  of  the  law,  subscription  blanks  were 
distributed  through  money-order  post  offices,  express  offices,  and 
banks,  a  period  of  thirty-one  days  being  allowed  for  the  filing  of  ap- 
plications. A  syndicate  of  eastern  bankers  stood  ready  to  take  over 
the  entire  issue;  the  Minnesota  state  board  of  investment  and  a  num- 
ber of  Minnesota  banks  were  prepared  to  subscribe  large  sums;  but 
under  the  law  the  preference  was  given  to  the  small  subscriber.  Un- 
fortunately the  returns  were  not  classified  by  states,  but  the  people 
of  Minnesota  must  have  had  their  proportionate  share  in  the  result  as 
announced  for  the  whole  country.  Of  the  291,850  successful  appli- 
cants, 232,224  took  up  over  half  of  the  loan  with  subscriptions  of 
$500  or  less,  while  the  remainder  of  the  loan  was  subscribed  by 
59,626  in  amounts  not  exceeding  $4,500.  The  unsuccessful  applicants, 
subscribing  in  amounts  over  $4,500,  numbered  88,002.  Altogether 
nearly  seven  times  the  amount  of  the  loan  was  offered.® 

The  war  and  contemporary  local  developments  occasioned  a  num- 
ber of  noteworthy  changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  state's  own  armed 
forces.  Just  before  the  three  infantry  regiments  of  the  national  guard 
were  mustered  into  the  federal  service,  the  governor  decided  to  muster 
them  out  of  the  state  service  and  organize  others  in  their  places  for 
the  maintenance  of  order  at  home  should  occasion  arise.  But  a  storm 
of  protest  arose  among  the  members  of  the  guard  organizations  and 
the  plan  was  abandoned.  Instead,  the  three  regiments  were  granted 
indefinite  leaves  of  absence.  So  it  was  that  at  the  time  of  the  Leech 
Lake  Indian  outbreak  in  the  fall  of  1898  the  governor  had  only  a 
battalion  of  artillery  at  his  command.  This  force  was  ordered  north 
on  October  7,  two  days  after  the  battle  at  Sugar  Point,  and  detach- 
ments of  the  Fourteenth  Minnesota  and  the  Third  United  States  In- 
fantry were  also  rushed  to  the  scene  of  the  disturbance,  as  already 
related  in  the  foregoing  histories  of  these  regiments,  but  the  gov- 
ernor continued  to  receive  appeals  for  protection,  and  on  October  13 
he  ordered  the  organization  of  a  new  regiment,  under  the  emergency

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clause  of  the  military  code,  to  be  known  as  the  Fourth  Regiment  of 
Infantry.  The  trouble  at  Leech  Lake  ended  before  the  new  unit 
materialized,  but  the  Fourth  was  nevertheless  organized  and  assigned 
to  duty  in  the  national  guard  on  November  25.  Thus  the  regiment 
continued  until  the  leaves  granted  the  national  guard  constituents  of 
the  three  volunteer  regiments  were  revoked,  the  Second  and  Third, 
or  guardsmen  of  the  Twelfth  and  Fourteenth,  being  recalled  to  na- 
tional guard  duty  on  March  3,  1899,  and  the  First,  or  guardsmen  of 
the  Thirteenth,  on  March  2y,  1900.  In  the  meantime,  the  Legislature 
of  1899  had  given  the  new  regiment  definite  standing,  not,  as  it  was 
hoped,  by  making  it  a  part  of  the  active  forces,  but  by  authorizing 
the  creation  of  a  reserve  force  to  which  the  regiment  was  assigned 
as  the  Fourth  Infantry  Reserve.  The  same  legislature  authorized 
the  establishment  of  a  naval  reserve  consisting  of  eight  divisions  or 
companies.  But  the  Fourth  Infantry  Reserve  was  gradually  reduced 
by  transfers  to  the  older  regiments,  three  remaining  companies  being 
mustered  out  on  June  21,  1901,  and  the  Naval  Reserve  did  not  ma- 
terialize until  1903.^ 

In  the  political  contests  preceding  the  state  elections  in  the  fall  of 
1898,  the  war  and  related  subjects  occasioned  some  little  noise  but,  with 
one  possible  exception,  without  marked  effect  on  the  results.  The  cam- 
paign that  year  was  significant  chiefly  as  a  continuation  of  an  old 
struggle  between  the  Republican  party,  long  dominant  in  the  state,  and 
a  number  of  opposing  parties  which  sought  the  institution  of  various 
reforms  in  the  conduct,  primarily,  of  state  affairs. 

In  1896  the  Democrats  and  Populists,  drawn  together  by  a  com- 
munity of  views  on  the  silver  question,  had  nominated  a  fusion  ticket 
and,  with  the  help  of  the  Silver  Republicans,  had  come  within  four 
thousand  votes  of  electing  their  candidate  for  governor,  John  Lind, 
over  the  Republican  candidate.  Governor  Clough.  At  the  state  con- 
ventions of  the  Democratic,  People's,  and  Silver  Republican  parties, 
held  in  Minneapolis  on  June  15,  1898,  it  was  decided  to  combine  forces 
again,  and  John  Lind,  then  serving  as  an  officer  in  the  Twelfth  Minn- 
esota Volunteer  Infantry,  was  again  placed  at  the  head  of  a  fusion 
ticket.  This  time  the  dominant  party  was  torn  with  dissension  over 
the  Republican  nomination  for  governor.    Governor  Clough  was  not

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a  candidate  for  re-election,  but  he  strongly  opposed  the  nomination  of 
William  H.  Eustis,  the  choice  of  a  militant  faction  hostile  to  Clough 
and  the  "state  machine/'  It  was  even  charged  by  the  Minneapolis 
Journal,  the  leading  Eustis  organ,  that  Governor  Clough  was  holding 
back  the  organization  of  the  Fifteenth  Minnesota  until  after  the 
Republican  convention  should  meet  on  June  30,  in  order  that  he 
might  use  the  appointment  of  officers  and  the  selection  of  companies 
for  that  regiment  as  patronage  for  the  control  of  votes  in  the  con- 
vention. However  that  may  have  been,  Eustis  won  the  nomination, 
but  at  the  cost  of  Republican  unity  in  the  gubernatorial  campaign. 

All  the  leading  parties  went  on  record  in  support  of  the  war,  but 
the  termination  of  hostilities  with  Spain  in  August  and  the  commence- 
ment of  the  final  peace  negotiations  in  October  opened  the  way  for 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  war  and  the  settlement 
of  the  peace.  The  Republicans,  basing  their  campaign  primarily  upon 
the  achievements  of  the  national  administration,  dwelt  upon  the  glori- 
ous victories  won  under  Republican  guidance,  as  well  as  upon  the 
blessings  springing  from  Republican  adherence  to  the  cause  of  ''sound 
money,"  "wise  revenue  legislation,*'  and  other  aids  to  "prosperity." 
The  fusionists,  though  striving  to  focus  attention  on  the  shortcomings 
of  the  state  administration,  did  not  fail  to  make  capital  of  the  hard- 
ships endured  by  the  soldiers,  particularly  in  certain  of  the  army 
camps,  because  of  "neglect  and  incompetence"  chargeable  to  Republi- 
can mismanagement  in  the  conduct  of  the  war. 

As  to  the  peace  settlement,  and  particularly  the  disposition  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  opinion  was  not  settled,  but  the  drift  was  plain. 
Republican  leaders  declared  themselves  more  or  less  definitely  in  favor 
of  the  acquisition  of  the  Philippines,  both  on  the  score  of  our  duty  to 
the  Filipinos  and  for  the  sake  of  the  commercial  and  political  ad- 
vantcCges  to  be  derived  from  possessions  in  the  Orient.  Nor  was  the 
opposition  altogether  untouched  by  the  vision  of  an  America  expand- 
ing and  becoming  one  of  the  imperial  nations  of  the  world,  but  the 
leaders  were  either  noncommittal  or  disposed  to  raise  objections  which 
presently  developed  into  vigorous  protests.  A  vote  for  Lind  would 
be  a  vote  for  Spain,  said  the  Republicans,  because  a  general  Republican 
defeat  in  the  state  elections  would  be  interpreted  abroad  as  a  condem- 
nation of  the  administration's  conduct  of  the  war  and  would  encourage 
Spain  in  her  resistance  to  the  surrender  of  the  Philippines. 

The  fusionists  naturally  made  much  of  Lind's  service  in  the  army, 
and  it  was  probably  this,  together  with  the  Swedish  vote  and  Clough's 
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continued  opposition  to  Eustis,  which  tipped  the  scales  in  Lind's  favor 
in  November.  That  other  factors  associated  with  the  war  had  little 
effect  on  the  elections  appears  in  the  fact  that  the  Republicans  main- 
tained their  hold  upon  all  other  state  offices,  upon  the  legislature, 
which  would  presently  elect  a  United  States  senator,  and  upon  Minn- 
esota's representation  in  the  lower  house  of  Congress.  Local  dis- 
cussion of  the  Philippine  question  continued,  and  the  issue,  further 
emphasized  by  reason  of  the  insurrection  and  its  forcible  suppression, 
came  up  again  in  subsequent  campaigns,  but  in  the  meantime  the 
United  States  was  definitely  committed  to  the  new  policy  of  expansion 
or  "imperialism" — and  in  no  small  degree  through  the  instrumentality 
of  a  citizen  of  Minnesota. 

Cushman  K.  Davis,  United  States  senator  from  Minnesota,  whose 
part  in  leading  the  country  into  war  is  told  in  the  opening  chapter  of 
this  history,  was  one  of  the  five  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident to  negotiate  the  peace,  and  of  all  the  commissioners  Senator 
Davis  was  the  one  most  disposed  to  insist  upon  large  concessions 
from  Spain,  including  the  surrender  of  the  Philippines. 

The  peace  conference  was  held  at  Paris,  beginning  October  i, 
1898.  Associated  with  Mr.  Davis  on  the  American  commission  were 
ex-Secretary  of  State  William  R.  Day,  Senators  William  P.  Frye  and 
George  Gray,  and  Mr.  Whitelaw  Reid,  an  equal  number  of  commis- 
sioners appearing  on  behalf  of  Spain.  There  was  little  difficulty  over 
the  relinquishment  of  Spanish  sovereignty  in  Cuba,  or  over  the  cession 
of  Porto  Rico  and  other  islands  in  the  West  Indies  and  of  the  island 
of  Guam  in  the  Ladrones — concessions  to  which  Spain  was  already 
committed  under  the  protocol  of  August  12.  But  there  were  long- 
drawn  controversies  which  threatened  at  times  to  break  up  the  con- 
ference, first  over  the  Spanish  proposition  that  the  United  States  take 
over  the  so-called  Cuban  debt,  and  then  over  the  American  demands 
relating  to  the  Philippines. 

The  American  commissioners  agreed  that  the  United  States  could 
assume  no  responsibility  whatever  for  Spanish  indebtedness  incurred 
on  account  of  Cuba,  and  at  length,  on  October  26,  the  Spanish  com- 
missioners yielded  the  point  provisionally  in  the  hope  of  securing 
liberal  treatment  in  the  case  of  the  Philippines. 

Meanwhile  differences  of  opinion  had  developed  among  the  Amer- 
ican commissioners  as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  with  reference  to 
the  Philippines.  Before  the  subject  came  up  in  conference  and  from 
time  to  time  later,  the  commissioners  cabled  their  respective  views  to 
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Washington  and  asked  for  instructions.  From  beginning  to  end,  Mr. 
Davis  consistently  maintained  the  position  that  the  United  States 
should  demand  the  entire  Philippine  group  and  should  insist  upon  this 
demand  even  at  the  risk  of  breaking  up  the  conference.  Mr.  Frye  and 
Mr.  Reid  supported  Mr.  Davis  to  the  extent  of  advising  the  acquisition 
of  the  archipelago,  but  in  the  face  of  continued  Spanish  opposition 
they  were  willing,  if  necessary  to  save  the  treaty,  to  pay  something  for 
the  islands  or  to  demand  only  part  of  them.  Mr.  Day  could  not  agree 
that  the  entire  group  should  be  ceded,  and  he  would  pay  for  it  if  it 
were  taken.  Mr.  Gray  was  opposed  to  acquisition  of  any  part  of  the 
Philippines,  but  if  any  of  the  islands  were  taken  he  would  make  liberal 
concessions  in  return. 

The  course  advocated  by  Mr.  Davis  was  the  one  first  adopted, 
and  on  October  31  the  American  commissioners  entered  a  demand  for 
the  cession  of  the  entire  Philippine  group.  But  the  Spaniards,  seem- 
ingly determined  to  hold  out  indefinitely  for  some  concession  on  this 
point  or  in  the  matter  of  the  Cuban  debt,  resisted,  and  on  November 
21  the  Americans  yielded  to  the  extent  of  offering  twenty  million 
dollars  for  the  islands.  The  Spaniards  still  hesitated,  but  a  majority 
of  the  American  commissioners,  including  Mr.  Davis,  remained  firm, 
and  the  American  terms  were  accepted  and  embodied  in  a  treaty 
which  was  signed  on  December  10. 

The  following  excerpts  from  letters  written  by  Mr.  Davis  to  his 
friend.  Captain  Henry  A.  Castle,  during  the  conference,  furnish  an 
interesting  commentary  upon  the  proceedings; 

October  11.  We  are  getting  on  here  very  well,  considering  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  subject  and  the  dilatory  disposition  and  practices  of  our 
Spanish  conferees.  Their  ways  of  doing  things  are  very  exasperating  to 
people  who  transact  business  with  so  much  speed  as  we  Americans  do. 
Still,  I  cannot,  on  the  whole,  say  that,  taking  everything  into  consideration, 
we  can  find  much  fault  with  them  so  far. 

October  30.  We  (the  American  commissioners)  are  working  hard, 
and  in  substantial  harmony.  We  have  carried  our  points  thus  far.  We 
take  up  the  Philippines  tomorrow.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  and  just 
pride  to  me  that  my  views  as  to  them  have  finally  prevailed  here  and  else- 
where. Though  my  associates  will  not  believe  it,  I  am  apprehensive  that 
the  Spaniards  will  bolt  the  entire  business  on  the  Philippines  and  thus 
abort  the  treaty.  I  hope  not;  but  fear  it :  it  may  be  best  in  the  long  run 
that  they  should.  We  have  no  friends  here  on  the  continent.  Even  in 
England  the  Times  says  that  we  ought  to  load  upon  Cuba  or  ourselves 
assume  a  portion  of  the  national  debt  of  Spain. 

November  15.  We  are  getting  along  very  slowly  in  this  peace  com- 
mission business,  and  ...  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  shall  break  up  without

a  treaty,  but  I  have  the  satisfaction  that  the  commissioners,  and  others 
elsewhere,  have  come  to  my  way  of  thinking  upon  this  entire  question, 
and  that  where  I  was  in  the  minority  two  months  ago,  I  am  now  with  the 
majority.  ...  It  is  possible  that  the  fear  of  the  Spaniards  of  an  attack 
upon  their  European  coast  by  our  navy  may  falsify  my  forebodings,  but 
whether  our  government  would  be  incUned,  as  a  consequence  of  a  rupture 
of  negotiations,  to  put  at  once  a  hostile  fleet  in  European  waters  for  that 
purpose,  I  do  not  know.  My  own  present  opinion  is  that  I  would  not  do 
it  at  once,  but  would  quietly  spread  ourselves  over  the  Philippines,  take 
in  the  Carolines  and  Ladrones,  and  then  annex  them  formally  by  an  act 
of  Congress.  We  have  no  friends  on  the  continent  of  Europe.  The 
Spanish  debt  is  the  block  to  our  negotiations.  The  financial  power  has 
Spain  by  the  throat,  and  the  bond  syndicate  holds  its  sessions  in  the  very 
hotel,  the  Continental,  where  our  commission  is  stopping.  The  fact  is 
that  the  world  is  in  the  midst  of  great  changes,  and  we  are  standing  merely 
in  their  vestibule. 

November  23.  I  think  we  are  nearing  the  end  of  our  negotiations 
— either  in  a  treaty  or  a  rupture.  It  looks  today  like  a  treaty.  The 
Spanish  chameleon  is  changeable  and  no  one  can  tell  what  his  appearance 
will  be  tomorrow.  The  twenty  millions  may  fix  his  color.  I  advised  the 
President  by  cable  against  this  offer  and  against  paying  Spain  a  dollar. 
Each  of  the  commissioners  wired  his  individual  opinion  on  this  point  and 
in  mine,  I  stood  alone.  I  hope  the  President  and  my  associates  are  right 
in  their  views. ^^ 

The  treaty  met  with  opposition  in  the  United  States  Senate,  on 
account  of  the  Philippine  clause,  but  under  the  leadership  of  Senator 
Davis  and  others,  the  administration  forces,  aided  at  the  last  moment 
by  the  eflFect  of  news  of  the  outbreak  of  insurrection  in  the  Philippines, 
secured  approval  of  the  treaty  on  February  6,  1899.  With  the  ex- 
change of  ratifications  on  April  11,  Spanish  dominion  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere  and  in  the  Philippines  was  brought  formally  to  an  end, 
and  America  entered  upon  her  new  role  as  ruler  or  protectress  of 
subject  or  dependent  peoples.
